M IL L E T A X D T I M O T H Y . 


C ult a r c o f M i lle t f o r l l n y - W h e * t o C o t 
T i m o t b y . 
There is * quite general failure of old mea­ 
dows, and more talk of substituting Hungarian 
grass than usual, but it is so difficult to cure 
this crop, that whoever bas a well-seeded 
meadow of anv kind, should think twice be­ 
fore turning it over, and relying on something 
»lse as winter feed. 
This it good advice for 
t well-seeded meadow. 
Certainly it would not 
lay to plough up a good grass sod to sow some 
Uher grass seed; but with a poor sod (a pros­ 
pect, say, of one ton or less to the acre), the 
case is different. 
I know of no better way, on 
a dairy farm, than to plough such a sod 
ana sow it with 
Hungarian grass, 
and 
seed 
down 
in 
the 
fall 
with 
wheat, 
it the land is suitable; if not, with grass 
seed alone the latter part of Angust 
Coarse 
manure may he spread on the sod before 
ploughing, and when the land is ploughed 
again in the fall tile manure will be rotten, 
ana the working of the soil will m i x it aud line 
it in perfect condition for wheat or grass seen. 
Instead of the ton or less of hay that you 
would have got on your meadow yon will have 
(if ordinary good land) some three tons, and 
your land will be fresh seeded. 
The extra hay 
will more than par for labor aud seed, anti tho 
land will I* enriched bv ploughing and thor­ 
oughly pulverizing (hh should bo done for 
Hungarian and other grass-seed*) twice in one 
season. 
Do not sow H u r.garian seed till 
warm, growing weather. 
The first week in 
•Tune is about the ri?ht time in this latitude. 
AVork the ground down very fine, and use 
about three peck* of reed to the aet et Caboon s 
eeed-sower will ru t the seed on perfectly; then 
smooth over with. a Thomsts harrow aud roll. 
I used to think it 
D IFFIC U L T TO CU RE T in g CROP, 
and did a good deal more work to make good 
hay than was necessary. 
I will tell just how 
I mauaged the curing of a large piece, put in 
on rented land do' long r.ince. 
W hen the 
barometer aud gen*r«J appearance indicated 
si me da’ s of fair weather, we s ta r te d in after 
sliu D cr with two machines and cut eight acres. 
The next day we worked at something else, 
and did not touch the grass at all, as Hie 
weather was flue. 
Tim day after, as so o n as 
the dew was all o ff (about 9 o ’c lo c k ), I raked 
it and my men put it into large cocks of about 
200 pounds each. 
The following day, with 
two teams and drivers, one pitcher and one 
stacker, we put it all into stacks. 
I raked 
after and assisted wherever 
it was most 
needed. 
We dbl not upon the cocks at all. It 
was hauled in twenty loads the aggregate 
weight of which was twenty-four tons (we 
weighed two loads, so as to know). 
The next 
time there wa* a prospect of three fair, days 
we cut another piece. 
In case rain threatens 
at any time after it is cut we rake aud cock up 
immediately. Then It is necessary to shake it 
out and cure it when the weather becomes fair 
again. The bay, beiog only partly cured, 
settles verv solidly in the cock, and does not 
wet in much. 
It may stand five or six days 
without much injury. 
If you have not had 
experience with Hungarian, do not sell hay 
put up as I have described (and cut in blos­ 
som) except by weight. 
The stacks I have 
beeu telling about putting up were sold in the 
spring, and weighed 38 pot cent. less than 
when put up. 
Old farmers estimated them ai 
four to live tons each, and they weighed over 
leu tons each. 
By measure a little less than 
800 cubic feet made a tou. 


EVERY" FO R K KUT OF HAY WAS GOOD, 
and gave perfect satisfaction, except that some 
complained that their cows liked it so well it 
went away too fast. 
Some of it was sold for 
horse hay, but I do not recommend H un­ 
garian for horses. 
I do not see bow it would 
be possible to cure any kind of hay, cut iii 
good seasoo, with much less trouble or ex­ 
pense than this. 
I have followed this plan for 
three years, and hit it right every time. 
In 
case of a very heavy crop it might be necessary 
to ODCu the cocks before drawing in, but there 
would be extra 
hay to 
pay 
for 
extra 
labor. 
The crop I have been telling about 
was partly on an old run-out meadow, which 
for years had hardly produced 
o h o 
tou to 
the acre. 
After the Hungarian it was seeded 
with wheat, aud now brings a good crop of 
timothy and clover. If you hove a large piece 
to put in to Hungarian, sew at different times, 
a few days apart, so if will not all be ready to 
cut at once. 'I cis i- very important. It should 
always be cut in early blossom. In a regular 
rotation the plr.co for Hungarian is preceding 
wheat. I" may, I think, take the place of oats, 
particularly on a dairy la m , wiih decided ad­ 
vantage. 
I hive failed hundreds of tons of 
it, aud it has usually yielded about three tons 
y>er acre, and been worth, for ten years past, 
more tbau $10 per ton on an average. 
This 
makes $30 per acre, which is a good deal bet­ 
ter showing, I think, than oats have made 
during the same time. I only raise it as a sec­ 
ond crop after wheat, and before potatoes Uie 
next year, a? I have before explained.—[Coun­ 
try Geut^m an. 
W ilts to Cot Timothy. 
It is still an unsettled question among 
farmers whether it is better to cut grass before, 
duriug, or after blooming; and some even 
advocate, in practice, if uot in theory, the 
ripening of the grass before mowing. 
Upon 
this question if seems to us that Rome light 
may be thrown by comparing the grasses 
proper with other closely allied plants. 
Take 
wheat, for instance.We all agree that it attains 
its full value only when ripe; but why? be­ 
cause this plant is so constituted that it ex­ 
pends all its energy in laying up within its 
seeds a great quantity of starch, gluten, etc,, 
which are drawn directly from the stem, 
leaves and roots, where they have been elabo­ 
rated from juices derive! from the soil, and 
where they ate succeeded by hard, woody, al­ 
most indigestible tissues. 
Were we to use 
wheat as a hay-plaut, as is done on the Pacific 
coast, we certainly would uot allow this trans­ 
formation to take place, thus causing the sub­ 
stitution of woody fibre tor the nourishing tis­ 
sues of the young plant, and involving the 
large loss of the remaining nutriment through 
the shattering of the grain; yet such a course 
would be quite as rational as that of permit­ 
ting our heavily-seeded grasses, such as tim­ 
othy, to ripen before cutting; fur, although it 
is true that the seeds of timothy bear a much 
smaller proportion to the weight of the whole 
crop than do ihese of wheat, and do not ab­ 
stract the nutrient constituents so completely 
(tom the stem aud leaves, yet they do abstract 


A VERY" CO NSIDERABLE PR O PO RTIO N , 
and this portion is even more completely with­ 
drawn from the value of tho hay tbau it would 
be in the case of ripe wheat hay, as the seeds 
of timothy are so small and their coats so 
hard, that, if they are Dot shattered from the 
hay before it reaches the manger, they will 
escape being crushed 
bv mastication, and 
therefore will resist the action of the digestive 
fluids. 
We suppose that no practical fanner 
will deny that the smaller grass seeds, when 
mature, generally resist the digestive pro­ 
cesses; but, 
if there should 
be such a 
doubter, let 
him 
examine with 
a mi­ 
croscope 
the 
droppings 
of 
a 
horse 
that has been fed on ripe bay; or, let him 
use such droppings us a top-dressing on 
bare land where it is desired that grass should 
grow. 
Vie have found this the speediest way 
to re-seed sterile places. A series of experi­ 
ments quoied by Professor Jordan of the Penn- 
■ylvania Agricultural College, in an article 
published in the American Agriculturist, show 
that there is a constant increase in the dry 
matter of the hay crop from the period cif 
blooming until that of ripening. 
The average 
weight per acre of eight crops cut when headed 
cut being 258(3 pounds; of eleven crops cut in 
bloom, 2990 pounds ; of eleven crops cut w hen 
considerably past bloom, 3132 pounds; aud of 
five crops cut when ripe, 3478 pounds. 
In 
each case a aeries of plots of apparent uni­ 
formity was selected, and the cutting aud har­ 
vesting done in a uniform manner. 


T H E UN AVOIDABLE ERRORS 
connected with such an experiment as this 
necessitate a much larger number of repeti­ 
tions before we can accept the results obtained 
as fully reliable; yet they may be accepted as 
allowing that there is a constant increase in 
the dry matter of the plant nearly or quite up 
to the time of ripening; but it is,‘nevertheless, 
evident that a large part of this increase is 
rendered unavailable for cattle food through 
the deposition of woody matter in the stems, 
through the breaking off of the leaves in 
handling, aud through the losses attendant 
ut on the ripening of the seeds. 
Many of our 
best farmers advocate the cutting of grass 
while in bloom; some even insist that a still 
earlier harvest would 
give 
an 
improved 
quality 
of 
forage, 
reasoning 
from 
the 
fact that animals never thrive better than 
when feeding on the young grasses of the 
C 
apture; bm we doubt whether the bay secured 
J this extremely early cutting would be 


found enough more valuable to compensate 
the loss in quantity, or to pay for the addi­ 
tional labor of a second harvest. 
For our­ 
selves we should prefer cutting between the 
fall of the blossom and the first hardening of 
the seed; but ibis period is so short, and so 
near the wheat harvest, that for a largo har­ 
vest it is necessary to begin while the grass is 
yet in full bloom. 
To delay the haying until 
after the wheat harvest is to allow the grass to 
become not only ripe, but dead ripe, and thus 
to ensure the loss of the greater part of its 
value; such hay is, if anything, inferior in 
nutrition! quality to good wheat straw, as any 
welleducated cow or horse will affirm.—[Farm 
aud Fireside.

T h e J e r s e y Caw Ila* Xat Y e t M ade H a lf 
the Friend* She Deserve* to Hove, 
because her good qualities are not yet fully 
appreciated, and her faults are largely magni­ 
fied by those who are interested in the propa­ 
gation of other breeds of cattle. 
From several 
years’ experience with both thoroughbreds and 
grades of this breed, I believe the Jerseys su­ 
perior to other well-tested breeds of cattle for 
the following classes of persons: Tho family 
that keeps but one or two cows, whether living 
in a suburban palace or in a modest couutrv 
home, will find in the Jersey the following 
points of excellence: I. Her milk, on account 
of its superior richness, is worth very much 
more as an article of food than the milk from 
ordinary cows. 
This statement is not simply 
imaginative, 
but 
is 
corroborated by the 
experience 
of 
nil 
who 
have compared 
the average 
of 
.Jersey 
milk 
with the 
average milk of other common breeds. 
It is 
true the quantity of milk may not lie so great 
as from cattle of some other breeds, but quan­ 
tity is less desirable tbau quality to the per­ 
sons I have indicated. 
2. Mo other cow, un­ 
less it be her sister, the Guernsey, will produce 
butter in such quantity aud of such uniformly 
excellent quality—yellow and rich in the 
winter, and firm and easy to keep in the sum­ 
mer. 
3. No other cow combines with the 
above qualities such docility of disposition 
and such beamy of form as the Jersey—points 
of especial value to those whose range is lim­ 
ited aud who desire their cattle to he iii keep­ 
ing with the beautiful surroundings of many 
of our suburban homes. 
To the professional 
dairyman tho Jersey present* tho following 
points of superiority: I. Tile milk dairyman 
who has a liberal infusion of Jersey blood iii 
his herd, finds that he can command a better 
price for his milk ami eau secure a more stead}' 
custom, other things being equal, thau he can 
who depends wholly upon 
cattie of other 
bleeds. For this purpose, however, 


GRADES W IL L 
BE FOUND M ORE PR O FIT A B L E 
at present than pure-bred cattle, as the grades 
give a larger flow of milk, and can be obtained 
at a much luwcr price; while if obtained from 
good-grade short-ffbru cows, they will make 
very fair beef when their usefulness as milkers 
is past. 
2. To the cheese dairyman the grade 
Jersey will be found of especial value in im­ 
proving the quality ot the cheese, while her 
yield will be fully as great as that of any other 
cow. 
3. For the butter dairyman the pure 
Jersey is the cow par excellence, for the 
reasons given above, and for tho additional 
reason that butter eau be manufactured from 
ber milk at considerably leas cost than from 
the milk of other common breeds, on acconut 
of the smaller quantity of milk to be bandied 
and the greater ease with which the butter is 
churned. The general farmer needs the Jersey 
cow because no other ntau has a better right to 
supply his table with the best of food thun the 
farmer. Now, strange as it may seem, of all 
the delicacies that come to the farmer's table, 
firm, yellow butter is the rarest. 
It is true 
that Jersey butter may be as easily spoiled in 
the making as that from other cows, but from 
ho other cow can good butter be so easily aud 
so uniformly made as from the Jersey; and cer­ 
tainly no one has a better right to every possible 
help 
thau 
the 
almost universally over­ 
worked farmer’s 
wife. 
My 
three classes 
would seem to 
comprehend 
most cattle 
owners, and I shall be met 
with the cry 
that such a diffusion of Jersey blood as I 
have indicated would ruin our trade in beef 
cattle, but such is by no means the case, as 
the quality of the stock produced by the crosses 
I have indicated would be fully equal to what 
is now generally produced under corresponding 
circumstances, such a cross having been proven 
Ut produce a beef animal of good quality. But 
the Jersey cow herself is not so bad a beef 
animal as sumo of the breeders of the larger 
breeds would have us believe. 
She is small, I 
admit; but she is likewise small-boned. When 
iu milk she eats heartily, and yet keeps thin; 
but what else is possible when she is making 
one and a half to two pounds ot butter a day? 
But when this drain is stopped, and she is 
allowed to divert this stream of fat to her own 
tissues, she fattens rapidly. 
Fish Fodder (or Covr*. 
T ravelers in the couutry about North Cape, 
Norway, are apt to ba amazed to see the 
natives eking out the scanty fodder for their 
cattle by giving their cows rations of dried 
Asb. 
According to Captain Atwood of Prov­ 
incetown, Mass., tile Cape Cod cows used to do 
better—or worse—and te**d heartily upon raw 
fish. 
According to a statement by him, com­ 
municated to tim fish commission by Isaac 
Hinckley, the Provincetown cows being “kept 
up,’’ have lost the fish-eating practice, but 
prior to the passage of the Massachusetts stat­ 
ute forbidding owners of cows to allow them 
to roam at will (which statute was enacted to 
protect directly the beach grass which checked 
the drifting of sand), the cows flocked to the 
shore while the fishermen were deaning their 
catch. 
These 
cows 
sought 
with avidity 
the entrails 
and 
swallowed them. 
They 
seemed willing to eat the heads, also, but 
lacked the ability to reduce their bulk suffi­ 
ciently to allow of this. 
A species of ling, or 
bleuuy, weighing. three pounds or more, and 
discarded by the fishermen, was freely eaten, 
also, by the cows. 
Cows, when first arriving 
at Provincetown from the rural districts, re­ 
fused fish; Lut thoir owners, by adding minced 
fish to their cows’ rations, soon taught the 
cows to imitate their neighbors in respect to 
eating entrails. 


T A X X IX Cl H ID E S . 


Tan n in e Hide* I* a Simple M a tte r, b u t It 
Require* Experience to Becom e an E x ­ 
pert. 
The old way was packing in clay ditches, 
and in modern times packing in vats. 
I use 
molasses casks in place of vats. Take of quick 
lime one quart to each pail of water, enough 
to cover the hides. 
Let them remain in this 
three or four days, or until the hair comes 
off easily, stirring up once a day; 
then 
remove the hair and flesh with the kuife (the 
point of an old scythe is the best substi­ 
tute); then soak the skins in clear water for two 
days. 
Now take of hen manure one quart lo 
each pail of water and soak the skins in it 
from three to four days. 
Scrape every day 
while in the lieu manure, on both sides. 
All 
skins must be soaked soft in clear water before 
liming. Fresh skins just taken off are the best 
for the amateur. 
Now put your skins in a 
weak solution of hemlock or oak bark, at first 
weak, and stronger after awhile. 
The bark 
ought to be cut or broken up to get the strength 
out. 
No iron n-.ust be used, as it will blacken 
and spoil the leather. 
This will take from one 
to six months. 
It must be aired every day, 
and tim solution changed as soon as the 
strength is out. 
This you may know by the 
white scum rising and other symptoms of fer­ 
mentation. 


TH IS IS T H E TR U E W AY TO TA N FO R BOOTS, 
harness or heavy w are. 
The next way is to 
use the common sumach leaves. 
Juneor July 
is the best time to gather them, but any time 
before frost will do. 
Dry in the shade, then 
pulverize as fine as you eau. Treat the hides 
toe sumo as in the above, except use the 
sumach leaves in place of tile hemlock or oak 
hark. 
Airing twice a day, night and morning, 
will take from one to three weeks, according 
to the strength of liquor and thickness of bide. 
This is the way to tau skins for gloves, mit­ 
tens, etc. For strings, whips aud like pur­ 
poses, oil of vitriol (sulphuric acid), one ounce; 
salt, oue pint; milk, 8 quarts. 
Dip the skin 
first 
into 
soft 
water, 
milk-warm, 
with 
saleratus, one ounce to the gallon of water. 
Work for ten or fifteen minute*, then put 
into the vitriol mixt re and stir constantly for 
forty or fifty minutes; then rinse and soak 
thoroughly and 
dry slowly, working often 
while drying. 
For furs use tho vitriol recipe, 
because shorter and easier. 
Beniove all flesh 
ami grease, then tack on a board, flesh side 
out, wash with the saleratUR, their with die 
vitriol compound, then take off the board aud 
(oak aud wash well in cold water and dry 
slowly in the shade. 
Ari airy cellar is the 
best to dry in. 
Be sure aud not use too much 
vitriol. 
To remo ,e grease from fur rub with 
coarse wheat flour, oil the skins tanned with 


the hair on the flesh aide when taken from the 
vats; if you like, smooth off with^glass first. 


T H E F IO . 


P is * In U u r n C e lla r* . 
Since it has become the custom to build a 
cellar under the barn for the reception of the 
manure it has also become the practice to keep 
the pigs in the cellar. 
Among our most intel­ 
ligent farmers it is beginning to be thought 
that baru cellars, as generally used, are but 
little improvement over the old way 
of 
pitching the manure out. of the windows 
at the side of tho 
barn; 
or, 
in 
other 
words, that the injury to the cattle by 
the bad air that arises from the manure below, 
aud the injury to the health of the swine by 
keeping them in the dark and confined air 
of the cellar, is gloater titan the injury to the 
manure by exposure to rain and sunshine. 
It 
is a fact that is conceded by every intelligent 
individual that animals of all kinds, to bo 
healthy, must have plenty of nnre air and 
sunshine, 
lf this he so, then what must he 
the condition of swine kept in a cellar, where 
no draft of pure air can ],ass through; where 
but little sunshine can penetrate, and where 
the continual decomposition of animal manure 
is filling tho 
air with carbonic acid and 
ammonia. 
To suppose that any animal c x c ^ t 
, of a low order of existence can be kept in 
J health in such a position for any great .length 
of time 


IS TO SU PPO SE AN IM PO SSIB ILITY . 
It is true, pigs are able to lite aud grow in 
♦such places until they are large enough to kill, 
but ii must bo re me rn be red that most of them 
are killed before tbev are a year old. not giv­ 
ing time for the disease, caused by 111-ventila­ 
tion and darkness, to- mature sufficient to 
cause death, hut it will generally mature 
enough to make the animal unhealthy, and 
thus render the pork un undesirable food. 
The farmer loses in more than one direc­ 
tion by keeping his animals in an unhealthy 
place. 
In the first place ho loses by not 
getting as much flesh for a bushel of meal, 
and in the second place he loses by feeding his 
family on the flesh of unhealthy animals, 
it 
may not create immediate sickness, lint the 
constant eating of unhealthy food undermines 
and breaks down the mo3t robust constitution 
and renders it a mere wreck, often without the 
cause being suspected. 
The farmer should 
ever keep in mind ti e fact that, if he would 
keep his family healthy ho must keep the ani­ 
mals—tho flesL of which they are to e at—in a 
healthy, thriving condition, and lie should 
also remember that he can do this only by 
giving theft) good food arid keeping them 
where they can have plenty of pure air and 
bright sunshine.—[The Ploughman. 


T U E A P I A R Y . 


Hiving Hee*. 
The season is now here when the farmer who 
keeps bees is called from the field bv the cry 
that “ the bees are swarming.” 
Pormptly and 
properly hiving all swarms usually prevents all 
loss from absconding, and, as swarms some­ 
times issue quite unexpectedly, hives should 
always be in readiness. Giving a hive tilled with 
empty combs to a swarm is a great advantage 
over giving It an empty hive. Moro than once 
I have had a ncwiy-hived swarm fill a set of 
combs (holding about fifty pounds) three days 
after they were hived. 
Had the bees been 
given an empty hive they could uot have half 
filled it with comb in the same time. 
Frames 
filled with comb foundation are nearly, if not 
quite, as good as frames filled with comb; but, 
when given to full, new swarms in hot weather 
frames of comb foundation inust be wired; that 
is, several wires must be stretched perpendicu­ 
larly across the frame, the wired frame laid 
over a sheet of comb foundation that has been 
slightly warmed, and the wires imbedded in the 
foundation by running over them a button­ 
hook,such as ladies use in buttoning their boots. 
A small notch is filed upon the back of the 
hook, and the notch is slid along upon each 
wire. 
In some processes of making comb 
foundation wires are imbedded in the wax at 
the time of its manufacture. 
By one process, 
with dies aud a press, foundation is manufac­ 
tured directly into wired frames. 
W hen a 
swarm clusters upon a branch, aud the owner 
is willing that it should be cut off, the easiest 
way of hiving the bees is to carefully cut off 
the branch and shake the bees iii frout of the 
hive that they are to occupy, 
lf the limb is 
a small one ic can be cut off with a stout knife, 
but if large a saw will he needed. 
Asaw witli 
fine teeth is better, as there is less jarring, 
A 
slight cut should be first made upon the under­ 
side of the limb, so that the bark may not 
hang when the limb is nearly off. 
For cutting 
off limbs that are high up a small pruuing- 
saw bolted to the eud of a pole is con­ 
venient. 
When the limb begins to fall it can 
be caught aud lowered with a pitchfork. 


TO REM O V E SWARMS FROM LIM BS 
that cannot be cut off, a sack made of cheese 
cloth is sometimes used, the mouth of the 
sack being sewed to a hoop about twenty 
inches iii diameter. 
Tho hoop is made of 
heavy wire, aud the ends of the w ire are fast­ 
ened to the end of a tong pole. The bag is put 
up uudor the swarm, and the hoop is then 
made to gently cut off the cluster so that the 
bees will fall into tho bag. 
The hoop is then 
turned in a vertical position, so as to confine 
tile bees while being taken down and carried 
to Hie hive. 
Tile sack is of the same diameter 
as the hoop, and about four feet long. 
When 
the bees cluster in some place where they 
cannot be shaken off, as in the corner of 
a rail fence, upou ,the body of a tree or 
among a mass of limbs uear the trunk of a 
tree, they are sometimes dipped off with a dip­ 
per, each dipperful poured out at the mouth 
of the hive they are to occupy; or they are 
brushed off with a wing into u basket, aud 
then poured out iu fronWof the bi\-e. 
For get­ 
ting bees from inaccessible places—in fact, for 
taking clustering or clustered swarms from 
almost any place, what is,called a swarming 
box is used by some bee-keepers. 
Such a box 
is simply made of thin, light lumber, about 
eight inches square by sixteen inches deep, 
one eud closed and the other open. 
The sides 
are bored full of three-fourths inch holes, aud 
then tim box is fastened to the end of a long 
pole. 
W hen a swarm begins to cluster, and 
perhaps one-third of the bees have settled, the 
box is held under them, and the limb upon 
which they are alighting is jarred by means of 
a pole with a hook at oue end. 
The bees fall 
upou the box, and, 


T R U E TO T H E IR IN STIN CT, 
begin crawling into the boles, at the same 
time setting up Hie joyful humming that they 
always do when they discover the entrance to 
some" cavity or hive that they consider their 
home. 
This bumming attracts their compan­ 
ions, and all are soon iii the box, when ii call 
be taken down and the Lees shaken cut in 
front of their hive. I n a large apiary, where 
several swarms sometimes issue at about the 
same time, several of these swarming boxes 
are needed. 
A tter a swarm has entered a 
swarming box, aud then auothci swarm comes, 
out before the bee-keeper has time to hive 
the one that has just entered the box, 
the first swarm can 
be carried 
it/ 
the 
box to a safe distance, or closely covered 
with a sheet, while the bee-keeper turns his 
attention to Hie second swarm. 
Atter the 
apiarist has a swarm fairly inside a swarming 
box he can hive it at his leisure. 
If the bee­ 
keeper secs a swarm when it begins to cluster 
in some inaccessible place, ho can cause them 
to abaudou that locality for some other by 
baviug a bunch of grass tied to the end of a 
pole, and keeping it in niotiou where they 
attempt to alight. 
Sometimes two or more 
swarms will come out at the same time and 
unite in one cluster. Theu about the only 
tbiug that can be done is to take a dipper and 
dip 
oft 
the 
bees, 
putting 
an 
equal 
quantity 
of 
bees 
in 
each 
of 
several 
hives. Of course some hives are liable to get 
more than one queen, while others get none. 
For this reason a hive should be furnished 
with a comb of unsealed brood, when the 
swarms having no queens will start queen 
cells, thus indicating their quoeuless condi­ 
tion. 
If two queens ate given to one swarm 
at least oue of them will soon be found 
“balled.” when she can be rescued and given 
to a qiieenless swarm. 
As iiiemioned in a for­ 
mer article, most of the swarming and hiving 
troubles are avoided by clipping the queen’s 
wings as soon as she begins laving, aud by 
allowing no after swarming. One laborious 
operation connected with the hiving of a 
swarm whose queen has lier wing clipped— 
that of removing tho old hive, often heavy 
with honey, to a new location—

It is simply 
a piece of wire-clotk tacked to a light fra m e - 
like those screens used in the windows of 
dwellings to keep out flies and mosquitoes, ex­ 
cept that it is smaller, being scat eely as large 
as the front of the hive. 
As soon as the queen 


I is found aud caged the wire screeu is set up 


against the front of the hive, and a sort of 
apron made of heavy cloth, that is tacked to 
the bottom edge and sides of the screen, is 
spread out upoa the ground in front of the 
hive, and then the caged queen is laid upon 
tbs apron, just in front of the screen, and 
close to the entrance of 
the hive. 
To 
k>ep Hie screen close against the front 
of the hive it 
is 
braced 
tip 
with a 
stick. 
"When the bees return they are unable 
to enter the hive and cluster around their 
caged queen, upon the apron and against the 
screen, when tho whole apparatus can be 
taken up and carried to the hive that is al­ 
ready prepared for the bees. 
Oue edge of the 
“apron” is placed at the entrance of the hive, 
a few bees and the queen are started into tile 
entrance, when the rest follow, and soon bivft 
themselves. 
In order to get the cage contain­ 
ing the queen, when it is covered with a mass 
of bees, it bas a piece of wire attached. 
W ith 
this plan hives can be kept standing in the 
apiary, upon tile stands they are to occupy, 
all in readiness for swarms. 
Several very 
ingenious methods of causing bees to hive 
themselves, with no attention from the api­ 
arist, have been invented, but they are top 
complicated to come into general use.—[Coun- 
tcy Gentleman. 


T H E D A I R Y . 


Swiss C a ttle —Fish F odder fo r Cow*. 
Swiss cattle nre admirably adapted to our 
rough and hilly pastures, readily become nat­ 
uralized to the Western prairies, or the moun­ 
tainous regions beyond. 
Their home breed­ 
ing and training has fitted them to withstand 
our climate aud roughness. 
Experience thus 
far sustains my first impressions of the breed; 
that they are eminently adapted to ou$ New 
England conditions, so like that of their 
mountain 
home of Switzerland. 
Protessor 
Anker of Berne, says: “From the month of 
June until September the Swiss cattle grad­ 
ually ascend to higher and higher Alpine 
pastures, 
until 
they 
finally 
reach 
the 
height of 6000 or 7000 feet. 
After this 
they 
gradually 
descend 
until 
October, 
when 
they 
are pasturing in the valleys 
again. 
The cattle which resist this usage be­ 
come very robust. 
It is excellent training 
for their bodies aud useful exercise for the 
limbs. 
For, bred in a mountainous region, 
and accustomed to graze upou Alpine heights 
to the very limit of suitable vegetation, they 
have for generations been inured to cold and 
storms, until they have acquired the capability 
] of resisting their injurious <fleets, and have 
healthy and vigorous constitutions. 
They are 
gentle, thrifty, mature early, are hearty and 
are not particular feeders, and yield a gen­ 
erous return for whatever care, time or labor 
is expended for them. 
Probably no other 
breed or cattle is lieder procured by natural 
adaptation to the wider usefulness in America 
than the Swiss. 
Having been bred, born and 
used to close association with their herders 
and the almost constant herding, their dis­ 
position is remarkably geutlo and their docility 
Has become pfoverbial.” 
The horn of the 
Swiss herder with which the cows are called 
up in the evening, and 


T H E JIN G L IN G OF T H E B E LLS 
with which each cow is bedecked, to the music 
of which they march without being driven, 
have beeu so often written about as to be 
familiar to those who have not travelled. 
These features are attractive, but ti en- popu­ 
larity must depend upon Hie question of profit, 
and tho pail, the churn and the carcass are the 
real lest. 
In yield of milk and butter some of 
theSwiss cows now iii New England have 
made remarkable showings. 
Crossing Swiss 
bulls upon grades aud natives bas produced 
many desirable and valuable grades in the 
vicinity of such bulls, aud whoever is lucky 
enough to get a half-bred Swiss heifer consid­ 
ers it a prize. 
In the vicinity of Worces­ 
ter, where most of these cattle have been 
bred aud raised since coming to this coun­ 
try, there are many half and three-quarter 
bred heifers that are remarkably flue cows, 
and their owners prize them highly. 
So far. 
as my experience extends iu bundling aud 
feeding I must give this race of cattle the first 
place in the above qualities. 
They are very 
thrifty, mature young, readily take on fat, 
make good beef and the very best of veal. The 
half-bred oxen are large, resolute, active, quick 
working cattle, and are highly praised where 
they are known. Grades from Swiss Lulls 
closely resemble their sires, ane half-bred 
Swiss calves make remarkably large and 
meaty veals, and t i l l the eye of the butcher at 
once. 
Tiny are growth}-, and the milk they 
eat is put where it tells the best in cash. 
The 
brown Swiss cattle now iu this country are the 
progeny of the original eight head (seven 
heifers and bull) imported iu October, 18G9, 
by Henry M. Clark of Belmont, Mass.- In the 
canton of Scbwitz, at the south end of Lake 
Zag, at the foot of ML Rbigi, is situated the 
town of Art!) and its immediate neigI borhood, 
from whence originated the heifers, “Zurich,” 
“ Lucerne,” “ Gretchen,” “ Briulie,” “Lissa,” 
“Cristine” and “Geneva,” and 
the bull, 
“ W illiam Tell,” all of which were either 
selected in person or by his direction, 


ESPEC IA LL Y FO R B R EED ERS, 
consequently tho best specimens that could be 
found as regards all the qualities desirable for 
dairy aud beef animals were selected. 
I first 
saw this lot of cattle on the 14th of January, 
1870. 
The heifers were then coming three 
years old, and bad not become cows. The bull 
was one year younger. 
They were running in 
a lot near the baru, aud had been out of doors 
up to that time. 
A new baru was being built 
for these animals, but up to that time they had 
not been boused, aud so far they bad stood 
their treatm ent remarkably well. 
As I re­ 
member them, all looked just alike, and after 
an hour’s examination of them I was satisfied 
iu my own mind that it was a very desirable 
importation, and I remarked to the gentleman 
with me that that bleed of cattle were destined 
to make their mark close to the front. 
I 
was informed at the time that they were re­ 
markably quiet and docile; that they camo 
across the wator without sickness or mishaps, 
and uoue of them had shown signs of any sick­ 
ness since landing in this country. 
Aud if I 
am correctly informed by the owners here of 
this race of cattle, there has not beeu a case of 
sickness among the breed from that day to 
this. This lot of heifers were uot the type of 
my ideas of a milk aud butter breed, but there 
was that strong, robust, vigorous, healthy look, 
together with some remarkably good poiuts 
for the dairy that completely filled my eye. 
The next September they were exhibited 
at the New England fair at Manchester, N. If,, 
all bedecked with their necklaces and bells 
that were imported with them. 
At this time 
the heifers had become cows, and their calves 
were the great attraction of the stock show. 
"Within the next two years the herd was sold 
to Messrs. Aldrich and Hall, and were taken 
to "Worcester, where they were bred and reared 
and nearly all kept until the fall of 1877, 
when an auction sale of a largo portion of the 
herd scattered them from Marne to Colorado. 
But enough were sold to Massachusetts par­ 
ties, so that today the most of this valuable 
breed of cattle are still in this State, and I 
think the largest herd is still owued by a man 
in Worcester.—[Springfield Kepublicau. 


T H E W E E D S . 


A Friendly V iew of Wreed»—T h e F ig h t with 
th e Weed. 
The most fertile soil cannot be used directly 
as food for animals, yet indirectly all animal 


I life draws its support from the soil. 
Fertile 
soil will grow food-produciug plants for man; 
a soil not fertile enough to produce food for 
niHu may grow food for cattle, and the cat­ 
tle become food for man. 
Gravelly subsoil 
too poor to grow corn or wheat may be able to 
grow a good crop of ragweed, 
sometimes 
i called “ Bornan wormwood” ; this crop, if not 
| eaten by cattle, will,wbeu decayed, make good 
; food for corn or wheat. 
Thus, in my opinion, 
every weed that grows and decays adds some­ 
thing to the grain-producing and man-support­ 
ing capacity of the earth. 
Probably tbe weed 
growth of our country produces 
annually 
more 
fertility 
than is 
produced 
by all 
its chemical fertilizer manufactories. 
For 
this reason, aud because of the variety of food 
weeds give to our cattle, I have learned to look 
upon them as friends and helps to be con­ 
trolled rather than as foes to be exterminatea. 
It may be well for farmers in dealing with 
weeds to remember that they are a link in the 
chain with which man draws bis support from 
the rocks and dust of the ground. 
I like to 
see weeds growing wherever and whenever 
thev can gel a chance to grow, for t think they 
are doing faithfully the work the Creator de­ 
signed for them. 
I like this idea, because it 
is much more satisfactory to live among and 
work with friends than foes. 
Some years ago 
I gave a forkful of hay to a sick cow; she 
smelt of it, poked it over, and picked out a 
few sprigs of sorrel, and seemed to eat that 
with a relish. 
W e had in the barn some hay 
that was mostly sorrel; I gave ber some of it; 
she ate it as though it was just what she 
i wanted; it gave ber rd appetite for other food, 


and in a few days she was all right. 
A fter 
that I made it a point to save and keep by 
itself more or less sorrel hay, to be fed in the 
winter as a relish; the

if it is cut in tbe right condition and well 
cured. 
I have noticed when feeding greeu 
clover to cows that it there was uot more than 
IO or 15 per cent, of rank, juicy, acid sorrel 
among it they would eat tbe sorrel first, but 
if there was more than about 25 per cent, sor­ 
rel they would leave some of it. 
I have 
knowu cows in tbe spring of tbe year to eat 
yellow-dock leaves when they refused all 
other food, and by eating the dock get the 
system in condition for other food. 
Cattle are 
very fond of a limited quantity of the bitter 
ragweed. 
They 
need the bitter and tbe 
sour. 
Tbe 
sour 
sorrel 
and tbe 
bitter 
ragweed are two of the most 
abundant 
and most universal weeds of the world, and. 
in my opinion, two very important plants. 
I 
would as soon think of trying to banish dande­ 
lions, rhubarb, spinach, asparagus, etc., from 
our markets ai to try to exterminate any 
variety of weed from the farm I cultivate. 
At 
the sumo time, I like clean culture, and intend 
to have my fields in that respect compare well 
with those of any of uiv neighbors. 
Knowl­ 
edge ct tim laws of control is what I waut, and 
not knowledge of how to exterminate. 
I went 
to the blacksmith shop the other day to get an 
implement, with which to control the growth 
of dock. 
I like to have dock leaves aud young, 
tender seed-slallcs In the hay, but 


•M A TU R E SEED -STALK S A R E NOT GOOD, 
and unless controlled in some way tbe stalks 
and seeds will mature before it is time to cut 
tho grass for hay. 
I took to tho shop a com­ 
mon crowbar, had eight moires of the point 
split open and spread three inches, making a 
claw-bar of it with long claws; 
bud a short 
piece of iron welded to the bar just above the 
fork, with a bole In each end, to which I 
bolted a piece of wood two inches square, about 
a foot long, for a block to pry over. 
Two per­ 
sons, one with a common-lined hoe to strike 
into the dock roots a little below Hie surface, 
the other working opposite him with the claw- 
bar. setting it at the back of the boe, pushing 
it down by putting a foot od Hie block: when 
tho block comes to Hie ground pry over it; 
with tho boid the boe and tile claw have on 
the roof it must come out or break. 
Two ac­ 
tive men with these implements will take the 
larger roots out very rapidly, and all the growth 
they will make this season, after this operation, 
will be a benefit rather than otherwise. 
The 
annual weeds among our cultivated crops are 
kept in subjection by cultivating and boeing. 
It takes no more of this than needs to be done 
for the good of the crops if there were no 
weeds. 
If the cultivator and hoe are used as 
often as the good of the crop independent of 
the weeds require them to be, Hie weeds, how­ 
ever plenty, will be no obstruction. 
To econ­ 
omize iD the labor of cultivating, hoeing and 
killing weeds, I plant with rows wider apart 
aud plants of all kinds nearer in tbe row 
than 
is the 
custom 
with 
most farmers. 


T H E ADVANTAGES A R E : 
not so many rows to work; the plants, being 
thick in the row, soon suffocate tbe weeds 
there, aud the wide rows give an opportunity 
to keep tbe centres clean with tbe cultivator 
without injury to the plants much longer than 
can be done when tho rows are near together. 
I can raise as good crops of corn with the rows 
five and a half feet apart, hills eighteen inches, 
three stalks to a bill, as with the same num­ 
ber of hills in rows three feet apart, hills two 
f«?et nine inches apart, and save about 50 per 
cent, of the labor necessary to keep the land’ in 
good condition for the crop, and the weeds in 
proper subjection. 
The work of controlling 
weeds can be made a perfect pastime; as much 
so as base ball, rowing matches, euchre or 
whist, for there is a game to he played and 
points lo be won in all agricultural opera­ 
tions; tho pleasure of acquiring tbe knowledge 
and skill which enables one to win. and the 
satisfaction of winning, is as great in one case 
as tbe other. 
"With corn planted in straight 
lines, tho line not more tbau one inch in 
width, with a well-trained horse, a light culti­ 
vator and skill to m u it within an inch or two 
of the plants oil each side, leaving a ridge un­ 
cultivated onlv three or four inches wide for 
the hand-hoe, cultivating corn is work I like 
to do, for perfect control of the horse and cul­ 
tivator enables one to win in the race with the 
weeds. Borne can find as much genuine satis­ 
faction in training a horse to cultivate corn 
well as others eau in training him to go a 
mile in 2.20. 
Some can enjoy stirring the 
soil among cultivated crops as-Awell as others 
can enjoy silt ring up the dust with their fast 
horses. 
Brother farmers, if you wish to enjoy 
farm life learn to do your work so well that 
the doing of it will give you pleasure, as the 
getting of it well done gives satisfaction. 
A 
.wise mau can make his business his pleasure, 
his recreation his labor.—[N. Y. Tribune. 
Tile Figlit W ith the Weed*. 
The season has come forward so late that 
the time between planting and mowing will 
be so short that the cultivation of crocs aud 
the killing of weeds will have to be performed 
in the shortest time possible. Many farmers 
do not seem to kuow how to do this. 
Fre­ 
quently, in their efforts to save time, they 
increase the labor of clean cultivation at least 
one-half, and at the same time lose half of their 
crop. W hen oue is short of time it is bad policy 
to delay cultivation, thinking to save time 
bv. hoeing a less number of^ times. 
Better 
hoe three times, aud do it at the proper season, 
than to boe but ouce, aud do it when the 
weeds are higher than the crop. Not only does 
tbe once boeing require more time to do it 
thau it would to boe it three times, if done at 
the proper time, but tbs crop is verv much in­ 
jured by tbe delay by not stirring tbe soil 
often enough, 
lf the soil be stirred as soon as 
the crop is up, the weeds will be so small that 
very little labor will be required to kill them. 
Thus tbe work eau be done very rapidly and 
tbe soil left in a condition for rapid plant 
growth. 
So 


TH ORO UG H CAN T H E W O R K B E DONE, 
that wheu tbe time for the second cultivation 
comes, only very small weeds will be found, 
and the work can be done very rapidly; but 
if the work of boeing tbe first time be delayed 
it will not only bo a long, tedious task to root 
out tbe weeds, but mauy of them will be so 
large that even if pulled up aud left on the 
surface they refuse to die, but will walt until 
a rain conies, when they will put forth fresh 
roots, aud in a very short time will agaiu be­ 
come well established; so tho secoud hoeing 
must be resorted to, or the crop will be over­ 
powered, 
and eveu 
tbe 
second 
hoeing, 
when the 
weeds 
are large, will not keep 
the 
land 
clean, 
unless the 
weeds 
are 
all 
picked 
up 
and 
carried 
off 
the 
land, which is a very slow process, and takes 
more time than it would to hoe three times at 
the right season. 
W hen the farmer is short of 
time, his best way is to begin to cultivate as 
soon as be can see the crop, and continue to go 
over the ground as often as tbe weeds make 
their appearance above ground. 
By so doing 
ho is able to do most of the work with a horse, 
and thus do it very rapid. 
No work on the 
farm pays for prompt action as well as the 
cultivation of crops to kill weeds. 
It pays in 
two ways. 
First, bv saving of labor, and 
second by increasing the crop. But few opera­ 
tions on the farm causes nioro loss by delay 
than tbe cultivation of hoed crops.—[The 
Ploughman. _________________

THE FLOWER GARDEN. 


Flower Gardening 
for July — Dow to 


Transplant — Budding 
Roses — Single 
Dahlias— Miscellaneous. 


In this month, usually the hottest of the sum* 
mer, the amateur gardener m ust pay close atten­ 
tion to keeping down the weeds, which are so 
determined to assert their right to live that only 
the most strenuous efforts will 
hold them in 
abeyance; and where stable fertilizers are used 
tbe crop of weeds is so much larger than in boas 
stim ulated with soluble guann-pbospbatos and 
other 
manufactured 
compounds 
that 
o n es 
patience is often tried to a great degree. 
For the 
past three years I have banished stable com post 
from my borders, and my plants have flourished 
quite as well, and the weeds have not beeu uearly 
as troublesome. 
Of course, parsley and chick­ 
weed, plantain and pokeweed will strive to creep 
in where the lovely flowers grow, but a vigorous 
stirring up of the ground with a five-fingered 
scratcher soon destroys them . 
Chickweed is the 
greatest pest Id my beds. 
I have bad the grass 
borders, which will encroach upon plants till they 
have become a nuisance, dug up, and small stones 
the size of an apple taken from the river side and 
embedded in tire soil, ana they prove a most 
effective edging. Over them are trailed the odor­ 
ous flowers of sweet alyssum, and the blue eyes 
of the lobelia open brightly in tneir crevices. 
Around a largo mound or geraniums the grass 
has also been removed aDd stones of a larger size 
olaced about it. with plants of mignonette to fall 
over them. For those who live near such cobble­ 
stones they will be found very effective in garden­ 
ing. 
I also used them last year to hasten the 
ripening of tomatoes with excellent success. 
A 
circle of the stones as large as a man’s flat were 
placed around each plant at a distance of three 
or tour inches from the stem s, and they not only 
attracted the heat of the sun Put kept the ground 
moist. 
H o w to T ra n ip la n t. 
All seedlings wnicb were not transplanted last 
month must be attended to as soon as possible, 
and there is hardly any operation in gardening 
whore there is so much opportunity for the exer­ 
cise of skill and good judgm ent. 
Jt has been 
a1 ways thought best to select a cloudy, wet day, 
and to transDlmu at nightfall, but Peter Hender­ 
son, who is tho best authority upon such matters, 
tells us that plants can be reset at noonday, and 
in a dry tim e, it due attention is given to puddling 
tneir roots. The plants, whether they arc asters, 
verbenas, balsams, pansies, etc., or cabnages, 
tom atoes, 
peppers, 
etc., 
should 
be 
placed 
in 
a 
shallow 
dish, 
aud 
soil 
aud 
water, 
mixed 
into 
moist 
mud, should 
be 
turned 
over their 
m ots, so 
that 
it 
will cliug to 
them. 
Then with a trowel dig a bole solarge that 
the roots will go down a little deeper than they 
grew before, and turn some water into it. Put 
tbe plant in and stir in tho dry soil, and plant It 
firmly, pressing the soil tightly about it. Loose, 
careless planting is the cause of most of the 
failures in transplanting; but when the process is 
done in this manner you will not lose one plant in 
a hundred, if they are in a thrifty condition. 
In 
order to bear removal well plants should be 
healthy, and not wire-drawn and spindling from 
too close quarters aud too rapia forcing under 
glass; and thev should bo well watered a short 
tim e before they are lifted from the beds. 
All 
annuals but sweet peas, larkspurs, m ignonette 
and other tap-rooted plants thrive better for 
being transplanted, as the operation increases 
tiieir root growth and makes the plants larger. 
W atering iu our gardens is as essential in making 
plants grow as fertilizing. The bot sun dries up 
the morning dews so quickly that a hose or water­ 
ing-pot must be used every night, at least, if not 
in the morning, to keep the growing plants in a 
healthy state. Geraniums, however, being in a 
degree succulent plants, will thrive well without 
daily watering, but ruses, heliotropes, fuchsias, 
begonias, bouvardia, etc., will not grow in per­ 
fect beauty without a dally shower, which is also 
of such great assistance in cooling tho heated at­ 
mosphere 
at 
night 
that 
every housekeeper 
should 
possess a sprinkler 
of 
some kind. 
If water must be drawn from pumps or aqueducts 
tor watering plants, it is well to till half-hogs­ 
heads with it in the morning and let them sit in 
the sun all day, and then the water becomes quite 
warm, and is more beneficial for the plants. 
Plants in balconies, baskets, vases, window-boxes 
or pots, having but a lim ited area from which to 
derive moisture and food, require 
particular 
attention in watering aud stim ulating. 
Take 
great care uot to let them become dry, as it will 
injure them almost as badly as a severe frost, and 
when you water tnem do it thoroughly, so that 
all the earth will be m oistened. 
A little dash of 
water on tire surface is alm ost useless. 
In 
small 
baskets 
and 
vases 
it 
is 
an excel­ 
lent plan to put a largo handful of bits of char­ 
coal aud then lay upon them a large sponge well 
wetted, or a handful of sphagnum or damp moss. 
This will keep wet all summer, If water is given 
daily, and tho charcoal will prevent the soil from 
becoming sodden and sour. 
For a fertilizer for 
bouse-plauts and window-boxes copperas or sul­ 
phate of iron is very satisfactory, whilo it will 
also kill all insects that Infest tbe soil. 
Take a 
tablespoonful of the green crystals aud dissolve 
them in a pint of boiling water, and add to it 
three quarts of cold water. 
Turn it directly upon 
the soil, but not on the leaves of the plants, as it 
will blacken them iu spots and spoil 
them. 
Apply this once a week, aud your fuchsias, roses, 
heliotropes, geraniums and coleus will grow and 
bloom luxuriantly, and delight your soul with their 
beauty and fragrance, It is said that blooming 
plants in window-boxes attached to the outsideof 
the casements, or in pots on tbe window-sills,will 
exclude all flies and mosquitoes from apartments. 
lr this is true, ii surely behooves us all to procure 
window-boxes or window-gardens and rid our­ 
selves of insect pests in the house. A sprinkling 
of pyrethrum powder, or “ Persian powder,” will 
kill the aphis and slug on rose-buslres aud the red 
spider on all houso-plants. but after it has been 
scattered over them for twenty m iautes it should 
be washed off with showerings of warm water.— 
[Floral Cabinet. 
Budding Race*. 
A writer gives extended directions for budding 
roses, founded OU bis extensive experience, from 
which we derive tbe following condensed hints, 
which may be useful to yotiug amateurs: First, 
prepare tho stocks, by selecting not more than 
two or three of the best shoots, removing all tire 
rest and all suckers. 
TI)is should be done, by the 
way, quite early, as it checks growth to remove 
much foliage, and if not already done we would 
advise it performed sparingly. 
Tbe noxt thing is 
to insert the buds. 
These must be plump and 
w ellform ed, but dormant. 
Shoots about seven 
to nine Inches long are most convenient. Hub oil 
tbe spines. Keo]) them shaded and plump with 
slightly damp moss, but allow no water to touch 
them. In taking off each bud cut about oue-third 
into the wood. 
The bark of the stock must sepa- 
rate^freely, or the work will not succeed. Cut 
just through the bark. 
Do not penetrate the 
wood. 
Many stocks are afterwards broken off by 
cutting off u>o deep. 
L'se the Lase of the petiole 
as a “ holdfast,” and imm ediately plunge ll into 
its new home. 
Every budder should tie his own 
buds, and without delay. 
Various ligatures have 
been used, but wool m atting Is best. 
In two or 
three weeks the ties are removed. 
To these direc­ 
tions we may add that Etlwanger & Barry, who 
bud many ten thousands every year, find manetti 
the best stock. They perform tbe work In July 
and August, and insert the buds as low down in 
the stock as practicable, as tbe liability to send 
up suckers is thus dim inished. 
Single Dahlia*. 
It is probable that some of the more striking 
varieties of the single dahlias will make good 
exhibition specim ens grown in pots. The Garden­ 
ers’ Chronicle states that a few varieties were 
recently exhibited “growing in small pots, and 
though the plants had been pushed on to get 
them into flower, they were very pretty indeed, 
aud bloomed with great freedom, lf grown on 
generously into good size in sufficiently largo pots 
till the plants become somewhat pot-bound, and 
theu treated to a little liquid manure, the plants 
would, no doubt, make fine decorative objects in 
a conservatory, and carry on a sppply of cut 
flowers till a period some tim e after the plants 
were cut down in the open air.” As there are now 
so many varieties of these bright-colored flowers 
thev will prove very attractive if it is found they 
eau be employed in the manner suggested. 
They 
are sure to be prized iu this country when better 
known. 


M IS C E L L A N E O U S . 


The tim e is com ing when transplanted trees of 
the past fall and spring will suffer more than 
during any other part of the season. 
If they 
show a vigorous growth or young wood, no 
danger need be apprehended, as it indicates 
that the roots are activo and can supply all the 
moisture the foliage calls for; but if no growth 
has beeu made, no roots have been formed, aud 
the loaves are living for the most part on tire sap 
in the wood and bark, and bot, dry weather will 
tell with injurious effect on such trees. 
This is 
generally first shown by the peeling off of the 
bark on tbe southwestern side of tbe tree—tbe 
most drying aspect; and where such exhaustion 
appears probable, much relief may he afforded 
by cutting back some of the branches, syringing 
with water occasionally, shading tbe trees where 
practicable, or wrapping the trunk in haybands, 
or 
shading 
the 
southw est w ith 
boughs 
or 
boards. 
To trap garden slugs an English gardener has 
successfully used bran. 
He says: “The slugs are 
very fond of it. 
For weeks past I have placed 
little heaps of it, say about a small teaspoonful, 
anywhere and everywhere among the flower bor­ 
ders and rockwork on every vacant space of soil. 
This I do about twilight, aud two or three hours 
after dark I go out W itt! a light aud a pail con­ 
taining some salt and water. 
I have fouud as 
many as twenty to thirty on a heap, which are 
gathered up and thrown into the salt water. 
Death seems instantaneous. 
As it consumed 
some little tim e in picking them up from the soil, 
I bit upou the plan of laying down small pieces of 
brokeu slate, three or four inches square, aud 
placing the bait in the ceutre. 
This enables the 
whole to be lifted up and the slugs swept off at 
once into the water, 
On going round to gather 


up the slates the first morning after placing them 
I found many more hiding under them. 
By fol­ 
lowing the above methods for several weeks I 
have m aterially reduced the number of slugs.” 
Plants set against walls and piazzas frequently 
suffer from want of water at this Besson, when 
even ground near them is quite wet. 
Draw away 
the soil around each plant so as to form a basin; 
till in with a bucketful of water, allowing it tim e 
to gradually soak away, and when tbe surface 
has dried a little draw in loosely the soil over it, 
and It will do without water for some weeks. 
Tins applies to all plants wanting water through 
the season. 
If water Is merely poured on the 
surface It is made more compact by tbe weight 
of water, and tbe harder the soil becomes the 
easier it dries; and the result is, the more water 
you give the more is wanted. 
There is one infallible method of treating pot- 
ting-mould, lf suspected of containing vermin of 
any Kind—that is to till the pots the day before 
they are to be used, aud water the soil in them 
witn bolling water. 
Scald, also, as much addi­ 
tional soil as you may require for filling in. 
Next 
day the soil will be none too m oist to work with, 
and there will not be a live creature in it. Do 
not m ix coal ashes with your potting-mould. 
Earth-worms are not the enemies commonly sup­ 
posed. 
They are appointed by nature to ventilate 
the subsoil by boring channels for the admission 
of air. They may be ejected from flower-pots or 
from the lawn, if desirable, by means of lime­ 
water. 
Hollyhocks will bo com ing into bloom at this 
season. 
They have now become so much im ­ 
proved as to be one of the roo*t popular flowers 
for tbe summer decoration of tho flower garden. 
If the kinds are kept carefully separate, any 
particular variety will reproduce itself 
from 
seed. 
They may be more certainly kept pure by 
cutting off the flower stem; each bud will make 
a plant. 
Tbe seed should bo sown as soon as 
ripe in a light rich soil, in the open air. 
lf re­ 
tained till late In tire season they wilt not prop­ 
erly flower until the next vcaiM^ 
Amateurs may have some r w or choice shrub 
they desire to increase. 
They may now be propa­ 
gated bv layers. 
This is done by taking a strong 
and vigorous shoot of the present season’s growth, 
slitting the shoot a few inches from its base, and 
burying it a few inches under the soil, or into a 
pot ol soil provided for the purpose. 
Anything 
eau be propagated by layers; and it is an excellent 
mode of raising rare tilings that can be but with 
difficulty increased by any other. 
Keep the pruning knife busy through the trees 
and shrubs, with the object of securing good 
form. Judgm ent will soon teach one which shoots 
would spoil the shape if not taken out. 
We tried 
to Impress this truth strongly on the reader’s 
mind last month, but think it Important enough 
to reiterate.

W illiam H. Reed, a farmer living about two 
miles west ot Freehold, N. J., has recently had 
several workmen engaged in draining a swampy 
meadow. 
One of the laborers threw out what 
was at first thought to be a large white gravel 
stone, but which, on being wiped off by one of 
the men, was seen to be an imm ense tooth which 
had evidently belonged to some large animal. 
The tooth was about four inches long and two 
inches across the top, and weighed uearly four 
pounds. The 
men 
were 
about 
to 
resume 
digging. 
when 
Mr. 
Reed 
ordered 
them 
to desist. 
He acquainted Dr. Samuel Lock­ 
wood, 
the 
naturalist, 
resident, 
with 
his 
“And,” and showed him the tooth. 
Dr. Lockwood 
imm ediately declared it to be a molar from the 
mastodon. Mr. Lockwood accompanied Mi. Reed 
to the place where tbe remains were found. 
This 
was evidently tbe site of an ancient beaver dam. 
The laborer had cut through the remains of the 
creature at a point which took away the base of 
the tusks and a portion of the face of the animal. 
Under the direction of Mr. Lockwood the digging 
was resumed. Tire ends of both tusks were ex­ 
posed. 
The left one was uncovered and carefully 
lifted out to the surface of the ground. 
It was 
tour feet four inches iii length; measuring the 
width of the ditch, which was eighteen inches, 
and allowing two feet for insertion in the skull, 
the entire length of the tusk would be seven feet 
ten inches. 


N o S tu n n e r $ • * t h e T a s k F x p o s e d 
to the atmosphere than disintegration began, the 
tusk falling to pieces in transverse sections, each 
section being about one-fourth or an inch in 
diam eter. In the course of half an hour tho dis­ 
integration had proceeded so rapidly that only a 
crumbly mass was left of tho tusk. 
When first 
exhum ed tho tusk had the feeling of a piece of 
fresh cheese newly cut. On account of the greater 
depth of the second tusk portions ot it remained 
uncovered while the laborers were at work at the 
remainder, and by the tim e tho hole was uncov­ 
ered the first part 
had so far 
decomposed 
as 
to 
render it impossible to lift it out. 
fin the second day after tbe discovery the work 
or exhum ing tbe body was begun. 
Operations 
commenced at the head, which was lying within 
two feet of tbe surface. 
When the laborers bad 
cut down to the heart it was found to be so soft 
that the bones were easily cut through with a 
spade. 
It was nearly the color of the black vege­ 
table mold of tbe moadow, and was therefore 
alm ost indistinguishable. 
But a careful Inspec­ 
tion showed that the front part of tbe heart was 
greatly sim ilar to that of the elephant of the 
present day, execpt that the forehead was abnor­ 
mally high. 
By a close investigation or tbe skull 
numerous air cells, some of tnem an inch in 
diameter, were found. The bone of the skull was 
of au 
Immense Thickness, 
but com pletely honeycombed with these air cells. 
These cells bad become filled with the fibrous 
roots of plants, wfiioh extended througfi the entire 
skull. 
Arter digging through the skull and com­ 
ing to the lower part of the bead, three or four 
more teeth similar in shape, size and weight to 
that already described were found. 
The teeth, 
unlike the tusks and bones, were in a remarkably 
good state of preservation. 
The exploration was 
continued until the entire body was laid bare. 
Beneath the body was found a bed of sand, 
upon 
which the animal 
bad 
evidently lain 
down 
to 
die. 
The 
bones 
of 
the 
body, 
though greatly decomposed, were plainly dis­ 
tinguishable and the position of the animal was 
ascertained. It was lying with its head to the 
northeast, and its legs stretched out at length at 
right angles to its body and its head Inclined 
toward its chest. 
About, a year ago the remains 
of a megatherium were found in the mari-plts of 
Marlboro, where those of sinailar sea creatures of 
that period are numerous. 
The discovery of the 
remains of the mastodon is im portant to geologi­ 
cal history, as it has been the general belief 
among geologists that at the tim e the mastodon 
lived the coast of New Jersey was submerged aud 
that it has risen from the waters since that tim e.

W hen a weekly m ail route of 148 miles, 
tim e forty-eight hours, and pay of 8 2 739 an­ 
nually, can be expedited to five trips a week 
with 85 4 6 0 additional pay, and subsequently 
a reduction in tim e to tbirty-nine hours, can 
w arrant an additional increase to the pay of 
8 2 0 ,2 0 4 per year, it has a suspicious look of 
an ulterior object when such a case is passed 
over by the governm ent in its prosecution of 
the Star routers and a weaker case taken ap 
for the attention of the court and jury. 


Copenhagen has ju st adopted a rather curious 
liquor law. 
I t provides th a t the num ber ot 
licenses shall be reduced from 1350 to 3 0 0 ; 
no landlord shall lie under 35 years of age; 
fem ale service, except th at of the hostess, is 
forbidden; drink cannot be served to any per­ 
son under IS years of age, m ale or fem ale, or 
to any one who ,is already drunk; a drunken 
person is to be conveyed to his own dw elling 
in a cab or covered carriage at the expense of 
the landlord in whose house he took bis last 
glass. 


People who like t i m oralize are fond of call­ 
ing these degenerate days. 
B ut D akota is 
finding th at the way of tho trarsgressor is 
bard, inasm uch as ber strongest efforts have 
not yet availed to open the way into the U nion 
for her, because one of her counties repudiated 
its debt some years ago. 
Now it happens that 
other sovereign States, while yet in the T erri­ 
torial chrysalis, saw fit to declare th at they 
would not pay certain bonds which they had 
issued. 
A nd they did not pay them . 
B ut 
when they wished to become Slates their repu­ 
diated debts stood not in their way and hin­ 
dered them not a t all. 
The D akota people 
m ight declare they have a precedent. 


Com m enting on the fact th a t the total ton­ 
nage of vessels lost, under all flags, in 1881, 
was 1 ,2 5 0 ,0 0 0 , or more than the whole steam ­ 
ship tonnage launched in E ngland in 1878, 
1879 and 1880, the P hiladelphia Press says: 
“ In view of these losses it is not surprising 
that the steam tonnage b u ilt in E ngland this 
year is 1 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 tons against 8 0 0 ,0 0 0 tons 
in 1881. 
The production of vessels is now so 
much in excess of the im m ediate dem and that 
vessels driven from the N orth A tlantic trade 
are lowering freight in all parts of the world, 
so th at ships have been taking freight from 
E ngland to India at 82 r et ton, and the opera­ 
tions of the P eninsular and O riental Com pany 
have been seriously crippled." 


The owners and lessees of houses in New 
York who have let the sam e for im m oral pur­ 
poses are greatly excited because twenty of 
their Dumber are soou to he sum m ouedto 
court, the grand jury having found bills of in­ 
dictm ent against them for keeping or letting 
disorderly houses. 
The residents of the neigh­ 
borhoods in which the houses are located have 
presented com plaints w ith specific charges. 
Now we shall see whether the public sentim ent 
has been worked up to th at degree necessary to 
suppress the social evil. 
It it has New York 
will gain thereby; if it has not, the trial of the

be organized in all large cities. 


The causes which have led to the present 
disturbances in E gypt are adm irably staled by 
a contributor to the Brooklyn Eagle, who re­ 
sided for several years am ong the natives 
there. 
Ile concedes that, unscrupulous as 
Ism ail P asha bas beeD, he has pushed E gypt 
further on the path of progress than any other 
Moslem laud. 
F or some tim e, how ever, Euro­ 
peans have been reaping the harvests of the 
labors of the natives. 
Ism ail asked his foreign 
creditors, whom be could not pay for pecuniary 
loans, to supply him with three e x p e rt to ad­ 
m inister bi* finances, but Europe forced on 
him a host of controllers, commissioners and 
office-seekers, who superseded the 
old and

and 
Copt 
clerks, 
and 
have 
since 
treated 
them 
aud 
the 
other native# 
rudely. 
The natural result 
was that the people rebelled, formed a party 
first known as the “Young E gyptian Party,” 
but recently called the N ational party. 
Their 
m otto is: “ E gypt for the E gyptians.” 
A rabi 
Pasha, who is the head of this party, has se­ 
cured the confidence of the arm y, and the peo­ 
ple call for the deposition of the K hedive be­ 
cause be yields to the French aud E nglish 
governm ents. 
T he w riter asserts that “no 
..greater mistake can be made (ban tv accept 


the assertion th a t the m ovem ent is confined to 
the cities of Cairo and A lexandria. 
A ll the 
leading men in the villages, the sheiks, the 
mudirs—in fact, all the people who influence 
the masses — are warm 
supporters of the 
National party.” 


G L A D S T O N E 'S H U M U A A TSO N . 


There are few m eaner incidents to be re­ 
corded in tho history of politics than the 
appeal of the Liberal party for help to the 
Irish members on F riday night. 
The govern­ 
m ent was in sore distress. 
Gladstone had de­ 
clared that he would resign unless an am end­ 
m ent to the prevention of crime bill, which 
M r. Trevelyan had offered a t the opening of 
the sitting, was passed bv the House. 
H e 
m ade it not only a cabinet b u t a personal ques­ 
tion. 
The Tories had sa t in their seats for 
weeks watching th at hypocritical and vacillat­ 
ing old man m aking a record for brutality 
far blacker than any that could be charged to 
their own party. They had seen him carry out 
the m ost contem ptible conspiracy ever con­ 
cocted in Parliam ent, which culm inated in the 
expulsion of the Irish representatives, and 
after be had com pleted the dirty work which 
they wanted done, they turned around and 
slapped him in the face. 
H e saw th at they 
were determ ined to take him at bis word; that 
they were prepared to stand a dissolution, and 
he weakened. 
He w ent on his knees to the 
Irish members, whom be had only a week pre­ 
viously ignom iniously driven from their seats, 
and begged of them to save bis governm ent 
A nd, to their credit be it said, they indig­ 
nan tly spurned the request and left bim to his 
fate. 
The governm ent was beaten by a vote of 
207 to 194. 
F ourteen votes would have 
given them a m ajority. 
These the Irish mem­ 
bers could have cast. 
B ut they preferred to 
sit calm ly in the gallery set apart for distin­ 
guished strangers and watch the fight on the 
floor. 
For once they held the balance of 
power between the two parties, and that power 
they exercised w ith discretion. 
I t was for 
them the one bright spot in a dull and dis­ 
heartening parliam entary session. 
They saw 
at their feet the m an who had th ru st their 
leaders into jail and who had heaped calum ny 
on 
their 
heads, 
and 
they 
allowed 
him 
to rem ain there. 
They refused to lift him up; 
they left him to be dealt w ith as he deserved 
by his allies in the debate on the coercion bill. 
They 
taught 
him 
a 
salutary 
lesson 
in 
politics—they showed 
him his own 
weak­ 
ness 
and 
helplessness 
when by 
a brutal 
and 
vindictive 
course 
he 
alienated 
bis 
natural supporters 
and 
sought 
assistance 
am ong his traditional enem ies. 
They made 
bim understand that even an E nglish politi­ 
cian can gain nothing by breaking his prom ­ 
ises and playing fast and loose w ith all par­ 
ties, and that a m an to be succesful as a leader 
m ust have a policy and a settled plan of action 
and stick to both. 
Mr. G ladstone has failed to put his threat 
into execution. 
H e bas not resigned. 
Once 
before, in the B rodlaugh controversy.be raised 
a cabinet issue and was beaten on it. 
Instead 
of resigning then he fortified him self behind 
a m ere political technicality. Nobody believed 
he would leave the cabinet or dissolve P arlia­ 
m ent if he were defeated, when he m ade his 
F riday night speech. 
H o has raised the cry 
of “ w o lf” too often already; he has lied and 
wobbled too m uch to excite any apprehensions 
of a crisis. 
H e will never resign until he is 
absolutely compelled to do so—until he is 
kicked out. 
I t is hi* last chance at the pre­ 
m iership, 
and 
he 
will 
not 
give 
it up 
as long as he can keep his grip on it. 
Any 
m an of spirit would have throw n up his port­ 
folio after the disaster of F riday night. 
H is 
own party voted against him. 
The vote was a 
vote ot w ant of confidence, and be should 
have accepted it as such. 
E very pressure th a t 
could be brought to bear on the individual 
m em bers of his heterogeneous following was 
exercised; the city was scoured and no absen­ 
tee was neglected, but w ith all the pressure 
and all the coaxing the governm ent was igno­ 
miniously beaten on a fairly stated and clearly 
understood cabinet question. 
The G ladstone m inistry is on its last legs. 
I t was a queer com binatiou at best. 
I t had no 
cohesive elem ent. 
I t was m ade up of the rep­ 
resentatives of the great disaffected. 
I t was 
an aggregation of A dullam ites, whose only 
bond of union was opposition to the Tories. It 
bas come near the end of its rope, and it will 
disappear from public life with the respect of 
no section of the E nglish people and w ith the 
contem pt of all honest men. 
Its chief char­ 
acteristics have been hypocrisy, m eanness, 
deceit, conspiracy and cowardice. 
A nd the 
em bodim ent of all these qualities, in their 
highest developm ent, is W illiam E. G ladstone.

A s an A m erican there is nothing 
of which Boston is proud th at does not appeal 
to his own feelings of love an a veneration for 
a common country. 
B unker H ill, D orchester 
H eights aud Boston Common belong not alone 
to Boston, but to Am erica. 
Plym outh Rock 
m arks an era in the settlem ent of the new 
world which is a p a rt of the fam ily history of 
a people aud not of a State ; while L exington’s 
Holy ground is part heritage of all who live in 
obedience to the constitution which was writ­ 
ten with Its blood. 
Boston is justly proud of ber historic record, 
of her present status am ong the cities of the 
world, and bas good cause to hope for a still 
higher degree of greatness and im portance in 
the future of the country. 
The visitor notes 
with agreeable emotions ibe grandeur of her 
public buildings, tho varied skill displayed in 
architecture, 
the diversified beauty of her 
natural accom panim ents and the prodigality 
with which she Las successfully contributed 
to the comforts aud enjoym ents of her citizens. 
T hat the. object aimed at in public education, 
and designated by the num erous ornate school 
buildings scattered throughout the city, is fully 
attained, he has am ple proof in the general 
intelligence which be m eets everywhere, aud 
the characteristic urbanity which education 
and social r. iinem ent alone can give, 
lie 
shares with the native resident the pride in 
Faneuil H all, in the Old South C hurch, iu 
Boston Common, the P ublic G arden, and 
the numerous parks and little plots of green 
with which the city and its suburbs are dotted.

or beneath tho dark foliage of the spreading 
elm s. 
H ere he feels th at iu the h eart of the 
city, as in the hearts of its people, there is an 
ever green spot of cheer, which be may share 
w ith those whose good fortune it is to possess 
a native rig h t to the enjoym ent thereof. 
As 
day follows day his allegiance appears to grow 
insensibly more and more binding until he 
comes to think he bas lived here all his life, 
aud posseses the same rig h t to criticise th a t he 
has to adm ire. 
I t would he paradise indeed to him who 
lacked nothing to make him suprem ely happy, 
and it can be paradise only w here nothing is 
w anting to bring that happiness to all. 
Self­ 
gratification is not true happiness. 
W ealth, 
luxurious living, the satisfying of all creature 
desires m ay briDg a pleasurable feeling of con­

H e sees an idleness w hich, while 
it may not be born of laziness, m ust become 
irksom e to the participants. 
B ut when he ap­ 
proaches an officer and asks perm ission for 
those sam e boys and girls to play an innocent 
gam e of croquet upon the grass plots he is 
politely directed to the aforesaid notices to 
"keep off the grass.” 
In other parks of the . 
city he m eets the same rebuff. 
To him it 
seems inconsistent; 
and w hen he reflects 
that in other cities he has enjoyed the sight of 
scores of croquet parties on the green sward 
of th eir public parks he cannot but feel that 
one of B ostou's grandest opportunities for real 
enjoym ent is the granting of the privilege to 
play croquet on the Common and on other 
public 
grounds 
where 
grass 
plots 
are 
of 
sufficient size. 
I t cannot but occur 
to 
the 
stranger, 
as 
be 
takes 
bis 
stroll 
along the w inding pathw ays of the Com m on 
and sees the boys at play with hat and ball, 
the bicycle rider gliding noiselessly along the 
m all, the sm all boy with his toy boat on the 
pond, or, w ith trouser* rolled to hip, w ading 
in its w aters, th at Boston’s authorities have 
forgotten th a t there are girls am ong the resi­ 
dents, and th a t girls become women who are 
m others of the coming generations. 
A part 
from the pleasures which is thus denied those 
who live in restricted quarters, it occurs to him 
that the vigor of manhood would he enhanced 
by additional vigor in wom an; th at health 
and physical developm ent go hand in hand, 
aud th at the latter is best attained by judi­ 
cious out-door exercise, and w ith the thoughts 
comes the wish that Boston m ay not long re­ 
m ain behind her sister cities in recognizing 
the rights of women and girls to equal priv­ 
ileges for exercise upon her public grounds.

The Liberal party may expect bu t little 
sym pathy In this country in tho enforcem ent 
of its new coercion bill. 
The hill itself is a 
very objectionable m easure, and the extrem e 
harsh Des* of its principal features is not gen­ 
erally regarded as w arranted by the condition 
of affairs in Ireland. 
The suspension of trial 
by jury is a proceeding of doubtful expedi­ 
ency a t any tim e under 
a constitutional 
form 
of governm ent. 
The Irish case 
is

A tlantic, 
and 
it 
is 
difficult 
to 
m ake 
intelligent 
people 
believe th at the 
Phoenix Park m urders constituted a sufficient 
excuse for the wholesale proscription of a peo­ 
ple, especially as th a t people had successfully 
purged them selves of even the slightest com­ 
plicity with the assassination of Cavendish and 
Burke. 
E qually objectionable to a liberty- 
loving people is the clause conferring the right 
of arbitrary search ou petty constables and 
secret service police. 
These m en are em ­ 
powered, under the new act, to euter any 
house in a proscribed district at any tim e iD 
the 
day 
or 
n ig h t 
to 
search for arm s. 
Only those 
who 
know 
from 
their 
own 
experience or observation the insolence and 
airogance of British officials in Ireland, can 
understand the am ount of personal incon­ 
venience and abuse to which law -abiding citi­ 
zens may be subjected, 
through 
spite or 
jealousy, under this provision. 
The m anner iu which the bill finally w ent 
through the com m ittee stage will also con­ 
dem n it in this country. 
There was not the 
slightest excuse for 
the expulsion of the 
Irish 
members 
on 
Saturday. 
Some 
of 
those who 
were “ nam ed” for 
obstruction 
during the "night had been asleep, and had 
just reached the H ouse of Com m ons only to 
learn th at they had been selected for suspen­ 
sion. 
Others had sat through the debates, but 
had never opened their m ouths. 
The plan was 
to clear the H ouse of Irish m em bers, and then 
pass the bill. 
T his was carried out to the 
letter, even at the expense of common decency 
aud political fairness. 
N either the bill, there­ 
fore, nor the m ethods em ployed to pass it, w ill 
eutitle the E nglish governm ent to any favor­ 
able opinion in A m erica, nor to any sym pathy, 
should agrarian crim es increase under its 
operations, as they undoubtedly will. 
The leading Irish-A m erican papers point 
out forcibly and clearly the inevitable results 
of the uew coercion hill. 
The R epublic says: 
“ W e are tired of preaching the doctrine of 
passive resistance,” aud goes on to show th at 
G ladstone’s crim es bill m ust provoke the peo­ 
ple to acts of violence.

The gov­ 
ernm ent blames the people; but th at fact does 
not palliate the weakness of the governm ent. 
And this weakness is purely personal. 
A n 
arm y in the field and constantly surprised, 
baffled, routed, may have excuses; still it bas 
failed, and it will continue to fail, though it 
he authorized to shoot the enemy on the spot. 
W hat, then, m ight be the gain when the re­ 
gression bill becomes a law for thirty-six 
m onths?” 
There can be no possible doubt of the failure 
of the coercion a c t 
No such m easure ever 
succeded. 
The people are against it; they will 
oppose its

m eans to defeat its purposes, and we will have 
the aw ful spectacle of a whole people banded 
together to render nugatory the provisions of 
a statute law which should have the moral 
support of the land in order to be potent or 
effective.

H U B I I E L L . 


“ W ho is this H ubbell?” is a question asked 
very often of late by governm ent employes, 
referring, of course, to the cham pion political 
assessor of the age, Ja y A bel H ubbell. 
Tile 
New York H erald, with com m endable enter­ 
prise, has been looking up the biography of 
this political trickster, and its “ find” is just 
w hat m ight have been expected. 
I t transpires 
that one of the contributors to the biography 
of the H uhhells was Rev. W illiam A rthur, 
M. A ,, father of President A rthur. 
Ja y will 
be 53 rears old. Septem ber lo . 
Concerning 
his fam ily tree the H erald says: 
"T he fam ily 
is of Bedouin extraction, aud its original title 
was H uhba, as appears by researches of Mr. 
H ornm zd 
Rassam , 
in the T igro-E nphrates 
valley. 
From th at region, in some" unex­ 
plained m anner, the H ubbells skipped to D en­ 
m ark, and 
from D enm ark 
they w ent to 
E ngland 
o d a freebooting expedition. 
The 
habit, it will be 
perceived, is hereditary. 
“ H ubba, the D ane,” says the record, “and 
his 
band 
of 
barbarians, 
landed 
upon 
the shores of B ritain about 867. 
They took 
St. E dm und, the king, prisoner, b at offered 
him his life and kingdom if he would forsake 
C hristianity and reign under them . 
W hen he 
refused they tied him to a tree and shot at him 
w ith arrows, and at last cut off his head.” 
This is pretty m uch the same kind of treat­ 
m ent which H ubha’s representative in this 
generation proposes for officeholders who do 
not pay up the assessm ents. R ichard H ubbell, 
a descendant of this m urderous pagan, em i­ 
grated from E ng lan d to C onnecticut about 
1647, and from him the present Ja y A bel 
H ubbell is derived, the fam ily 
m igrating 
through P utnam county, N. Y., to M ichigan, 
where he was born." 
J a y was educated as a law yer, but retired 
from th a t profession in 1871, having m ade a 
fortune in m ining speculations. 
H e w ent to 
Congress in 1873, aud has been there since. 
H is achievem ents as a congressm an or spoils­ 
m an consist of helping Robeson out of his 
naval scrapes, aiding M ichigan to get “ unex­ 
pected 
appropriations" 
for 
ber 
rivers 
and 
harbors 
and 
m anaging 
the 
political 
assessm ents in 1880, when be said of the 
D em ocratic candidate: 
“ The U nion soldier 
H ancock is but the m ask which hides the trail 
of the rebel serpent. 
The hand is the band of 
E sau, b u t the voice is the voice of Jacob. 
H ancock chants the sw eet m usic of the U nion, 
hut through it all, louder and shriller, is heard 
the old rebel yell!” 
The “ bosses” of the Re­ 
publican party are, no doubt, proud of this 
unclean benchm an, b u t the rank and file, we 
believe, despise him . 


F I G H T I N G B R I T I S H G R E E D . 


W hen E ngland gets a firm grip on a country 
she never lets go u n til she either reduces the 
people to absolute slavery or her hold is 
broken by force. 
W herever she secures a foot- 
ing there her traders and m oney-lenders flock, 
appropriate the best things to be found and 
gradually work their way into the resources 
of the country, until they own the land in ab­ 
solute possession or by the agency of mort­ 
gages. 
B ritish arm ies and fleets next come 
in to protect B ritish interests, and finally 
the national spirit of the people is crushed 
out, and w hat was once a free and independ­ 
ent state is reduced to a condition of slavery 
aud serfdom . 
The history of E n g la n d ’s conquests in every 
co n tin en t is the same. 
The results are the 
sam e. 
In Europe, A sia, A frica, A m erica and 
Oceanica, we find her claws firm ly set in the 
soil, and her system of governm ent identical. 
Coercion is the rule, brute force the m eans, and 
burdensom e taxation and iniquitous laws the 
outcome of her dom ination over all her foreign 
possessions. 
No dependency of G reat B ritain 
was ever contented under her system of gov­ 
ernm ent. 
There was alw ays the spirit of 
revolt, 
and

The 
A m erican colonies rebelled and gaiued their 
freedom. A fghanistan, which is inhabited by a 
sem i-barbarous people, rejects E ngland’s sway 
and seizes every opportunity to shake off the 
yoke. 
The Boers have forced her to concede 
autonom y; even the Z ulus have repeatedly 
made bold to strik e for freedom. 
Ireland bas 
chafed under the chain for seven centuries, 
and will never he contented or happy until she 
bas severed the unnatural connection. 
. 
A nd now comes E gypt w ith a vigorous pro­ 
test against B ritish rule and B ritish domina­ 
tion over her territory and her m aterial inter­ 
ests. 
The 
fair N ile land 
has gradually 
dropped into the hands of E ngland just as the 
young sueudthrift tum bles tuto the toils of 
the m oney-lender. 
She owes the London Shy­ 
locks a large am ount of money, and the E ng­ 
lish corm orants have taken advantage of her 
em barrassing position to swoop down on her 
rich lands, to fasten them selves and their rela­ 
tives on her civil service, and to carry away 
annually, in the sbaDO of interest, salaries, 
perquisites and the products of the country, as 
much money as the revenues can yield. 
She 
has been slowly sinking into the condition of a 
dependency of the B ritish crown. 
The N ationalists 
have been chafing for 
years under this debasing situation. 
They 
have seen, as the Irish have seen, the first 
fruits of the People’s toil and industry carried 
off by the foreigner. 
They have seen, as the 
Irish have seen, the sp irit of the people grow­ 
ing w eaker and more subservient as their 
burdens increased. 
They have seen, as the 
Irish have seen, th at the longer this state of 
things lasted, the deeper they sank in the mire 
of dependency and debasem ent. 
A nd they at 
last determ ined to rid them selves of the yoke, 
to m ake a bold strike for freedom and E gyptian 
nationality, and their instincts led them to 
heed the call and enroll them selves under the 
standard of A rabi Bey. A nd every people who 
are struggling for freedom front foreign rule, 
every people who by their blood and bravery 
have shaken off the yoke of the stranger, m ust

E ngland bas no more rig h t to dictate to 
E gypt how ber inter aal affairs shall be m an­ 


aged than she has to dictate to the U nited 
States. 
The only reasons for ber dom ineering 
attitude are th a t E gypt owes some money to 
ber bankers aod speculators, aud th at E gypt 
is regarded as a debt-ridden, weak m ilitary 
power. 
A rabi says bis people propose to 
liquidate all their obligations and chat they 
eau do this by being left alone to develop 
their own resources. 
If E ngland persists in 
robbing them yearly of the products of their 
labor, they cannot pay aud they propose to 
chauge the condition of affairs. 
They have 
served notice on the leeches who have been 
sucking their very life-blood, th at they m ust 
leave, and a few of the m ost persistent and 
arrogant were sacrificed to popular indignation 
and to th e national spirit of liberty. 
The 
E gyptians have begun well. 
W e hope they 
will continue the good work until the last 
vestige of foreign rule is wiped out.

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ONE HUNDRED LIVES LOST. 


Two Excursion Steamers Col­ 
lide on the Ohio. 


A Full and Graphic Account of 
the Terrible Disaster. 


A P a r tia l L ist o f th e U n fo r tu n a te s 
—T he C ause o f th e C o llisio n . 


■W heeling, W. Va., Ju ly 4.—The 
steam ers 
Lom as and Seioto collided a t M ingo Ju n ctio n , 
and it is rum ored te a t over a hundred passen­ 
gers are lost. 
The Lomas had two singing; socie­ 
ties trom M artin’s Ferry, com posed of the best 
people of th a t place. 
The accident occurred a t about 8.30 o’clock. 
The Scioto, a side-wheel steam er, ru n n in g be­ 
tw een W heeling and M ata m o ras had been on an 
excursion to M oundsville en d er the auspices of 
th e W ellsville C ornet band. She bad left E ast 
Liverpool about 7 o’clock a. rn., tak in g 200 
passengers aboard there. 
A t W ellsville above 
300 or 400 mure got aboard w ith a band, load­ 
ing the boat to the guards w ith a m ass of men, 
wnmeu and children. 
The steam er landed a t 
Steubenville betw een 9 and IO o’clock and refused 
to take any passengers, although several men and 
boys m anaged to clam ber over the guards. 
She 
w ent on to M oundsville, and retu rn in g in the 
evening bad reached a p o in t ju st above Cross 
creek on the W est V irginia side of the riv er w l^n 
•he m et the Jo h n 
Lom as com ing dow n in the 
m iddle 
of 
th e 
river. 
The 
la tte r 
is 
a

boat 
w hich 
plies 
be­

W heeling and 
M artin’s 
F erry, 
and 
had been to 
Steubenville. 
Ohio, 
w ith 
an 
excursion p arty of about 200 people from th e 
la tte r place. 
It was about 8.30 o’clock Wi en she 
cam e In sight of the Scioto. 
The clouds had 
m ostly blown away, and it was qu ite lig h t on tile 
river. The Lom as appears to have signalled ttrst, 
according to regulations, w ith one blast, to pass 
on the 
left. 
In 
a few 
m inutes 
the Scioto 
responded w ith tw o blasts, and m ade fo r the 
m iddle of the river. The Lom as then gave tw o 
w histles, b u t the boats k ep t com ing closer and 
closer together. 
O rders w ere given to back the 
engines, b u t it was too late to do any good. 
The 
boats cam e together w ith a trem endous crash, the 
Lom as strik in g the Scioto on th e larboard hand 
side ju s t above the ash-box, tearing into ber 
guards and m axing a large bole in ber bull, 
th ro u g h w hich she began tak in g w ater a t a rapid 
rato. As may be im agined, the confusion on board 
wsA terrible. The num ber of women and children 
was especially large, and as the boat began to 
settle a t 
once, 
the scene was heartrending, 
parents 
looking 
for 
th eir 
children, 
hus­ 
bands for th eir wives and wives 
for th eir 
husbands, w hile prayers and cries filled the air. 
The officers, lie it said, to their credit, tried to 
keep the people cool, w ith the usual result in 
such cases, tbAt nobody paid m uch a tten tio n to 
them . 
The boat i>ecan going down a t once, aud 
iii three m inutes there w ere five feet of w ater In 
th e 
cabin 
and 
th ree on 
tho 
lower deck. 
A t least fifty of th e passengers im m ediately 
jum ped into the river, and th e ir exam ple was 
contagious. 
Many followed them a t once like a 
flock of sheep, w hile others, m ore cool, m ade th eir 
way to the hurricane dock, w here th ere was safety 
as long as it would bold up under the w eight. 
There were a dozen or fifteen men laying d runk 
on th e low er deck, and all 
w ere doubtless 
b u rn e d 
into 
etern ity 
w ithout 
w arning. 
The riv er seem ed black w ith hum an beings and 
debris of all kinds. I t will be days, a t least, be­ 
fore the full e x te n t of the disaster is known. 
T here w ere th ree boats on to e Scioto, and they 
w ere a t once lowered. 
In th e excitem ent the 
first was overcrow ded and sw am ped, 
bu t it 
is 
believed th a t 
dodo of th e iu m ates were 
lost. 
The two other boats were m anaged differ­ 
ently, and aid good work In rescuing passengers. 
The Lom as was no t m uch dam aged by the ac­ 
cident, and a fter landing 
her crowd on the 
W est V irginia shore she 
returned to 
help 
those on th e hurricane dec* of the Scioto. 
I t required the g reatest care lo doing th is w ork, 
first, to avoid tu rn in g over th e Scioto, and sec­ 
ond, to avoid a rush from tile Scioto to th e Lom as, 
w hich m ight have been fatal. 
F our trip s were 
m ade, and those on the b oat w ere finally landed 
safely on th e Ohio shore.

m mmI at the Wreeh—ThrllHag Experi­ 
ences of the .Passengers on the Ill-Fated 
Steamer-—The Engineer’s Story. 
Mingo J u» otkxk,0 ., Ju ly 6 .—W hen H e ft W heel­ 
in g th is m orning tn e general belief was th a t the 
m agnitude of th e disaster, w hich took place here 
la st n ig h t, ba,: been greatly exaggerated, b a t I 
have changed my opinion. 
I have no w ords in 
w hich to describe th e h o rro rs of th e scenes w hich 
I have since w itnessed, and w hile it is im possible 
a t th is w ritin g to tell th e ex act num ber of 
lives lost, it 
can be 
safely 
asserted 
th a t 
th e num ber will be largely in excess of th a t antic­ 
ipated, and may leach IOO. 
W hen I arrived at 
M ingo Ju n ctio n , which is a sm all scattered vil­ 
lage of only a few hundred inhab itan ts, I found 
th e depot snrronnded by an im m ense crow d of 
people, some or whom bad com e to look for miss­ 
ing friends and others sim ply a ttra c ted by the 
fascination w hich scenes of horror have for all. 
As th e train stopped, one dead 
body, 
th a t 
o f C. E. Striger 
of 
H anim ondsville, 
w hich 
bad ju st been recovered, was lifted in to the bag­ 
gage car, and th e whole oar surged and sh itted to 
g et a glim pse of th e ghastly rem ains. AU was 
confusion; nobody seem ed to have any an tb o rity ; 
th ere was no recognized leader, and the large 
crow d, w hich could have 
been 
em ployed in 
rescuing 
the 
victim s 
from 
th e ir 
graves, 
stood 
around and talked of 
horrors which 
none bu t those who bad passed through them 
could appreciate. 
From the statio n down to the 
river, a distance of abont half a mile, the route 
was lined w ith people, some re tu rn in g and others 
going to th e soene of the disaster. On the way, a 
couple of hundred yards from the river, is a farm 
house, In the yard of which, laid ou t on benches, 
w ith faces uncovered and eyes starin g Blindly and 
stonily into the sun, lay the bodies of six more 
victim s. 
No 
one 
at th is tim e 
seem ed to 
recognize the u nfortunates, and they lay for 
hours while the crow ds of th e curious flocked 
around and gratified th e ir passion for the hor­ 
rible by gazing upon the drenched and lifeless 
form s. 
Shortly after I arrived, th e coroner, Mr. 
S hannon, who, w ith bis assistan ts, bad been at 
th e river bank, cam e to the farm -house, and be­ 
hind him was borne in the rflde, bu t kindly bands 
of his assistants, th e body of a young girl. 
E vidently she bad been both young and beautiful, 
an d ber attire now sadly disarranged aud her 
blonde tresses dishevelled showed th a t she had 
been gently reared and tenderly cared for. B ut 
now the blue eyes w ere wide open, th e lips parted, 
the face ghastly and distorted and ber whole ap­ 
pearance such as to cause th e beholder to tu rn 
aw ay w ith a shudder. T heta was do m ark of vio­ 
lence visible. 
She was only drow ned. 
From the 
bouse down to th e river the way lies through a 
dense grow th of tim ber for some distance. 
On 
reaching the bank 
T h o S c e n e o f th e T r a g e d y 
a t once b u rst in to view. 
The w recked steam er 
lay about IOO yards from th e sbore w ith head up 
stream and pointing tow ard th e Ohio, tow ard 
w hich she was m oving w hen struck. 
The w ater 
was sw eeping 
over ber low er decks, and had 
been three feet deep in the cabin. The shore was 
lined w ith people and the river dotted w ith boats 
going to and from the wreok, while others were 
engaged hi grappling for th e dead. 
In th e cabin 
the scene was pitifu l in th e extrem e. 
On every 
side, scattered je s t as they were left, w ere girls’ 
bats, bonnets and trin k ets, ju s t w here th eir own­ 
ers bad Sang them in the first agonizing mo­ 
m ents. C hairs w ere broken, tables upset, doors

“ She

four feet, and causing th e utm ost consternation. 
W omen and children were shrieking out in th eir 
terro r, while men w ere bu rstin g open doors and 
wiudows in tbe attem p t to find a way of safety 
from tbe w helm ing flood. The upper wiudows w ete 
broken out, and those on the hurricane deck pulled 
th e ir fo rtu n ate neighbors through the v acant 
spaces. 
In tbe m id st of all this confusion tbe 
cry “ F ire” was heard from some one on the 
lower deck. 
In a m om ent all sem blance of order 
was lost aud tb e crow ds on the hurricane deck, 
who were then in absolute safety, jum ped into 
th e river in a vain a tte m p t to save them selves. 
B at for th is it is altogether probable th a t bu t little 
if any loss of life would bave occurred. A fisherm an 
nam ed Brown, who is m ade of tbe stuff th a t 
heroes are, was riding on tb e rollers in tbe rear 
cf the Scioto when she was struck. 
As she sank 
be ran his skiff to ber side and grasped by the 
balr a woman who was sinking. 
He succeeded in 
dragging ber into the skiff, together w ith her 
child, 
which 
was 
clasped 
tig h tly in 
ber 
arm s, 
and 
then 
pulled 
ashore. 
He 
never 
stopped 
to 
inquire 
her 
nam e, 
b u t pulled back and helped to save others. 
In­ 
deed tne boatm en deserve tbe thanks of all for 
tb e nerve and bravery they m anifested. 
Some of 
them saved as m any as five or six people, and 
none of them received anything for th eir services. 
W hen tbe boats stru ck Charles Jessup was sittin g 
w ith a lady frien d on tbe upper deck, leaning 
over tbe railing. The m om ent the shout th a t the 
boat was sinking was heard, th e lady 
Jum ped to H er F eet and Sprang Overboard. 
W ithout a second's h esitation young Jessup fol­ 
lowed, not even w aiting to divest him self of coat 
or borts, sud as tbe lady rose to tbe surface he 
caught her. 
A fter a terrific struggle, during 
which he swam over half a mile, he succeeded in 
landing h er safely on tbe shore. Mr. Prosser, 
who lives in W est V irginia, opposite W ellsville, 
■pent tbe afternoon looking for some sign of hts 
son and Daniel M alone, both of whom were on 
the ill-fated boat. 
Late in the evening he found 
bis son’s um brella in one of the state-room s, but 
so far has discovered no other trace of tbe m issing 
I -y. No one was m ore fran tic than C aptain 
^ s m b m ox the Scioto, whoso intl© son was lost, 


and du rin g the whole afternoon it was necessary 
to have him guarded in order to prevent him from 
throw ing him self into Hie river.

L ast n ig h t it was rum ored th a t 
tne casli box had been stolen, bu t th is afternoon 
Mr. N udland, tbe m anager of the excursion, 
stated th a t when the boat was sinking he seized 
tbe box, sprang overboard and swam to shore, 
when he threw it in a barrel of w ater th a t wa* 
standing there and found it today unharm ed. 
W ilson H ubbard, first engineer of tbe Scioto, 
was at to e 
boat and readily gave his vers 
ion of tbe 
accident. 
He said th a t lie was 
a t bis post when the Lom as first sounded ber 
w histle, aud answ ered it prom ptly. 
He insists 
th a t lie was backing bls engine when the Lomas 
stru ck th e boat, th a t he had seen it was im­ 
possible to pass and was tak in g tilts means to 
ward off the danger, but th a t froin4 bad steering 
or some other causes th e Lomas cam e down head 
on and struck tho Scioto on the bow ,crushing in the 
side as if it was paper. W hen tbe boat san k ,which 
was w ithin three-q u arters of a m inute after she 
was struck, he jum ped into a boat, bu t it was so 
overloaded th a t it was swam ped, and all were 
throw n in to the w ater. Ile was afterw ards picked 
up and landed w ithout fu rth er dam age. Tho gen­ 
eral d rift of all 
T he T estim ony O btainable H ere 
was th a t the Lomas was to blam e for the col­ 
lision, b u t a t tho sam e tim e it is undoubtedly true 
th a t tb e Scioto was overloaded. 
Many persons 
who bad been on tb e boat Inform ed me th a t it 
frequently dipped w ater, and th ai th e officers were 
continually m oving the passengers about in order 
to keep the boat balanced. 
As near an can be 
ascertained, there w ere nearly, if not fully, ROO 
people on board, and even the lower dec,; was 
crow ded, so th a t when tbe waves sw ept over it 
m any were washed in to the river and sank at 
once.

H is Story of the CoSIUton—T he Lomas R e­ 
sponsible In N ot Obeying the Signals e f 
tbe Desoto. 
P ittsb u r g, Ju ly 5.—The pilot of th e Scioto was 
a m an nam ed K eller. 
I t is said th a t be bad beeu 
off tb e riv er for som e years, and was keeping a 
saloon In W heeling. His account of tb e disaster is 
rn effect ss follow s: Tbe collision occurred ju st at 
the foot of M ingo island. 
The n ig h t was no t ex­ 
actly a m oonligbt n ig h t, as tb e sky was partially 
clouded. 
W hen we first sighted tbe Lomas she 
was passing the island, w hile I was hugging the 
Ohio side of the river a t tbe point and had 
C lint Thom as w ith me a t tb e wheel. 
Being the 
descending boat, the Lom as baa the first w histle, 
w hich she should have given when d ista n t 800 
yards. 
This she did not do, and I rem arked to 
C lint th a t I w ondered if she ever was going to 
signal. 
J u s t as I said th is the Lom as blew 
one w histle, signifying 
th a t she w anted tbe 
Ohio 
shore. 
A i th a t 
tim e we were about 
400 or 500 yards a p art and I did not th in k I 
could m ake tbe V irginia sbore in tim e.

answ ered w ith two w histles and the Lomas re­ 
sponded 
w ith 
tw o. 
W'hen 
I 
blew 
tw o 
w histles 
I 
signalled 
below 
for 
the 
engineer to reverse 
bls engine, w hich was 
im m ediately done. The Lomas, in stead of bear­ 
ing tiff to the V irginia sbore, curved in tow ard 
tbe Ohio shore, and stru ck the Scioto about ten 
feet from the stern. 
We wore then about 250 
feet trom the shore, and slightly quartering w ith 
both wheels backing. Our boat com m enced sinking 
im m ediately, and in two or th ree m inutes it 
settled to a depth of tw o or three feet. The Lom as 
landed her passengers as quickly ae possible and 
cam e to our rescue.

On Thursdav night, a t sh o u t IO o’clock, says a 
despatch from R utland, Vt., to the New York 
Sun, from fifteen to tw enty men surrounded the 
house of Tim othy Conkley, a well-to-do Irish 
farm er in the town of Shrew sbury, a m ountain 
tow n a dozen miles east of R utland. 
The leaders 
of the party called a t the door and explained th a t 
they w anted ra n i Ellis, whose reputation was not 
th e best, and whom they charged w ith attem pted 
crim inal assault on the tourteen-year-old daugh­ 
te r of 
Charles Gleason. 
Ellis 
expected to 
begin 
w orking 
for 
Mr. 
Coakley 
the 
next 
day, 
and 
hail 
ju st 
arrived 
there. 
In 
opjiosltion to the wish of Coakley, b u t on the as­ 
surance of one of the leaders, who Is a ju stice of 
tbe peace, a num ber of men crowded into the 
bouse aud tied a rope around Ellis’ w aist. 
Tlio 
entire mob grasped th e rope, which was over 
th irty feet long, and dragged the man out of the 
house and down the road to a spot over half a 
m ile from the bouse. 
H ere a halt was ordered, 
and the victim was told to "prepare for death. 
The rope was shifted from the m an’s w aist to his 
neck, and the other end throw n over the lim b of a 
tree. 
W hether Ellis was 
actually banged, or 
w hether he was so frightened, th a t he thought he 
was, is hard to determ ine a t present. 
He sacs 
th a t he was pulled up a num ber of time* and 
threatened w ith death unless lie acknow ledged 
the attem p ted assault. 
Tho lynchers, who 
T a lk F re e ly o f T h e ir E x t o l l , 
and seem proud of it, said they only threatened. 
A t any rate, Ellis acknow ledged nothing, made 
w hat he th o u g h t was his dying prayers, and ad­ 
m itted a num ber of petty thefts, all the while 
begging m ost piteously for his life. 
At length ho 
wa# treated to a coat of ta r aud feathers, and, 
m ore dead than 
alive, 
turned 
loose in 
the 
woods. 
Among the 
party of lynchers, 
be­ 
sides 
th e 
justice 
of 
th e 
peace, 
were 
a 
num ber 
of 
weaiti y and influential farm ers; 
lit fact, every farm er of w ealth w ithin a ra ­ 
dius of m any miles being am ong them , and the 
fa th e r of the girl, C harles Gleason. 
Investiga­ 
tion, in w hich every prom inent actor was in ter­ 
viewed, including the victim of the lvnchors, 
m akes the attem pted assault som ew hat ques­ 
tionable. 
Gleason, 
the 
fa th e r 
of 
the 
girl, 
is a very poor lardier, owning a m ountain 
farm 
m ortgaged for more than It is w orth, 
on 
which a precarious 
living only can 
be 
made. 
A tum oie-dow n rookery of a house shel­ 
ters the father, two girls, and two boys. 
T ho 
m other is rallying from a recent confinem ent 
a t her b ro th er’s, in Boston, for they are too poor 
a t hom e to furnish proper looq and treatm en t. 
F orty rods from the bouse is the d istrict school, 
w ith tw enty or more pupils, anil windows and 
doors wide open. The alleged attem p t occurred 
on Ju n e IO. 
T hat m orning Ellis was at G leason’s 
house when the la tte r left for R utland. 
Gleason 
owes Ellis money, ana Ellis savh he tried to bor­ 
row wore, blit was refused. 
Gleason adm its th a t 
he was trying to get monpy to pay his taxes w ith, 
b u t denies asking Ellis for it. 
Ou the other band, 
he 
C h a rg e e E llis W ith H a v in g S is l.n S S 
w hile he was In the house. 
A fter Gleason left the 
girl com m enced chu rn in g , and she says th a t it 
was while she was a t th is work th a t Ellis at­ 
tem pted to assault her, but she ran into the 
house. 
Ellis says th a t she asked him to help her 
churn. Three tim es G leason visited tho house 
where Ellis boarded, once m eeting him , and each 
tim e threatening hie life And displaying a large 
knife. On T hursday Gleason cam e to R utland 
and purchased tar. 
The lynching was talked 
of on W ednesday night, bu t a sufficient crowd 
could not be got together, and it was pu t off 
until Thursday night. 
In tim whole tow n of 
Shrew sbury only two fam ilies were met w ith who 
sided w ith E llis—tbe Coakley*, w here the abduc­ 
tion took place, and one other. 
Kills occasionally 
gets drunk, but is a first-class m an o d tbe farm . 
He gets high wages, hoards a little, and always 
has money about bim . 
Saturday he turned up in 
R utland, and, although som ew hat sore from being 
hauled a half m ile over a rough road, is in seem ­ 
ingly good condition. 
Tim justice also was In 
tow n, ana the two m et. H igh words followed, and 
Ellis was arrested, charged w ith drunkenness. 
His trial occurs this m orning, in which some of 
the facts may be brought out. The people of R ut­ 
land, ae well as Shrew sbury, uphold the lynchers. 
This is on account of the poor character of Ellis 
ana tim wealth of those engaged iu the lynching. 
Ellis has two brothers here, who have the respect 
of the com m unity. 
The local daily new spaper, 
a fte r giving some m eagre facts in relation to the 
esse this m orning, cam e out w ith a stinging 
editorial atricle dem anding tbe punishm ent of 
those engaged in the outrage.

B r a d f o r d , Penn., Ju ly 6.—Two dissolute ch ar­ 
acters nam ed J. D. and Ju lia n R hodes are under 
a rrest for tb e m urder of th e ir m other. The tw o 
b ro th ers got into a quarrel over some insurance 
m oney paid over to th eir aged m otlier, wbo was 
in th e room. 
W ords were succeeded by blows. 
Tbe old lady tried to separate the w retches, who 
tu rn ed upon ber, knocking lier down and d rag ­ 
ging ber all over tbe floor.

FIGHTING ACROSS FENCES. 


The Union Left at the Battle 
of Stone River, 


Urasg’s 
Desperate Attempt 
Crush It Back. 
to 


A rtillery T ir e W hich A nnihilated 
W hole R egim ents.

TTe b are seen the rig h t of th e Federal army in 
(toe first day’s tight a t Stone river driven back on 
th e centre and defeated —the cen tre driven back 
and rallied and saved by the g allant Rousseau— 
now w hat of tho left? 
Bear i n m ind tho plan of battle. 
McCook o d the 
rig h t was a pivot. 
He was to hold his ground, 
and th e centre aud left were to advance—the left 
■weeping through M urfreesboro. 
Hold fast to 
one end of a stick and sweep the other over the 
ground and you have Rosecrans’ plan. 
But B race 
had exactly the sam e plan, only on his other flank. 
B reckenridge, on his right, was the end of the 
stick to b eh eld dow n, while his centre and left 
were to m ake the sweep. B ragg had the greater 
m om entum , and success was his. 
The left began its advance early in the morn- 
ning, and a p art of the troops had already crossed 
Stone river and begun skirm ishing w hen the bat­ 
tle on th e rig h t opened. The d isaster to McCook 
checked all fu rth er advance on the left. M 1th the 
rig h t gone and the centre gone tho left would be 
lucky in holding its own. 
Indeed, it m ost rein­ 
force th e hard-pressed right. 
It was holding its 
ground un d er the fire of clouds of sharpshooters 
and dozens of pieces of artillery when the m ighty 
avalanche which rolled ag ain st Rousseau lo the 
new centre was beaten back. 
W hen th a t ava­ 
lanche struck the Federal wall and was broken it 
slid down along th e lines until it reached the left, 
an a there it rallied for a new m ore. 
Rosecrans 
was there in person. 
He saw it com ing, and he 
prepared for it. 
No private soldier was more ex­ 
posed that day. He rode where 


B n l t e r l c i H a d F o u n d I t T o o H o t t o S t a r . 
He dashed into and out of showers of bullets un­ 
h u rt, while scores fell to rise no more. 
W hen the 
storm b u rst upon th e left it cam e w ith a roar and 
a scream and a rush which carried the Confed­ 
erates p ast its flank and into the rear. Then 
brigades could have fallen back w ithout stigm a, 
and com panies m ight have run over each other 
w ithout reproach. 
The left was assailed from 
fro n t and right, and a trem endous effort was 
m aking to burst through the spot w here it joined 
th e centre. 
But there was ne falling back—no 
confusion. 
W hen it was known th a t the Confed­ 
erates had passed the flank the Federals sim ply 
sw ung back and faced to the left and fought on. 
G eneral Hazon w ith his Second B rigade had a 
position behind w hat some Federal w riters have 
term ed the “ B urnt House.” 
It was a brick farm 
bouse which had been knocked to pieces by 
Loom is’ battery to clear a swoop for its guns. 
His 
lines ran m ostly in tho cover of the woods, w ith 
an old cotton field in front, and th e lass regim ent 
rested on the N ashville railroad. 
Some of the 
com panies had the rail fences for cover, w hite 
others w ere flat on th e ir faces behind th e oaks 
ana cedars. 
The C oniederates soon appeared on his front, 
their artillery posted in th e edge of the woods and 
firing too high to do in ju ry to the men hugging 
th e ground. 
F irst cam e a th in line jot sk irm ish ­ 
ers, and then a division broke cover a’nd advanced 
in splendid ordpr, flags flying and the ground 
trem bling under th eir treao. 
They m arched 
stra ig h t down on H azen’s th in fro n t, hu t they 
never reached it; as they halted to tire th eir first 
volley

th a t fu rth e r advance was im possible. 
In Ave 
m inutes they were railing back to roform and try 
it again, b u t again the result was the sam e. 
The 
fire ot th e C onfederates was so high th a t the Hoes 
a q u a rte r of a mile in rear of liazou lost three 
m en to his one. 
C ru ft had moved up w ith Hazen. 
He had a* 
m ore desperate toe in bis front, while his lines 
did not have as good cover. 
A fter some sharp 
fighting he gained the fence w hich then and yet 
sk irts the edge of th e cotton field, and here he 
w aited tor what lie knew would n o t long be de­ 
layed. 
W hen the C onfederates cam e ou t of tho 
woods it was w ith a determ ination to walk over 
him. 
H ad they e pierced

I t was 
burled in to them w ith awful vengeance. 
The 
flags of three or fo u r regim ents w ent down tim e 
a fte r tim e, ana every discharge opened lanes 
through which the Federal in fa n tty could see tho 
•cedars behind, lint Hie one b attery was not suffi­ 
cient to check them . The ran k s spread out to 
lessen th e effects of the lire, and w ith a yell from 
every living roan the mass charged the fence. 
U nder instructions from the officers the soldiers 
held th e ir Arc until the line was hardly a stone’s 
throw away. Then it was delivered w ith such 
ettect th a t every fo u rth m an w ent down. There 
was a m om entary panic, but th e living leaped 
over the dead, to close up, shoulder to shoulder, 
and 
In th e K u s h th e F e n c e w a , G a in e d . 
H ere for five or six m inutes took place a com ­ 
b at seen b u t onee again du rin g the en tire war. 
The Federals held one side of the fence for half a 
mile, th e C onfederates the other. 
G uns w ere 
rested on the rails ana discharged at men little 
m ore thaD a foot from the muzzles, and the bayo­ 
n et was used over and over again on both sides 
all along the line. 
“ We tried to tear the fence dow n,” said a Con­ 
fed erate officer to me, “ b u t vour m en jabbed us 
w ith the bayonet and stru ck us w ith clubbed 
m uskets. 
I had th a t left hand on a rail, lu the act 
of clim bing over, when a F ederal sm ashed it out 
of shape w ith the b u tt or his m usket, and a t the 
sam e m om ent th e m an next to him jabbed his 
bayonet a t my head and took mv h at off.

sm oke settled down like a log, and of all the 
scream ing, yelling and cursing I ever heard in a 
Charge, th a t light for the fence p eat it.

D riven back to tho cover of the 
woods by C ruft’s terrific tire, w ith G eneral Chal­ 
m ers w ounded and a dozen lesser officers killed 
or out of the fight, th e C onfederates massed for a 
second attack . They knew th a t the rig h t had been 
driven and the cen tre was banging bv its teeth. 
They w ere told th a t if they could break C ruft the 
fight would be won, and they were told th a t one 
desperate dash would break his lines. This infor­ 
m ation was answ ered w ith cheers. 
H undreds of 
men threw off th e ir overcoats and hats to make 
ready. Scores who had been slightly wounded 
took th e ir places in th e ranks for another advance.

and of a tu d aen w ere charged in tu rn and hurled 
back in great disorder and w ith heavy loss. Tho 
C onfederate body which sw ept these regim ents 
back secured a foothold betw een C ru ft and Ha­ 
zen and opened such a cross-fire on both as 
obliged either to fall back. Iii th is m ovem ent both 
brigades were severely bandied, and one of the 
“ novelties” would have been cap tu red , so great 
was the loss of horses, had the re tirin g men not 
draw n them off by hand. C ru it and H azen, after 
such fighting as is never seen tw ice in a cam ­ 
paign, and after w inning victory over and over 
again, were crushed back to the pike in a mob, 
bu t to rally again and renew th o fight w ith all 
th e ir form er desperation. 
W han B reckenridge struck the F ederal le ft he 
found Gross there w ith the F orty-first Ohio, One 
H undred and Tenth Illinois, .Ninth Ind ian a and 
Sixth K entucky. They were under cover of tho 
fences and cedars ju st l>eyond the cleared ground. 
It was ju s t such a position as C ruft held, except 
b etter cover for the Federals. The Forty-first 
Ohio was dow n in f ront along the fence, and when 
th e attack ran down tho lilies the Buckeyes were 
in for it a t once. 
A whole brigade advanced 
S traight upon them ; and here, ton, th ere was a 
fight over the fence—a conflict which did not ond 
un til th e cartrid g e boxes ot the I’orty-flrst wero 
half em pty. 
Some of the men ta d fired th irty 
rounds in tw enty-five m inutes. (p u lp was com ­ 
ing, hut belove It came th ere was another rush at 
the fence, beaten hack as the first had been. ana 
yet it left the Ohioans w ithout am m unition. 
Then 


T o r th e S eco n d T im e In T h a t, F ig h t, 
as on the first day w ith G rousers brigade, was 
seen the curious spectacle of a regim ent holding 
its ground w ithout a cartrid g e to lire. The Con­ 
federates could not be rolled back to the wood a t 
this jftln t. 
They could he flung hack a few hun­ 
dred feet, ju s t outside of tho cloud of smoke, 
hu t they would rallv and push forw ard again. 
Beyond them was the One H undred and Tenth 
Illinois, sim ilarly situ ated , aud a courier w ent 
back to Grose witli the inform ation th a t the two 
regim ents were out of am m unition. 
The N inth 
Indiana wore in reserve. 
They wore ordered 
down to relieve the fro n t and they moved on tho 
run, cheering and yelling under a C onfederate 
artilery fire w hich killed th irteen men while the 
regim ent moved across a space of th irty rods. 
B ut Grose had to go. 
When C ruf- was pushed 
back Grose had to follow to save bls flank. In this 
retrograde m ovem ent th e Sixth K entucky, Con­ 
federate, sw ept across the field to push them w ith 
the bayonet. The S ixth K entucky, Federal, was 
in the rear. The linos were dressed, aud then 
cam e the com m ands: 
“ H alt—about face—fix bayonets!” 
It was K entucky ag ain st K entucky. Both sides 
knew it. 
The Sixth C onfederate also halted anil 
dressed and fixed bayonets, and th e charge was 
m ade by both at the sam e tim e. They m et under 
the oaks—in tho cedars—in the glades, and for 
five m inutes a bloody whirlpool sailed round and 
round, e a rn ing life after life w ith it. 
Then tne 
mob fell Into lines, the linos drew away from 
each other, aud 150 dead men were

th e G r a p p le . 
W hen Grose fell hack ho had to change fro n t to 
prevent the C onfederates from sw eeping around 
to his rear. 
He had characterized the previous 
fighting as terrific, bu t the clim ax was to come. 
T hrow ing th e T liirtv-sixth Indiana forw ard Into 
the dark woods to protect his flank, followed by 
th e One H undred and Ton th Ohio, ho found tho 
forest literally sw anning w ith Confederates. Tho 
Federals broke th eir lines and took to trees, 
Indian fashion, aud tor ten m inutes the conflict 
in this spot raged w ith such fury th a t R ousseau,in 
the centre, heard it above the roar of his cannon­ 
ade. Of the nearly 700 men lost by Grose In th at 
battle, the greater part were killed in th at spot of 
wood inside of ten m inutes. Of the seventy- 
four officers in th a t total, forty were killed or 
wounded rig h t there. One com pany in the Indi­ 
ana regim ent was com m anded by five different 
officers in fifteen m inutes. The" F ederals were 
gradually pushed hack out of th e woods, h u t this 
was th eir salvation. As soon as they had re­ 
treated beyond the batteries, w aiting for tho 
m ovem ent, the artillery opened w ith such effect 
th a t the C onfederate advance was checked rig h t 
there, nor did it ever recover sufficiently to 
pass it. 
More than nineteen years after th a t b attle I 
looked over th a t piece of forest to note the de­ 
structiveness of the artillery tire. The Federal 
battery a t th a t point consisted of fourteen guns, 
some of them of large calibre, aud they were 
massed to cover a fro n t of about half a mile. 
Round shot, shell, grape and can ister were freely 
u se d ,and

and kill a m an. Im agine, it you eau, th e effect 
of fourteen pieces of artillery turned loose on the 
strip of forest, hurlin g Into it every m issile of 
death used in war. A t least ICO pounds of m etal 
per (ive seconds, or 1800 pounds per m inute, 
were hurled into those woods for tw enty m inutes 
—say thirty-five tons in all. Cedars as large as a 
m an s leg and tw enty feet high were torn up and 
hurled along. 
Oaks as large as a m an’s body were 
splintered as it stru ck by lightning, and many of 
them were cu t clean off ju st above the ground. 
The fire w hich M agruder’s men received from the 
gunboats rn Turkey Bend a t tho battle of M alvern 
Hill was no com parison to it. 
“ I was over the ground tw o days a rter the 
fight," said a farm er living in the neighborhood, 
“ and It was the m ost aw tnl sight m an ever saw. 
All the dead were torn to pieces, and scores of the 
pieces were resting in the tree tops. 
T hat tree 
over there lost nearly all Its branches, and I my­ 
self have taken h alt a dozen grapeshot from the 
trunk. 
In th a t crotch up there, lull fifteen feet 
from the ground, rested a mass of pulp aud cloth 
which had once been a m an. 
The tree was be­ 
sm eared w ith clots of blood and dabs of b u rn t 
flesh, and the smell in th is piece of woods would 
have driven a dog away. 
I could have picked up 
a hundred heads, arm s aud legs between here ana 
th a t cedar, and in spots it looked as if a dozen 
m en had been to rn to pieces in a body.” 
The C onfederate advance was checked, b u t vet 
they rem ained in Buch close proxim ity th a t a 
p art of 
T h e F e d e r a l L in e H a d to B e R e t ir e d . 
It was noon now. O verhead the dark clouds were 
sailing away and th e sun was sbining dow n on 
th e d ark and bloody woods—the carnage of the 
cotton field—tho dead on th eir backs on the cold 
earth , an a the living also were draw ing a long 
breath tor th e n ex t onslaught. 
The Federals 
were throw ing up breastw orks of rails, logs and 
b ru sn —refilling th e ir cartrid g e boxes—m oving to 
the rig h t or left to close gaps. The C onfederates 
w ere m assing un d er cover ot the woods. 
B ragg’s 
whole fro n t was piled with dead and soaked with 
blood, b u t lie had driven the Federal rig h t and 
centre, and he was now piep arin g to roll a wave 
against the plucky left which should overw helm 
it at the first dash.

CURIOSITIES OF DEATH. 


The Mere Act of Dying Seldom 
a Painful Process. 


Some Interesting Experiences and 
Scientific Experiments. 


Life M arked by the Same Phenom ­ 
ena W ith W hich It Besran. 


IN. S. Dodge.] 
A physician of nearly forty years’ extensive 
practice in M assachusetts stated, as tho resu lt of 
hts observation, th a t, at the tim e of death, there 
was nev er snv unw illingness to die. This re­ 
m ark being mado in the presence of Rev. Dr. 
Addison of Trinity C hurch, W ashington City, 
called from him the rejoinder th a t lie believed it 
to be true; and he cited, as an illustration,the case 
of a young m an, in the full possession of all his 
powers, physical and m ental, struck a t his hotel, 
Put a tow hours before, w ith a m ortal disease, 
and inform ed th a t he could not five till night, 
who accepted th e inevitable, as if prepared for 
It by some subtle process of nature, w ith entire 
calm ness. 
D eath is so dreadful to those who look 
on th a t it is natu ral to tran sfer the feeling to the 
one (lying. B ut in all cases w here scute pain Is 
not w earing out fife, a careful diagnosis will show 
both the approach and presence of d eath to be 
positively pleasant—as pleasant as th e approach 
and presence of sleep. 
Of course th is does not In­ 
clude violent death. And yet capital punishm ent, 
wounds received from casualties or in battle, 
drow ning, starving, freezing, or being torn by 
wild beasts, cause, when productive of death, less 
pain th an is usually supposed. Dr. A dam Clarke, 
the com m entator, was recovered from drow ning. 
He states, “ AU my views and ideas seem ed In­ 
stantly and entirely changed, and I had sensa­ 
tions of 
T h e .M oat P e r f e c t F e lic it y th n t It Is P o s s ib le , 
Independently of rapture, for the hum an m ind to 
feel. I had no pain from the m om ent I was sub­ 
merged.; a kin a of green color becam e visible to 
m e; a m ultitude of objects were seen—not one of 
w hich, however, bore the least analogy to any­ 
th in g I had ever beheld before.” 
C aptain Jo h n V aughan G raham of th e royal 
navy, who w ent down In th e George, and was re­ 
suscitated after m ore th an three hours* inanim a­ 
tion, states th a t he “ had no sense w hatever of 
suffocation. 
He saw the shun shining through the 
w ater, and had a dream y feeling th a t he should 
see it no more. 
But he felt no fear, nor any de­ 
sire for rescue. 
He had a delight In groping at 
th e bottom of the w ater, and a feeling of anger 
tow ards those who drew him out. 
There was no 
pain, and the rem iniscences of all the events of 
his life produced pleasurable sensations.” 
Dr. Livingstone, the A frican traveller, gives the 
following account of being seized by a lion, and 
of bis sensations: 
“.Starting up and looking half 
around, I saw the lion ju st in the act of springing 
upon me. I was upon a little height; he caught 
m v shoulder as ho sprang, and we both came to 
th e ground below together. G row ling horribly, 
close to my ear, he shook me as a te rrier dog does 
a rat. 
Tho shock produced a stupor sim ilar to 
th a t which seems to be felt by a mouse aftor the 
first shake of the eat. It caused a so rt of dream i­ 
ness, In which there was 


Mo S e n s e o f P a in n o r F e e lin g o f T e r r o r , 
though q u ite conscious of all th a t was happening. 
I t was like w hat p atients partially un d er the in­ 
fluence of chloroform describe, who see all the 
operations, b u t feel not the knifo. This singular 
Condition was not the result of any m ental pro­ 
cess. 
'Hie shake annihilated fear, and allowed no 
a- nae of horror in looking around a t th e beast. 
This peculiar state is probably produced In all 
anim als killed by the carnivora, and, if so, is a 
m erciful provision by our benevolent C reator for 
lessei lug the pain of death. T urning round to 
relieve myself of the weight, as ho had one paw- 
on the back of my head, I saw his oyes directed 
to Mebalwe, who was frying to shoot him . 
His 
gun m issed fire, aud the lion im m ediately left 
m e.” 
I t is not quite certain th a t dying a t th e stake is 
intensely painful a fte r the first scorch of the 
flames. 
If it were it is hardly possible to account 
for the endurance of some of the English m artyrs. 
B iskop Hooper lived in the fire forty-five m inutes, 
and died w ith perfect calm ness. 
His legs were 
charred and his body blistered before the pile was 
entirely ig n ite d --tho wind blowing the flames 
aside,and tho fire being tw ice re-fed witli faggots. 
Ridley a t first struggled in agony, bu t afterw ards 
became quiet, as ii the sense of pain were gone. 
R obert fin itb , being well nigh halt burned, and 
clustered together like black coals, suddenly rose 
u p rig h t betorc the crowd, lifted up bis arm s, as 
if in defiance of his enem ies, and clapped his 
hands together. 
Indeed it is not certain th a t 
excessive bodily pain does not end tow ards death 
in positive pleasure. 


N e a r ly a ll th e M a r ty r s , W h e th e r C a th o lic s 
o r P r o te s ta n ts , 
succum bed a t first, and afterw ards w ere cither 
p atien t or full of rap tu re. 
It is recorded of 
Theodosius of B ythinia, who was so exquisitely 
to rtu red for bls religion th a t he nearly died, 
th at, when asked how it was possible' to en 
dure such torm ent, lie replied: 
“ A t first I felt 
some naiii, blit a t once there stood by m e a young 
person who wiped away my sw eat and so refreshed 
me w ith cold w ater th at I no longer suffered.” 
The groans and scream s of the wounded aud 
dying ou the battle-field are well enough in poe­ 
try, but have no existence as ^ m atter of fact, a h 
exclam ation in an ordinary tone of voice, upon 
first being shot, a request m ade to a com rade to 
be helped out of the way, and p sigh or two, long 
draw n, as tho breath leaves tho body, sum up the 
noise m ade by the dying from wounds received In 
battle. 
The m ere act or dying is seldom , in any sense 
of the word, a barnful process. It is tru e th a t 
some persons die in a state of bodily torture, as 
in th e case of tetan u s; th a t the d runkard dying of 
delirium trem ens is haunted by terrific visions; 
and th a t the victim of th a t m ost horrible of all dis­ 
eases in hydrophobia, in addition to those peculiar 
bodily sufferings from which the disease derives 
its nam e, may be in a state of terro r from the 
supposed presence of frig h tfu l objects, which are 
presented to him as realities, even to the lust. 
B ut the general rule is, beyond all rtouDt, th at 
both m ental and bodily 


S u fferiD K n T e r m in a te B e f o r e t h e S c e n e ta 
F in a lly ( Luted. 
D uring the frig h tfu l days of the F rench revo­ 
lution, when heads fell by scores every day, and 
the very gods seemed ath irst, there was a popular 
belief th a t (eligibility rem ained for a louger or 
shorter tim e after decollation. 
It was said th a t a 
blush suffused the cheek of C harlotte Corday; th a t 
the eyes of M ise. Roland, widen were large and ex­ 
pressive, opened as if with a sense of surprise; and 
th a t the lip of Fhilip E galite curled in unm is­ 
takable scorn w hen hts head was held up to the 
m ultitude. 
Analogy between this reputed reten­ 
tion of sensibility in the trunkless head and the 
locom otion of fowls, a fte r th eir boarts are off, was 
attem pted to ho shown. 
Recent experim ents, 
however, indicate the idea to be a fallacy, as the 
following account proves: 
“AL Bon n af ou t bad ready near the guillotine, 
under which two Arabs were to bo executed, ves­ 
sels tilled witli pulverized plaster, placed on a low 
table. 
His friend, associated In the experim ent, 
was provided with a small speaking trum pet and 
a sh arp pointed probe. 
A t the in stan t the first 
head fell it was placed lu one of the vessels con­ 
tain in g the plaster, iu ordes to ai rest hem orrhage. 
The speaking tru m p et was then applied to the ear 
of the beau and Hie um u’s nam e snouted through 
it, but th ere was nett afer m otion of the eyelids nor 
corrugation of the brow; the eyes were"dull and 
m otionless, the com plexion colorless, 


T h e E x p r e s s io n o f H is F a c e M ot I n d ic a tiv e 
o f F a in . 
N either w ere the m uscles contracted upon being 
pierced w ith the tube. W ith tho second head the re­ 
sults were tbesam e. The syncope induced by the sec­ 
tion of tfto large arteries instantly produced death. 
It waB the old belief handed down to us from 
tile grim creeds of tho m iddle ages, th a t re­ 
ligious fa ith alone disarm ed death of its terrors. 
There is no doubt th a t a firm reliance on God as 
our F ather, which is tho great tru th tau g h t by 
je su s, gives equipoise to the mind. 
It does so 
alike in healin and sickness; hut it neither 
creates nor removes the fear of death. T hat fear, 
happily, is independent of religious moods oi 
faiths. 
A t the decadence of tho powers in old 
age; upon a su d d en attack of a fatal epidem ical 
disease; afto r the occurrence of a sudden death 
to a relation or acquaintance; or when discovery 
Is made of a m ortal disease w ithin the system , 
th e influence of religion to calm the feelings 
cannot lie denied. 
But it Is rarely perceptible 
when d eath is actually im pending. 
W hether it 
comes to the old, who are ready, 
Like ril e fruit, to drop 
Into the m other's lap, 
or to the I.efevre of sterile, w here the soldier, 
a fter the tongue is silent, “ looks first at his son 
and then a t my uncle Toby;” to those who retain 
all th eir facnltics, or others who m ake no sign, 
the dread is rem oved and the change welcomed. 
l a R e g a r d ta th e P r e m o n itio n * o f D e a th 
there is am ple room for scepticism . The disease of 
Fletcher, which caused him to send fo r a sculptor 
and order his tom b; the salutation of Wolsey to 
the abbot of Leicester, dram atized by the great 
m aster; th e prediction of the renow ned confessor, 
P hilip H ow ard, Earl of A rundel; the w hining 
can t of Foote, when W eston died, “ soon shall 
others say, ‘Poor Foote!’ ” the last picture or 
H ogarth, w hich ne entitled “ the end of all 
th in g s,” adding, “ this is the end;” and a hundred 
like records of old biographers are to he re­ 
garded as merely curious coiucUtenc.es. lr not old 
wives’ labies. Jo h n H u n ter said upon this sub­ 
ject, w ith his usual terse clearness, “ We some­ 
tim es feel w ithin ourselves th a t we shall not live; 
for the living power* necoine weak, and the norves 
com m unicate th e intelligence to the Drain.” His 
own case was one of th e m arvels of which he 
offered th is rational explanation. H e was aware 
th a t be had long labored under disease of the 
heart, and th a t th e disorder had reached a point 
a t which any sharp ag itatio n would bring on the 
iuuxu. _uti ihflM i h s t 


w ith whom he had a difference, was to m eet, and 
H u n te r prepared to keep bls prom ise. 
lie was 
aw are of the risk he ran, if, as was likely, he 
should he opposed; for he had no control over bls 
tem per, and he expressed his fears th a t a dispute 
would prove fatal to his life. 
A rrived a t Bt. 
G eorge's Hospital, he round the board assem bled, 
and entering the room 
R r a ia n te d th e P e t it io n a f th e Y o u s e M e a , 
an d proceeded to urge th e propriety of th eir 
being adm itted. In the course of his rem arks he 
m ade some observation w hich one of his colleagues 
flatly contradicted. 
H u n ter im m ediately ceased 
epoaklng, retired from th e table, seemed stru g ­ 
g ling to repress his em otions, tu rn ed Into aa ad­ 
jo in in g room, and fell dead upon the floor. 
T here are many versions of the prem onition 
said to have been received by Thom as Lord Lyt- 
tlcton. That which seem s to be au th en tic is by 
W illiam Russell, an organist, of G uilford, whose 
com pany was m uch courted on account of his 
m usical talent, and who was a visitor a t P itt 
Place on the night of Lord L yttleton’s death. I t 
is as follows: 
"My lord dream ed th a t Mrs. A m phlett, m other 
of a lady he had seduced, appeared to bim and 
predicted bis death at IU a t nig h t on the th ird day 
following. Lord Lyt‘)eton was a t th is tuno in a 
very bad state of health in consequence of his ex­ 
cesses and was subject to nervous hysteria. 
On 
tho foretold third day he had a p arty of friends to 
dinner. 
He was in a state of some agitation, and 
told the story of his dream . Tho guests s a tia te 
over th eir wine. 
Lyttleton referred constantly to 
his dream , until, during his tem porary absence 
from the table, they determ ined to set forw ard the 
clock. 
Upon returning one of them said. 
“ Y o u H a v e J o c k e y e d th e G h o s t, M y L o rd ; 
I f s P o e t I * •” 
H e w ent Im m ediately to bed, sending bis valet for 
som e m int water. D uring the serv an t's absence 
th e clock of the parish church pealed th e tru e 
m idnight hour, and upon his retu rn he found lm rd 
L yttleton dead. 
In this case the reaction from a state of fancied 
security to th a to f dreaded d a n g ern o d o u b tcaused 
the very catastrophe his friends had endeavored 
to forestall.

In old age fife is singularly m arked by tho same 
phenom ena w ith which it began. The circulation 
first announced existence; it ceases last. The 
rig h t auricle pulsates first a t birth and stops only 
at deatb. 
Reason loses its faculty el association; 
recollections take the place of judgm ent; the 
senses vanish in succession; w hat has been tho 
prevailing passion, though concealed since child­ 
hood, is now unveiled; and the thoughts of ado­ 
lescence, bounded by the old lim its, confused and 
incapable of judgm ent or will, dw arf the m an to 
his second childhood. 
W ith incom parable skill Shakespeare m akes 
M rs. Quickly describe not only the m aunderlngs 
of old age, but the prognostics of death, in her 
account of Faistaff’s death. 
“ ’A mado a finer end, and w ent away as if it 
had been any christom child. ’A parted even ju st 
before twelve aud one, e’en a t tu rn in g of th e tide; 
fo r after I saw him fum ble w ith the sheets, a id 
play w ith flowers, and sm ile upon his fingers’ 
cuds, I knew there was hut one way; 
F o r H i* Mono W a* A * S h a r p A * a P e n , a n d 
’a H o b b led a f G r e e n F ie ld * . 
•How now ,Sir John,’ quoth I; ‘what, m an! be of 
good cheer.’ So ’a cried out, ‘God! God! God!’ 
th ree or four times. Now I, to com fort him , bld 
bim ’a should uot th in k of God; I hoped there 
was no need to 
trouble 
him self 
w ith such 
tho u g h ts yet; so ’a bade me lay more clothes on 
Ills feet; I pu t my hand Into the ped and felt 
them , and they we’re as cold as any stone." 
F or centuries It was custom ary in E ngland to 
jerk th e pillow from under the head of dying per­ 
sons to hasten their departure. In H olland, when 
a child is departing fife, persons shade it by the 
hands from the p aren t’s g a z e -th e soul being sup­ 
posed to linger in the body as long as a com pas­ 
sionate eye is fixed upon it. The custom of placing 
a le a th er near the )ii<s, to ascertain w hether the 
breath has really left the body, is as old as our 
race. Shakespeare represents Prince H enry as 
having been deceived when h o x a rrie d off the 
crow n from hiB father s pillow: 
By his gates of breath 
There lies a downy feather, which stirs not; 
Did he suspire, that fight aud weightless down 
Perchance must move. 
In Devonshire, England, when one is dying it is 
custom ary to unfasten every lock and holt in the 
house, as well of trunks and chests of draw ers as 
of doors and windows. 
I he reason assigned is, 
th a t the parting soul may both take leave of all 
fam iliar objects aud also have free egress from 
its home. 
“ T h e P a s s in g H e ll'’ w a * U n iv e r s a l 
in all the cathedral towns of E ngland up to th e 
beginning of the present century. 
Its nam e in­ 
dicates its m eaning—the hell was tolled when the 
soul was passing from th is lite. 
An old canon of 
the Church of England is express on this subject: 
“ And when any person is passing out of this fife 
a hell shall be tolled, and the m inister Shall not 
then he slack to do ills last d u ty .” 
At Dewsbury, 
In Som ersetshire, the passing heil has been tolled 
for many centuries on C hristm as eve. The popu­ 
lar and probably tru e explanation of this strange 
custom Is th at it is the devil’* knell—ho having 
died when Christ was born. In m any p arts both 
of G reat B ritain and the U nited S tates there is a 
superstition preserved in tho distich: 
Haopy is the bride the sun shines on; 
Blessed is the corpse the rain rabid on. 
It is a curious but well established fact, th a t at 
all the hours from IO in the m orning until m id­ 
n ig h t deaths m ore rarely occur than from m id­ 
n ig h t until IO in the forenoon—the la tte r being 
45 per cent, m ore tnau the form er—and th a t more 
deaths occur from 5 to 0 o’clock in tho m orning 
than during all other hours of the day. 
W ithin seven or eig h t hours after d eath a 
rigidity conic* upon tile body. 
It is not confined 
to the external m uscles, but is m anifested in the 
c re st or lesser blood vessels, and in th e heart. 
Tile duration of this rigidity is ordinarily from 
tw enty-four to th irty -six hours, wben it entirely 
passes away. 
W h en th e H o tly I* G r e a tly E m a c ia te d 
or weakened by disease, or distorted by long- 
continnea pain, it comes on sooner and is m ore 
evanescent. 
The researches of physiology fall to 
account for it. I t seems like th e final act of life, 
and bes been supposed to be the last effort of 
m uscular power. 
'Hie analogy it presents to tho 
coagulation of the blood has led to ti e belief th a t 
it was dependent upon th at. 
N either of these 
solutions is now regarded satisfactory. The pe­ 
culiar beauty of the hum an face in death, th at 
“ rapture of repose” to w hich Byron alludes in the 
“ G iaour,” im proves a* th e rigidity passes away 
from the body, aud is m ost perfect three days 
a fter death. 
i t was for a long tim e a popular superstition 
th a t the countenance preserved iu death the im­ 
press the tniud made upon it in dying. 
Such Is 
not the ease. N either auger nor ferocity, as m ight 
he supposed to ex ist where death cam e trom assas­ 
sination; neith er fear nor anguish, where it oc­ 
curred from the to rtu re of the rack, rem ains upon 
the features. 
The samo repose of countenance, 
the same indication of placid rest, steals over the 
last sleep. 
Leslie, tho royal academ ician, speak­ 
ing in His autobiography of having been fre­ 
quently ordered to make draw ings of the dead, 
aud of the reluctance with which, In every case, 
he entered the room where the body lay, says th at 
the tain t indication of a sm ile which always 
lighted up th e features of m e dead, as he sat at 
work, so a ttra c ted him th a t 


H e I n v a r ia b ly F e lt R e lu c ta n t to G a A w a y . 
There is no doubt th a t causes wholly uncon­ 
nected w ith tho state of m ind or feeling at the 
tim e of dissolution contribute to beautify the fea­ 
tures. A ntoiuarchi’s cast, taken from the lace of 
Napoleon a fter deatb, is handsom er than any 
bust or p o rtrait of him . 
H um boldt’s 
head', 
w rought in m arble by the sculptor from the oast 
taken after his death, is not only more grand than 
other num erous busts during hts fife, b u t looks 
like a mar. of CO ra th e r than ‘J I ; and L ockhart 
rem arks th a t there never was m odelled a more 
m ajestic im age of repose th an the oody of Sir 
Availer Scott presented a few hours a fter death, 
in each of these cases neath added to the beauty 
of faces ot fine proportions w ltliout any relation 
to m etaphysical causes. 
It is so always. 
The 
fain t sm ile which steals over the face after 
consciousness has ceased, and th a t tran q u il re­ 
pose of the d eath to whlcu, in com parison, even 
the sleep of an in fan t is ag itatio n , are p arts of 
the unfathom able m ystery th a t surrounds us.

People Whose Tongues Have 
Made Them Trouble. 


Weftk Points That a Detective 
Has Noticed iii Criminals. 


Men T alk in g Them selves Into J a il— 
A C lever T rick. 


tNew York Mail-Express.] 
D etective R obert P inkerton sat at the business 
end of the piazza of the A lanhattan Beach H otel re­ 
cently, w atching his officers in the perform ance 
of th eii duty. 
The policing of th e eastern half 
of Coney island has been in the P inkertons’ 
hands ever since th e place was changed from a 
sand-hill into a sum m er resort, and tw enty or 
more officers are constantly on duty. l ’hi^ duty 
consists principally in w atching the pillars of the 
piazza, to see th a t nobody sneaks off w ith them , 
and leaning occasionally ag ain st th e railing, to 
m ake sure th a t it is still solid. Tho only objec­ 
tion to pollco w ork at this end of the island, so 
tho officers say, is 
th a t 
th ere 
is nothing 
to do. 
O ccasionally an unlucky dog strays 
upon the prem ises, and is im m ediately chased 
off. 
A t long intervals a suspicious person or a 
pickpocket is w arned off or locked up; b u t these 
are the only incid en ts th a t m ar th e beautiful 
w hite page of th e Coney island police blotter. 
C onsidering th e num ber of arrests m ade, and the 
am ount of motley for so far paid for the support 
of the police force, it has been estim ated th a t 
each arrest costs in the neighborhood of $4000. 
This estim ate, however, is not official. 
D etective 
P inkerton was no t w atching ilia officers doing 
any actual duty th e day spoken of, bu t was 
only noting how effectually they m ight do It lf 
there were anything to do. 
A rep o rter noticed 
th a t C aptain H otchkiss, who has charge of the 
police fo r* * was n o t the sam e officer who graced 
th a t position last year, and inquired w hat had 
becom e of t he latter, who was .know n by a good 
m any people to bo 
O ne o f th e R e s t O fficers in th e D e t e c t iv e 
S e rv ic e . 
“ If you will prom ise not to interview m e,” said 
Mr. P inkerton, “ I will tell you where he has gone, 
and w hat he has gouo for. 
I don’t like to be In­ 
terview ed. 
A ud I was th in k in g only th tsjn o rn - 
ing, th a t if everybody w ould th in k about it for 
five or ten m inutes before saying a word about 
anything, and then say ju s t 
as 
few words 
as 
possible, 
about 
one-half 
th e 
trouble 
in 
this 
w orld 
w oald be 
avoided. 
W hat 
would 
you 
say if I 
should tell you 
th a t 
one-half, 
perhaps 
three-quarters, of 
all the 
people we a rre st in the course of a year could 
not be arrested a t all if th ey knew onough to 
keep th eir m ouths shut? Of tho other halt, after 
they were arrested , if they had sense enough to 
keep quiet, 50 per cent, could no t ho convicted. 
B ut it is hum an nature. People m ust ch atter, as if 
th e ir tongues were hung on swivel joints. Many a 
m an has talked him self into a halter, and a great 
m any m ore have talked th eir way into S tate 
prison. 
It ouglit to he a crim inal offence for any 
m an to open his m outh unless he has to. The 
very man you were asking a fter is w orking up a 
case in which half a dozen men are in trouble be­ 
cause two or th ree of them talked too m uch. 
I 
could tell you a hundred instan ea, inside of an 
hour, where crim inals who were ju st as safe as 
you und I are p u t them selves in prison by talking 
too m uch.” 
Tho reporter, of course, was anxious to hear the 
stories. 
U nder all circum stances a detectivo's 
stories are interesting, bu t when told iu such a 
pleasant place and when pointed w ith such a use­ 
ful moral they becom e absolutely charm ing. 
“ U nderstand,” said th e detective. “ I do not 
blam e these people for talking. They w ere born 
w ith a desire to talk, and they will 
T a lk a* L o n g a* th e y L iv e, lf (h e y H a n g 
f o r It. 
In some eases strong influences are brought to 
bear upon them to mako them ta lk —so strong 
th a t they can n o t possibly resist them . 
Any m an 
can be m ade to talk if ho is properly treated. 
Even you or I, lf we were in trouble, could be 
m ade to tell all we knew lf we w ere properly ap­ 
proached. 
It would take tim e, niouey, skill and 
perseverance, b u t with plenty of these we would 
■give ourselves aw ay’ ju st liko tho rest. 
I t is 
hum an n atu re and we couldn’t help it.” 
“ Hero is the case th a t C a p ta in 
is a t work 
a t,” lie w ent on. 
“ It is a queer story in itself, 
but I will only give you tho outlines of it, to 
illu strate th e point I am m aking, th a t people 
talk too m uch. 
By the way I am talking a good 
deal myself. 
B ut th a t is only another illus­ 
tratio n 
of the 
fact th a t 
we 
can ’t 
help it. 
One of the w ealthiest firms in Mobile loaded an 
A m erican bark w ith liquors and o th er valuable 
goods, Insured them well, and started th e bark 
for New York. 
She was ou t three days when a tire 
was discovered In her hold. 
Efforts were m ade to 
p u t ou t the tire, bu t they failed. 
The flames 
gained headw ay, sm ouldering in the hold for sev­ 
eral days, till the bark grew too hot for her crew, 
and they deserted her, p u ttin g off in sm all boats 
and reaching the shore safely. 
B ut w hen they 
left the vessel to be burned, as’ they thought, the 
fire w a s sm othering itself out. 
I t bud so little air 
in the hold th a t w hen the hark was hoarded by 
the crew of a passing vessel a day or tw o later, it 
was so nearly out th a t it was easily controlled. 
Fires in shins, both accidental ana intentional, 
are com m on enough; and this one m ight not have 
attracted m uch atten tio n , but the 
new crew 
w anted to try some of th e liquors aboard, and 
they found the casks all hilled w ith water. 
Of 
courso 
T ill* , E x c ite d 
S u sp ic io n 
n o d 
(h e W h o le 
C a r s o w a * E x n u lu c d . 
I t proved to he frau d u len t all tho way through. 
The firm had pu t tog eth er a lot of w orthless stuff, 
insured it for a large sum , shipped it for New 
York, and had it set on fire. 
But how the fire 
was started was the m ystery. 
The sailors swore 
tho hatches had not beon opened, and they cer­ 
tainly could not have been opened w ithout the 
sailors know ing it. 
There is no other way of g et­ 
tin g a t the hold of a ship, and we hogan to think 
th a t some electrical contrivance had beeu used. 
But tho captain and m ate, who wero both ar­ 
rested, soon began to talk, aud thou it was easy 
enough 
to 
find 
out 
all 
about 
the 
case. 
W hen 
the 
m ate 
was 
given 
to 
under­ 
stand 
th a t 
tho 
captain had 
mado a con­ 
fession he was iu a hurry 
to 
tell all he 
knew , to get out of the scrape him self; and with 
the m ate’s confession to show tho captain, there 
was no difficulty lu bringing him out. 
The thing 
was so well contrived, if these men had not given 
it away it could never have been found out. How 
do you think they got at the hold w ithout raising 
the hatches? Iii the cook’s galley, under each of 
the tour foec of the stove they put a round block 
of wood, as if to raise the stove. 
U nder one of 
these blocks was a hole opening directly into the 
hold. 
U nder the hole was a lot of Inflam able 
stuff, well soaked w ith turpentine. 
One day, 
while the tile cook was out of his galley, the cap 
tarn and m ate raised the stove, took. away the 
block, dropped a lighted m atch through tue hole, 
and the fire was started . These tw o men, you see, 
not only talked them selves iuto prison, but put 
th eir em ployers in a p retty scrape." 
“ M aking ii crim inal talk, w hether he w ants to 
or nor,” Mr. P inkerton coutinued, “is uot usually 
a fair thing. 


B u t In S o m e C a se * I t Is J li s t Ifln h ie. 
There was Bucholz, for instance, who killed old 
Schulte out a t Norw alk tw o or three years ago. 
We made him talk, though be was a b rig h t fellow 
and p retty well posted. 
It was a clear case of 
m aking him come ric n t dow n to it, w hether he 
w anted to or uot. 
'J h at was one of m e cases 
whore it was justifiable, or we would uot have 
doue it. There was no m ore doubt th a t Bucboiz 
had killed the old man aud robbed him thau there 
is th a t you and I are sittin g here. 
B ut there was 
no proof of it th a t would stan d In court. 
So we 
set out to m ake nim tell us w hat wo w anted to 
know, aud we succeeded.” 
“ How did you rnauage it?” tho reporter asked 
him. 
“It is one of th e n eatest things in detective 
w ork.” said Mr. P inkerton, “ to m ake a man talk 
freely when lie has every inducem ent to be silent. 
Bucholz, you rem em ber, was a pretty well edu­ 
cated young G erm an, w ith no friends in this 
country. Ho had killed th is old m au and con­ 
cealed his m opey som ew here, and was spending 
some m onths In jail, w aiting to be tried. 
It was 
positively necessary d u rin g th is tim e for bim to 
have some one to talk to about him self. 
He m ust 
have it. 
AVo knew th is; and as there was no one 
in the jail he was likely to becom e intim ate with, 
it was our business to fu rn ish aim witli a friend. 
AVe had a young G erm an on the force, not long in 
the country; very quiet, b u t very b rig h t—ju st 
such a tnsn as Bucholz would like to have for a 
com panion. 
TF« had him com m itted to the Nor­ 
walk jail on a false charge, and lie became ac­ 
quainted w ith Bucboiz. Tho m urderer im m edi­ 
ately began to cu ltiv ate his acquaintance, but our 
m au protended to De reserved, and 
W o u ld M ot R a v e M u ch t o S a y t o A n y b o d y . 
This made Bucliolz all the m ore eager, and he 
fairly begged th e detectiv e to be his friend aud 
confidant. 
The d etective relu ctan tly consented 
after a while, and Bucholz told him w here m ost 
of the money was buried. 
Ho never actually con­ 
fessed the m urder, b u t he pu t tis on enough clews 
to convict blin. 
I i he bad known euough not to 
talk there was not the first p article of legal evi­ 
dence against him , and he would be free today, 
instead of being in s ta te prison for life. He knew 
how dangerous it was for him to talk, for he often 
said to o ar m an while they wore in jail together, 
‘If you should tu rn ou t to be a detective aud give 
me away I would drive a knife into your heart, 
and then get up in Hie court-room and acknow l­ 
edge tho whole th in g .’ 
B ut. though he knew tho 
danger of talk in g lie could uot keep q u iet." 
“ Do the people yon capture ofien tell euough to 
convict them selves?” tuo reporter asked. 
“Ju st about six tim es ou t of ten ,” Mr. Pinkerton 
replied. 
“ N ot th a t they acknow ledge th eir guilt 
—no t by a good deal. 
B ut while they are p ro test­ 
ing their innocence they talk and talk, and let fall 
enough to wive us some clews, and then they are 
gone. In fifty cases ou t of every hun d red chere is 
dfit a thread le ft to r a detective to take bold of,and 
if the suspected persons could keep qu iet the 


m ystery would never be solved. B ut they can ’t. 
Nine hundred and ninety m en in every thousand 
can no more live w ithout talk in g than they can 
w ithout eating. 
W hen I m eet a m an who knows 
enough to keep his m outh sh u t, no m atter w hat 
I n f lu e n c e s are brought to bear upon him , I always 
feel as if I should like to have him for a detective, 
fo r he would make a good one. 
They talk about 
people d rinking too m uch an d eating too m uch; 
why, 
I f T h e y C o u ld O n ly b e S to p p e d fr o m T a lk ­ 
in g 
too m uch we would have a new world. 
N ot th a t 
I ought to com plain, for they give me a g reat 
deal of assistance w ith th eir talk. 
It is th is fac­ 
ulty for w hat they call ‘chin m usic’ th a t helps the 
detectives and you interview ers along. W hen you 
go to interview a m an and he won’t have a word 
to say, you know as well as I d o th a ty o u feel more 
respect for him than if he w ere w illing to tell you 
everything he knows. B ut th ere are very few men 
who w on’t talk .” 
The atm had shifted its position w hile they 
were talking, and m ade it necessary for th e two 
to move th eir chairs; for even at Coney Island in 
a backw ard season, tho sun som etim es gets pretty 
warm . In m aking the move the detective acci­ 
dentally ran against a m iddle-aged man who was 
w alking up the piazza. 
The m iddle-aged m an 
nodded and w ent on. 
“ Talking about giving yourself aw ay,” said tho 
detective, “ did you notice th a t m an? ’Ho is about 
the w orst instance of a give-away I have seen this 
year. 
Ile used to be <a little off,’ as they say, ju st 
a little crooked, and I have had occasion to arrest 
him more than once. 
B ut he has been living a 
good fife for m ore th an ten years, and I do not 
th in k there is anything w rong w ith him b o w . 
He has reform ed his m orals, bu t ho has uot re­ 
form ed his tongue. He is always gettin g him self 
in trouble by talking too m uch. 
Last season he 
varied the program m e a little and began w rltiug 
letters. 
Talking is duly a m isdem eanor, but 
w riting a letter is n othing sh o rt of a felony. 
TV hen a m an says anything, he may possinly he 
able to get o a t of it, It it should ever be desirable. 
B ut when he w rites it In • letter, th ere it is in 
black and w hite, 


A lw a y s a n U n im p e a c h a b le W itn e s s A g a in s t 
H im . 
B ut about th is m an. H e was ‘w alking around 
on his uppers’ tw o years ago, not able to get any­ 
th in g to do and very b ard up. He w rote a very 
decent so rt of le tte r to an afternoon new spaper, 
describing his circum stances and asking for 
work. 
A friend of m ine in the city, who employs 
about forty clerks, pitied th e m an and w rote him 
a letter, telling him to call upon Mr. So-and-so, at 
such a place, and ne would probably find em ploy­ 
m ent. 
He signed the letter ‘Mr. K.,’ and the man 
to be called upon was him self, though ho did not 
say so. This m an called aud was given a clerk­ 
ship. 
All 
last sum m er 
he 
k ept up a cor­ 
respondence w ith 
his 
unknow n 
benefactor, 
not know ing, of course, th a t he was identi­ 
cal w ith his em ployer. 
The place did not 
please him, and he kep t w ritin g to his friend 
how badly his em ployer treated him , how sm all 
the wages were, and how he was treated like a 
m ental. The em ployer ra th e r enjoyed the letters 
at first. 
B ut of course tn is state of affairs could 
not last long and the man was discharged. I don’t 
know how ho cam e by enough m oney to come 
down here, fo r he is as hard up as ever. 
I could 
tell you ju st about a thousand such cases—hu t it 
w ouldn't do any good. 
You and I and every­ 
body else would keep on talking and w riting 
letters ju s t as m uch as evor. There goes the gong; 
you'll have to run to catch th e tra in .”

Thereupon Browne executed a startlin g aud tre ­ 
m endous war-whoop, w hich m ade people tu rn for 
blocks around and drew upon him the a tte n tio n 
of thousands. 
“I will now give you,” said A rtem us, a fte r re ­ 
gaining his breath, “ a fain t Im itation of th e w ar­ 
rio r’s cry as he retu rn s to bis wigwam , th e scalp 
of his slain enem y dangling in gory ghastliness 
a t his belt.” 
A nother war-whoop; and thus tho scam p set up 
his gam e for a m il- or so, until bis friends got 
him a t last to his hotel. 


T h o W r o n g V e r d ic t. 
A fresh anecdote of Jo h n T. Raym ond, never 
before printed, is related by one who was a mem­ 
ber of his dram atic com pany aud who is now in 
this city, snys the New Haven Union. 
It was in 
1877 th a t Raym ond, as th e lrunfortal Sellers, was 
doing tho w estern country. A tE vansville, Ind..the 
house was filled, and the audience, tne critics say, 
was en rap p o rt w ith the actors. The play w ent along 
swim m ingly until Hie denouem ent was reached. 
This, it is well known, occurs in tho jury scene 
which cloies the dram a. 
At every village a new 
jury is obtained from the populace. 
Loading per­ 
son’s ot tho place are som etim es honored w ith a 
position iii the box, and it was so a t Evansville. 
D ie col ection was one of the finest ever on the 
stage—doctors, lawyers, and auoh like. 
The lore- 
inan was r. six-foot K entuckian and a iudge, too. 
lie had for years adorned the bench, and was 
never known to quail in public. 
It was from his 
m onth th a t “ not guilty" was to PC received, and 
lie had been duly cautioned as to his fines. As 
soon as the verdict is rendered Sellers throw s up 
his hat, hugs the accused and perform s m any 
w onderful side plays, a tte r which the curtain 
descends. 
A t Evansville 
Raym ond 
did 
his 
prettiest, gyrating nefore the judge liko a m ad­ 
man and “ fixing the ju ry ” in his inim itable m an­ 
ner. 
W hen tho case had closed and the ju ry were 
expected to retu rn the cut-anu-dried verdict of 
“ not guilty,” tne forem an—this six-foot K entuck­ 
ian and a judge to boot—was attacked w itnstago- 
frlg h t and startled everybody by shouting: 
“G uilty.” 
“ W hat?” Inquired tho disconcerted Belters. 
“ G uilty,” said the forgetful forem an, th in k in g 
he was doing him self and the Evansville party 
proud. 
In vain Raym ond giggled; the verdict was 
plainly “ guilty.” Therefore the play couldn’t go 
on as it was laid down: th ere was no chance for 
hat-throw ing or hugging. 
The audience was not 
slow to catch th e m istake, and a wave of hearty 
laughter Pecan to sweep over the parq u ette. 
At 
last Raym ond, seeing tilings to be in a desperate 
stra it, began to “ fix” the ju ry again, and button­ 
holing the big firem an, w hispered the proper ver­ 
d ict in his ear. 
W hereupon the big six-footer 
m ildly stam m ered out: 
“ N ot guilty.” 
The h at w ent up, th e lucky accused was con­ 
gratulated, and tile cu rtain rung down am id the 
lau g h ter and applause of th e audience. The big 
K entuckian, however, was never again forem an of 
any of R aym ond’s j u r i e s .

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A TRIBUTE OF AFFECTION. 


An Eloquent Address in Memory 
of James A. Garfield 


Delivered by Rev. Dr. Hopkins 
at W illiams College. 


T he L esson s to be L ea rn ed F rom th e 
L ife o f th e L a te P r e sid e n t. 


W illia m sto w n, Ju ly 4.—A. V. W. Y an Veck- 
teu of A lbany presided a t the W illiam s alum ni 
m eeting today. 
J. M. B arker of P ittsfield was 
elected to President G arfield's place on the board 
of trustees, and about $3000 additional was 
subscribed to the G arfield m em orial professorship 
fund. 
A bout the last tiling iu tile alum ni m eet­ 
ing was the presentation of Cyrus W. F ield’s Gar­ 
field m em orial windows. Follow ing is an ab stract 
of P resident H opkins’ address: 
“ One year ago today! 
W ho does not rem em ber 
th e scenes of th a t F o u rth of July, and of th e two 
days preceding? W ho docs not rem em ber the 
darkness ana chill of th a t eclipse into w hich our 
com m encem ent passed so suddenly from the 
b rig h test sunshine of hope? One year ago today, 
and today it is the h eart th a t should speak. 
I t is 
only the trib u te of our h earts th a t is called for in 
response to a heart th a t beat w arm ly i'or us, but 
now is still. 
Certainly no fu rtn er biography or 
encom ium of P resident Garfield can be needed for 
hts own sake. 
Probably, I th in k I m ay say cer­ 
tainly, no equal num ber of spoken and puhlishea 
trib u tes w ere evor called forth by th e life and 
death of any man w ithin so short a tim e. 
The 
chosen orato r of the nation has spoken, grandly 
spoken. 
The archbishop of C anterbury, the head 
or the E nglish Church, has spoken. The moat elo­ 
qu en t p u lp it o rator of France, F ath er H yacinth?, 
has spokcu, and repeat his discourse. 
A m bassa­ 
dors, senators, the pulpit, the bar, friendship, 
adm in istratio n , patriotism has spoken, and no 
w ords of m ine, were th a t my aspiration, could 
reach the height of those already uttered. 
Nor 
is anything m ore needed for the general public. 
The excitem ent, w onderful as it was, and long- 
continued, is past. 
W hen P resident G arfield, as 
be lay on bis bod of suffering, was told bow in­ 
tense and extensive the sym pathy for him was, he 
said, ‘This cannot last. No one m an can long 
boid the atten tio n of the n atio n .’ 
B ut it did last. 
F o r seventy-nine days the tension was not re­ 
laxed. Every day the beating of his pulse was 
felt from M aine to Florida, and from th e A tlan tic 
to Hie Pacific. F. very w here there was th e anxious 
look, there was secret weeping, prayers w ent up, 
and there was the co n stan t altern atio n betw een 
hope and fear. A nd not only did it last in this 
country, b u t throughout the civilized world. 
In 
E ngland and on the continent, as I can testify, 
the daily and eager inquiry am ong all classes w as 
for the health oi P resident GarUeld. 
It did last 
as long as th e life of the heroic sufferer lasted, 
and then it reached th e culm ination. 
The cities 
in this land aud in other lands were darkened by 
tokens of m ourning. 
In every tow n through 
w hich the body passed from Biberon, to lie in 
state under tb e d o m e of the capitol, th e people 
gathered in crowds aud stood w ith uncovered 
heads. 
As he lay under th a t dom e th e lung pro­ 
cession passed to view his face for tile last tim e. 
There, too, a t the appointed hour, w hile the city 
held its b reath, the stricken w ife was alone w ith 
her dead. On the day of the funeral business was 
suspended, the people gathered in th e ir places of 
w orship, ih e ie was a 
H u sh e d S y m p a th y T h r o u g h o u t th e U n lo a I 
to th is the A tlantic was no narrier, and it has 
been estim ated th a t no t less th an 300,000,000 of 
people were reached by the shadow and touched 
by the spell of th a t hour. Every S tate was present 
a t Cleveland by its representatives. Tw enty gov­ 
ernors of States, each w ith his staff, w ere present. 
Side by side w ith those of th e U nion, tile Queen 
of England laid her floral trib u te on the bier. And 
so, w ith an attendance of GO,OOO people, bis body 
was borne to its final resting place. 
B ut nothing 
violent or intense can last always. The tom b had 
received him and the gloom Iracame less. 
T here 
w ere rifts in the clouds. 
The w aters began to 
re tu rn to th eir accustom ed channels. The gov­ 
ernm ent, as only such a governm ent could have 
done, m oved on w ithout a ripple. The period of 
m ourning 
appointed by th e arm y an d navy 
passed away, aud tb e second gyeat histo ric scene 
in the dram a of our historic life cam s to a close. 
B ut though the general course of n atu re, a fte r 
storm s an a floods, may be as nefore, vet bow 
often is it fount! not only th a t hopes are blighted 
by harvests destroyed, bu t th a t bere a field and 
th ere a garden, th a t before had Deen green and 
.fru itfu l, or beautiful and fragm ent, have been 
sw ept by a desolation from w hich they can never 
recover. 
A nd so it bas been here. 
Ours is not 
th e desolation of tbe hom e; but our m ost illus­ 
trious graduate, a m em ber of th e board of tru s ­ 
tees, w hose interest in th e su b ject of education 
was special, and who greatly loved and honored 
th e college, has been taken from us a t a m om ent 
when 
we hoped 
for 
in sp iratio n 
from his 
zeal and guidance from his counsels, and tb&t his 
annual visits bere, w here he had arranged th a t 
his sons should tread the sam e p ath trodden by 
him self, would m ake tb e college conspicuous 
th ro u g h o u t the country. 
Bo it then th a t all has 
been said th a t can be said, all th a t Is dem anded 
by tbe fam e of P resid en t G ardeid, or by the 
geheral public, it bas yet seem ed to the tru stees 
m ost fit th a t at th is th eir first m eeting since his 
death, a t th is first g athering of tb e alum ni since 
then, there should he some com m em orative ser­ 
vice in which we may place ourselves by the side 
of tbose m ore deeply bereaved, m ay look for a 
little a t th a t in bim wbich so fixed the atten tio n 
of the w orld, m ay recognize his love for the 
college, and, possibly, m ay g ath er from bis career 
som e lessons for our own guidance. 
I nave 
spoken of the intense and extended sym pathy 
there was in connection w ith the sickness and 
death of P resident Garfield. 
T hat sym pathy 
m ade him th e conspicuous figure in tb e opening 
of a new chapter, perUaps I may say a new era in 
tho history of our race. There was never any­ 
th in g like it. There never could have been up to 
th a t tim e th a t quick and diffusive elem ent in 
hum an n atu re whl<*li symbolizes hum an sym pa­ 
thy, or so len t itself to m an th a t such sym pathy 
had been possible. F o r ages the gam bols of elec­ 
tricity iii tho clouds Had aw akened th e thunder, 
its bolts had sm itten th e earth, it had stream ed 
rip in long lines in tho aurora, b u t it had w aited a 
F ranklin, a Henry, a Morse, a Field, so to tam e it 
and bring it under the yoke of science to m an 
th a t its slightest w hisper should outleap the 
th u n d er, aud th a t the long wires for tb e install 
taneous tra n sit should becom e bands of steel to 
H in d a n d H o ld F a i t in A la ity 
nations whom tbe oceans bad separated. Up to 
th a t tim e such sym pathy could no t have been. 
Then it could be, and th ro u g h it new possibilities 
of the union of tho whole race thro u g h com m on 
sym pathies in one brotherhood were revealed. 
"When a new era is to be opened there is needed 
previous preparation. 
Thoro m ust he first the es­ 
sential condition. There is then needed the rig h t 
m an to stand a t the opening, one in whom tho 
elem ents shall he incarnated, and who shall 
illu stra te its sp irit, and not m ora signally was 
L u th er fitted to stand a t tho opening of th e re­ 
form ation, or W ashington a t the opening of a 
new era of civil liberty,than was G arfield to stan d 
a t th e opening of this new era in th a t m ovem ent 
tow ards brotherhood which had been originated 
nearly nineteen hundred years ago. 
How well 
fitted lie was then to stan d will appear in p a rt lf 
we look at th e num ber of points in him self or in 
bis career a t wbicn be touched our com m on 
hum anity or some one of its phases. 
In th is he 
was w ithout a parallel. There w ere first bis early 
struggles. 
In these, and perhaps it was th e only 
point, he had an advantage, not com m on to all. 
F o r some, for the m any, early poverty is a m is­ 
fortune, b u t in this country, or a t least in this 
p a rt of it, a poverty ivith no ta in t of low vice or 
of vulgarity, an in cid en t of hum an life having 
often in it a heroic elem ent, and inherited by one 
who had the stren g th to face and overcom e 
th e 
obstacles 
it 
brings, 
is an advantage, 
especially if be is 
to 
en ter 
political 
life. 
W hen 
party capital was to be m ade L in­ 
coln was 
the 
ravi-s p u tter, 
G arfield 
was 
th e 
canal 
boy. 
This 
could no t have been 
am ong an ignorant people, or cue w here society 
was stratified by caste or class distinctions, as 
w here honest labor was first honored. B ut am ong 
the intelligent people, perm eated by the idea of 
liberty and equality, the com ing from a log cabin 
of a barefooted boy, barefooted because of pov­ 
erty, was a delight, and tbe m ore so as they saw 
It to be a legitim ate result of free in stitu tio n s by 
m eans open to all. In those early struggles Pres­ 
id en t G arfield resem bled P resident L incoln, but 
bis struggles were m ore steady in th eir aim , and 
m ore diversified in th eir m eans, and so were m ore 
adapted to aw aken a w ider sym pathy. P resid en t 
Lincoln was a rail-splitter, but he was no t a car­ 
penter or a schoolm aster. H e did no t aim at 
high literary culture, and sw eep the floor and 
m ake the fires and ring tbe bell for his tuition. 
B ut these things P resid en t G arfield did. 
H e did 
them 
cheerfully, faithfully, as a m eans 
to 
an end, pushing them behind bim as th e sw im m er 
pushes 
the 
w ater 
th a t 
bears 
bim 
for­ 
w ard. 
In doing this lie conferred a benefit 
upon the whole people by giving new em phasis 
to the tru th th at nigh aim s ennoble all legitim ate 
m eans for th eir attain m en t. 
This tru th C hris­ 
tian ity teaches in connection w ith th e higher 
aim s and deeper struggles th a t p ertain to a fu ­ 
tu re life, bu t we need to have it ta u g h t also, and 
illu strated in connection w ith political and social 
life. 
W ith this tru th practically accepted, we 
have a people self-respecting, stable, capable of 
self-governm ent; w ith it ignored, we have 
A. P o p u l a c e w it h no S t e a d y A IM , 
th e prey of despotism or the seat of anarchy. B ut 
a* P resident G arfield had from his early stru g ­ 
gles, in common w ith P resid en t Lincoln, a ground 
for the sym pathy of tb e m asses, so had he from 
his bread scholarship and varied attain m en ts, in 
common w ith John Quincy Adam s, a ground for 
sym patny with her sons of the highest culture. 
It was a common rem ark a t th e tim e of his in­ 
auguration and has been since, I heard it from a 
judge of th e Suprem e C ourt th a t no P resid en t 
except Jo h n Quincy Adam s had been equally 
equipped in scholarship and statesm an sh ip .” 
The speaker then proceeded a t length to draw 
the lessons th at are offered by the life of President 
Cai field and to place them before his hearers in a 
lucid and im pressive m anner; and it was plain to 
he seen th a t the personal relations of the speaker 
w ith the subject of his address have left a deep 
im pression on ins heart. 
His words were listened 
to w ith profound interest, and the address will 
form an im portant g a it of the history of tho life 


and death of P resident G arfield. 
In conclusion 
Dr. H opkins said: 
“ I h are then, in accordance w ith tbe wisli of the 
trustees, sought to pay in som e m easure th e trib ­ 
ute of affection and lienor due from the college, 
and, I may add, esueciaily from m yself, to one 
who so honored the college, a beloved follow alum ­ 
nus, one of the trustees, one who was honored 
and m ourned by the nation and tho 
world. 
On the day of nis inauguration, addressing him in 
behalf of th e alum ni tbeu present, I said to him 
th a t I was the only president of a college th a t had 
ever lived to see one who had graduated under 
him. P resident of the U nited States. 
How little 
did I then think th a t I should survive him and he 
called to such a saraico as this. 
B ut so it is, and 
in view of th e tnjTtery th a t surrounds hi* assas­ 
sination as perm itted by the Providence of God, I 
can only adopt the words used bv him on a great 
occasion in im m ediate connection w ith the assas­ 
sination of P resid en t Lincoln: ‘Fellow citizen*— 
Clouds and darkness are round about Him. 
His 
pavilion is dark w aters and thick clouds of tim 
skies! Ju stice aud jud g m en t are the habitation of 
His throne! 
Mercy aud tru th shall go before His 
face! God reigns, aud tho governm ent a t W ash­ 
ington still lives.’ 
Yes, God reigns and we th ere­ 
fore need not fear, though the earth be rem oved 
and the nnm ntains into the m idst of the sea.” 
A fter tbe address the public exercises of the 
class were held in the church. D uring tho a fter­ 
noon were held reunions of the classes of ’32, ’42, 
’52, ’57, ’62, ’67, ’77 and ’79. A t 9 o’clock iu tho 
evening a prom enade concert was given in Good­ 
rich Hall.

Joseph Jefferson 
is not m ore an a rtist on the stage th an Beecher in 
the pulpit. 
H is power, so far as it depends on 
intellectual and physical qualities, is said to be 
little im paired by advancing years and an accu­ 
m ulating load of rem orse. . . . 
A nother p u lp it 
o rato r of very different fam e is Rev. Phillips 
Brooks of B oston, one of tbe m ost eloquent of th e 
P ro testan t Episcopal clergy. 
He Is a 
M a * o f C o la iittl I t ii I id a n d o f Im p e tu o u s 
U tte r a n c e . 
He talks fa ster th an any other public speaker we 
know of; m ore rapidly, indeed, th an the pencil of 
th e sw iftest stenographer can follow. Mr. Brooks 
speaks distinctly, and his nim ble tongue enables 
bim to p u t a g reat deal of m atter into a half 
hour’s discourse; nevertheless, tb e h ab it of ex­ 
trem ely rapid utteran ce is not a good one to cul­ 
tivate. 
Mr. R ichard O’G orm an of this tow n is 
one of th e best speakers we have ever heard. His 
delivery is as chaste as P hillips’, w hile it has a 
peculiar glow and richness of its own; and the 
cadences of his voice are m usic. Few orators 
now using th e E nglish language unite sn perfect­ 
ly those different qualities w itnout which speech 
is extrav ag an tly florid, m onotonously dry, or so­ 
norously unim pressive—th e earnest conviction 
of the "man of reason, th e fervor of the m an 
of im agination, and the severe self-criticism 
of tne m an of cultiv ated and chastened taste. 
On tbe whole, we should advise our correspondent 
who is in search of a model orato r to study tile 
rhetoric aud enunciation of W endell Phillips; to 
borrow, if he can, some of Colonel Iugcrsoll’s 
homely vigor and hum orous audacity, to analyze 
the platform a rt of Beecher, and select w ith dis­ 
crim ination;

capability, intelligence, education; she m ay love

The m ind th a t can 
see only details cannot deal nearly so well w ith 
them a's the m ind w hich sees first the su b ject in 
outline, sees it as a whole and in its relation to 
other subjects, and then separates it Into its de­ 
tails. The m ental training of women heretofore 
bas no t given them this large view, and tneir 
lives nave been passed in the study of details 
alone. 
A nd in consequence there has been m uch 
wuste of energy and stren g th w hich increases 
with tbe increase of dem ands now m ade upon 
them unless it is prevented by the m ental disci­ 
pline of tne m odern higher education.

limb*, lie com plained th a t his toes pained Ulm a

reat deal, tiia t they seem ed badly cram ped, and 
e requested th a t so m eo n e move them for hun. 
A t th a t tim e 
the 
feet w ere tied iii a bag, 
and 
th e 
hospital 
people 
did 
not 
know 
w here they w ere to be fonnd. 
I t seems simply 
incredible th a t tile position o r 
condition of 
a severed m em ber or a person’s body should 
affect In tho least tbe sensibilities of the owner; 
b u t suffice it to say th a t the undertaker with 
whom tb e w riter conversed affirms th a t he per­ 
sonally know* of num erous cases where persons 
who have lost a lim b declared they felt pain from 
an aw kw ard position w hich the m em ber was in. 
He cited an instance of a m an who lost an arui iu 
th is city last rail. 
A fter being am putated, it was 
sen t to the u n d ertak er’* for burial. 
It was placed 
in a box, tho back of tile hand boing down, re­ 
m aining in th is position for several hours. 
T h o O w n e r a f th e S e v e re d M em ber, 
d uring th a t tim e, experienced pain in the arm, 
which grew so unbearable th a t a t last .ie asked a 
friend to go to th e u n d e rta k e r's and see about the 
lim b. 
This was a t 6.45 in tho afternoon. The 
friend was busy and did no t s ta rt off tor half an 
dour, and d u rin g th a t tim e tbe pain had ceased, 
and the w ounded m an said he need not go.

W hen the friend reported to the un ­ 
fo rtu n ate m an, he (tho la tte r) said he knew ju st 
how the an n was placed, th a t he could feel its 
position aud correctly described tho same. 
A nother case cited by tbe u n d ertak er was about 
a m an who lost an arm above tb e elbow. Tho 
m em ber was given to tbe u n d ertak er and buried. 
Tho m an subsequently w ent to Lawrence to live. 
A bout a year after tne accident he paid the under­ 
tak er a visit, and told him

a U re a s D e a l, 
th a t th e fingers seem ed cram ped and th a t he 
w anted to see tho buried m em ber. 
Accordingly 
it was dug up and exam ined, and, strange to say, 
found to have the Augers tig h tly turned up to­ 
wards the palm , as th e m an had said they fe lt to 
him. 
Tne fingers were straig h ten ed and the arni 
consigned

ground, 
and

m ore trouble was experienced / rom it.

unconstrained 
position. 
Home 
persons who have lost a lim b wish it burled where 
it is accessible to them , so in case they should 
feel th a t it was cram ped they can readily change 
the position. 
Hays the undertaker, any one who 
has lost an arm will tell you they can a t will feel 
the sam e sensation w hich arose I rom tile m ove­ 
m ent of the fingers. 
Although tho reporter 
laughed a t the idea of a m an in Law rence tooling 
th a t his hand in M anchester was in an uncom fort- 
ablo position, the u n d ertak er said he had only 
told tbe facto, and he could su b stan tiate fully 
his assertions by th e persons them selves. 


A B U R L E S Q U E BURYING GROUND. 


S u d d e n T r a n s f o r m a tio n o f rn Villano P a r k 
l* lo a B liaut C e m e te ry . 
The village of H ornellsville, N. Y., says th e New 
Y ork Hun, was pu t into a state of excitem ent 
on Sunday m orning by a practical joke th a t had 
been secretly executed iii tile public park d u rin g 
th e preceding night. 
M ischievous persons had 
erected, on piles of gravel th a t had been carted 
in to the park by order of tho village authorities 
and left in large, gravelike m ounds, head slabs 
on w hich epitaphs of the president of the corpora­ 
tion and oI tile m em bers of tho board of tru s­ 
tees 
were 
w ritten. 
The 
slabs were 
pine 
hoards, 
about 
tea 
inches 
wide, 
carefully 
planed, rounded a t tbe top, and about three 
feet high above the m ounds. On the m ost con­ 
spicuous pile of d irt in Hie park was a slab w ith 
this inscription: “ Sacred to the memory of If. K. 
F aulkner, P resident. 
L it out M arch, 1882. 
Re- 
su rg ct.” 
An adjoining m ound had a slab w ith 
the following: “ R. I. P. 
Cass R ichardson, Trus­ 
tee W ard ll., suffered M arch, 1882. 
'As I am 
now, so you may be; run for Trustee and follow 
m e.’” 
A nother, a nativ e of Ireland, had this 
epitaph: “Thom as Lynch, W ard ill., em igrated 
M arch, 1882. ‘Bread cast upon the w aters.’ ” 
O ther epitaphs were as follows: “ George Terry, 
W ard VI.; been dead to im provem ents for forty 
years. Blessed are the rich, for they can steal.” On 
th e reverse side was a skull and.cross bonos and 
the inscription, " J. W. Burns, annex to George 
T erry.” This was supposed to refer to tho polit­ 
ical affiliations of the two gentlem en. N ear the 
m ain street was a slab w ith this: “ P. S. B urditt, 
T rustee F irst W ard. 
W ent uuder M arch, 1881. 
He has gono to the Lordy,” 
About three m onths 
ago th e hoard of trustees of tho village passed a 
resolution providing tor the im provem ent of the 
public park, w bich is situated on Maiu street, in 
tho business portion of tho town. A com m ittee 
was appointed, and the im provem ent was begun 
a t once. The surface of tile park being a little 
lowor th an the surrounding streets, ll was decided 
to fill in w ith gravel. 
W agon loads of d irt wero 
brought and dum ped in huge, unsightly neaps all 
over tile park. In this shape the im provem ent 
was, for some unexplained 
reason, suddenly 
stopped, aud for over two m onths the grounds 
have been an eyesore to tho public. 
The local 
papers have frequently directed the atten tio n of 
tb e tru stees to the m atter, and prom inent citi­ 
zens are anxious to have the work com pleted. 
Tho city fathers, how ever, have not moved. The 
slabs w ere allowed to rem ain all day Hunday, and 
were viewed by large crow ds of people, who found 
infinite am usem ent in them .

By good 
behavior 
his 
terra 
was 
shortened 
about 
fourteen m onths, and he was discharged tho sec­ 
ond tim e Septem ber 15, 1875. 
His love fo r the 
equine, w ith a m istaken idea of the d istinction 
betw een mourn and tu u m in tho ow nership of 
valuable anim als, however, brought about a third 
conviction for horse-stealing at R utland, July 
l l , 1876, when he was again sentenced to a term 
of ten years. 
Gilm an was born in Shrew sbury, 
V t., in 1828, his p aren ts now residing in W iscon­ 
sin, and since be was 30 years of age had a t the 
tim e of bi* death lived about 19 years aud 7 
m onths w ithin the prison walls.

HOUSEHOLD ART. 


Novelties in Decorative Work 
and Painting. 


A New Application of Studies in 
Sepia on Terra-Cotta. 


E tc h in g on G la ss -L a m b req u in s a n d 


C u r t a i n s . 


It is stran g e th a t, although there is a general 
m ania now fo r every variety of decorative p ain t­ 
ing, aud so m any m edium s em ployed, th a t m arble, 
so m uch iu req u est abroad to r the purpose, is not 
used here a t all. 
And yet thoro are few er difficul­ 
ties to be encountered th an in tile case w ith silk, 
velvet, china and terra-co tta p ain tin g ; no first 
co atin g of Chinese w hite (always a troublesom e 
process), no m edium or firing being required, aud 
tho fine grain of the m arble adm irably adapt­ 
ing itself to eith er oil or w ater colors. 
Land­ 
scape pain tin g is scarcely ap p ro p riate for this 
work, 
b u t 
rleuies 
and 
flower 
studios can 
he 
m ost 
effectively 
rendered 
on 
panels, 
vases, 
tables, 
plates, 
letter-w eights, 
etc. 
F irst, considering black m arble, fo r w hich it is 
most advisable to use oil colors, g reat discrim ina­ 
tion is needed in th e choice of the sam e; ordinary 
brig h t blues and pinks, fo r instance, not having a 
refined effect on tho d ark background. 
The 
colors are laid on in th e usual way, no prepara­ 
tion of any kind tieing necessary—th e sp irit of 
tu rp e n tin e em ployed as a m edium . 
Figures in 
sim ple drapery, painted in som bre 
bu t rich 
colors, can lie used, or if flowers are preferred , a 
group of cream ruses, of M arguerites and b u tter­ 
cups, narcissus or daffodils. 
For w hite m arble, 
w ater colors are more adapted, th e mode uot d if­ 
fering from pain tin g on paper, aud possessing 
this advantage, th a t if your work displeases you, 
tile whole m ay be w ashed away w ith sand and 
w ater and corum euced afresh. 
It is well to use a 
d rier brush th an usual, being 


PARTICULARLY 
CAREFUL TRK COLOR IS PER­ 
FECTLY CLEAR ANO PURE, 
changing tbe w ater once or tw ice. The lig h t 
colors should be laid on first, and tho darker 
shades added afterw ards, sparing n eu tral tin t 
m ore th an in the case w ith paper, aud laying on 
few coats, so as to produce tile best effect in tho 
shortest possible tim e, and to avoid a m uddiness 
of toue. 
H igh lights {nay be scratched w ith a 
pen-knlfe, and the whole, when perfectly dry, 
receive a th in coating of w hite sp irit varnish, 
laid on quickly and sm oothly, with not too lull a 
brush. 
H eads of children and typos of beauty, 
etc., on w hite m arble have all the softness of 
m iniature pain tin g on ivory, aud flowers look 
charm ing. 
For 
instance, 
violets, 
crim son 
roses, ivy, 
any yellow 
blooms, 
and 
whlto 
flowers of a l l ' descriptions, delicately shaded, 
throw n up by a background of dark leaves, tbe 
extrem e w hiteness of the stoue reproducing so 
well the exquisite purity of tim blossom s. 
Oxgall 
will entirely cleanse discolored or toiled m arble, 
and sand aud w ater are alm ost us good, b u t soap 
m ust not on any account be used. B oth black aud 
w hite tuarbhe aru easily obtainable a t an> stone- 
m asou's. 
W ork of quito a different nature, and 
so m uch in favor w ith G orm an am ateurs, is tbe 
so-called “ stetn-etaen” (etching on stone), well 
adapted for tables, ball slabs, etc. Tim stone is 
tim sam e em ployed for lith o g rap h ic purposes, a 
sort of calcareous slate, slightly porous, or a nato 
yellowish drab, and som etim es of a neutral gray 
tin t. 
The stones, varying from one and a half 
inches to two and a half inches in thickness, are 
SWU ARED OR CUT INTO THE NECESSARY SIZE, 
an d ’ highly polished w ith pum ice-stone and waler- 
The desigu. draw n w ith a soft black pouch, m ust 
he of a conventional n atu re, and nut too in tricate, 
all tbe lines perfectly accurate aud sharp, abd 
filled in with asp h alts p ain t w ith a m edium -sized 
brush, evenly and sm oothly. 
When th is process 
I* com pleted, ana th e p ain t quite d ry , the si air 
should be placed in a large pail uearly full of 
w ator, w ith th ree tablespoonfuls of acotio acid. 
The w ater m ust be continually stirred w ith a 
large feather, a tablespoonful more of acid being 
added from tim e to tim e. 
A fter half an hour the 
slab Simula be rem oved and thoroughly washed 
w ith cold w ater, so as to remove all traces of tho 
acid, and th e asp h alte paint then entirely rubbed 
away w ith tu rp en tin e. The effoct of the acid 
is to eat 
aw ay tbe 
surface 
or 
tim 
stone, 
save w here tno design 
is 
protected by the 
asphalte, w hich, when removed by the tu rp en tin e, 
disclose* the figures, still polished, in huss-reliei, 
w hilst tb e rest of the stone is dull, the whole 
having all tbe appearance of a carving. 
I have 
seen a sm all round-table w ith a w reath of bay 
leaves and berries in tile centi*, surrounded by a 
m otto Iii old English letters, m ounted on slender 
brass supports, aud tbe result was charm ing. A 
square letter-w eight had a m onogram and orna­ 
m ental corner*. L etterin g and arm orial devices 
or any description aro easily m anaged on tlmso 
lithographic stones, and look particularly welt. 
A word of caution 1b necessary w ith regard to the 
acetlo acid, which Is of a m ost b itin g nature, and 
burns any m aterial w ith which it comes in con­ 
tact. F or pain tin g on wood th ere is an 
INFINITE VARIETY OF JAPANESE DESIGNS 
w hich m ight be c lo tty im itated from the en d ­ 
less lacquer and papier-m ache trays or cab in ets 
which find th e ir way iii snob num bers to o u r 
shops, especially a t th is tim e of year. These free­ 
hand decorations are full of grace and fancy, 
w ith their branches of alm ond trees and bam boo, 
w aving grasses, fan tastic birds on the wiog. and 
the inevitable volcano F u jiy am a loom ing id tim 
distance. 
Mauy of the grotesque figures m ore­ 
over are full of hum orous expression. .Screens 
of w hite wood should first be covered w itli dull 
red or brunsw ick black for tim background, and 
the subjects draw n iii w ith bronze reu ilu h gold, o r 
gold paint. 
Houietimes a portion of tim work 
is raised, and tills is m anaged by add in g th ick 
size 
of 
a 
gum m y n atu re 
to 
th e 
figures 
End devices, which, when allowed to dry for some 
hours, m ust bo gone over thickly w ith gold-leaf or 
p aint, according to taste, and the work, when 
com pleted, be brilliantly varnished or polished. 
This mode of decoration presents no diliiculiy, 
aud am ply repays any trouble cod taste bestowed 
upon it. 
F or the exeouliuti of arabesque orna­ 
m entation the skilful am ateu r m ight utilize G reek 
and Roman borders, also m odern scrollw ork, for 
the reproduction of tho old m urquetorle, em ploy­ 
ing rich coloring, aud siiadifig w ith b u rn t um ber. 
More sober tones of brow ns and fawtis outlined 
finely w ith lithographic ciow quill in Indian Ink 
nave an equally good effect. 
A lbum s and book- 
covers look well w ith a largo m onogram or m otto 
ENCIRCLED BY CURIOUS PATTERNS AND DEVICES, 
cunningly executed, aud some can he decorated 
w ith little etched sketches in sepia, reproductions 
of O scar B letsch'3 and U lcter’s scenes of child 
life. E tching en glass is another interesting oc­ 
cupation for an am ateur artist, and offers hut few 
obstacles. 
Tbe glass should be thickly coated 
with a varnish of beeswax in the first instance, and 
the design th en out in w ith a pointed in stru ­ 
m ent, aud hydrofluoric acid poured over the in ­ 
cisions. The' acid “ bites in ” the glass on theso 
lines, and, when tbe varnish is totally rem oved 
w ith tu rp en tin e oil, tho etching rem ains be­ 
neath. 
Or, again, to im itate stained windows, 
the design should first he pu t on paper, with 
coloring according to taste, and the glass be cu t 
to the shape of these drawing*. 
The pieces 
should be stu ck together to r the lim o being w ith 
bces-wax arranged carefully on another piece or 
glass, and tb e outline com m enced w ith a medium 
of tu rp en tin e and oil. 
Brown enam el aud gum 
medium Will be required to nil iii the form*, and 
a sbort-baired brush, or “ scrub,” to stipple out 
‘some of tim high lights, em ploying a m ixture of 
tu rp en tin e and pain t for shading tile d ark er 
parts. 
Tne glass is filially fired and leaded 
together. A nother mode of qrnam entipg glass is 
to hold a piece of the size required above a candle 
u n til it has become thoroughly sm oked, then 
delicately draw ing in tile landscape w ith tho 
p o in t of a cam el’s-hair brush, shading w ith sepia, 
dabbed on judiciously, aud 
BRINGING UVT THE DIG II LIGHTS 
w ith a penknife. 
Should these lights have too 
sharp or sudden effect the glass can be slightly 
sm oked a second tim e over tb e shading. A nother 
glass placed over tho picture preserves it from 
rubbiug, aud the tw o m ourned together iii a sim ple 
wooden fram e and hung up against tbe light, 
form a m ost tastefu l transparency. Photographs, 
slightly 
tin ted 
aud 
rubbed w ith salad oil, 
secured 
betw een 
two 
pieces 
of glass aud 
fram ed 
in 
tbe 
sam e 
way, are 
scarcely 
less successful. 
F ain tin g in oils on 
glass 
is also 
practicable, ouly requiring care aud 
a thin coat of varnish over tbe design. Studies in 
sepia on tbe pale glean and cream terra-cotta so 
recently introduced have an artistic effect; h u t 
the m ost strik in g and the happiest result i bavo 
yet seen achieved ou tarra-co tta were two charm ­ 
ing sea pieces by a gifted am ateur, in black aud 
w hite, on a plaque of the more ordinary color. 
The sketches w eresoltly, anti yet vividly executed, 
tho Clouds and sea fu!l of Ufo and light, and th e 
black and w hite well throw n up by the reddish 
border of the plaque. 
Tile border could lie 
painted black, w ith a gold rim added if preferred.

Physicians of the Late Presi­ 
dent Roughly Handled 


In Discussing the Bill

W a s h i n g t o n , Ju ly 9.—(’resident G arfield's d o c 
tors wore bandied w ithout gloves in tbe Senate 
last W ednesday. F or weeks and m onths p ast a bill 
proposing to ap p ro p riate $120,000 for the pay­ 
m ent 
of

expenses 
or tbe illness and 
burial 
of 
G eneral 
G arfield 
bas 
reposed 
in

of Ju d g e Taylor, chair­ 
man 
of tbe special 
com m ittee appointed to 
a u d it these expenses. 
One item or 985,000 in 
th is bill was designed to p ay tile p hysicians. 
There was a m inority rep o rt from th e co m m itte e , 
p ro testin g against th e paym ent of tb e s u m s 
recom m ended, and Joe B lackburn of K en tu c k y , 
fortified w ith vouchers for w hiskey, wines a n d 
cigars furnished on the funeral tr a in to t leveland* 
proposed to fight th e m a jo r ity report. J u d g a Tay­ 
lor, know ing th a t Mr. B lackburn was heavily 
loaded w ith cruel fact*, and c a rrie d big guns, 
v ,t* a fraid to bring his report beton* tbe douse. 
A tter consultation it wa* decided th a t the S enate 
should in sert n clause in the general deficiency 
bill to pay the troublesom e expenses. The Senate 
com m ittee on a p p la n a tio n * accordingly tacked 
an item to the bill creatin g the first aud second 
controllers and treasu rer of th e L nited S tates 
a 
board 
to

The senator Hum Ohio wa* IU 
favor of cu ttin g uown the am ount proposed to lie 
paid for m edical attendance to $250,OGU, th a t 
sum being, in Ids judgm ent, sufficient to am ply 
rem unerate all the physicians.

IN THE SOUTH SEAS. 


How Captain Clough Saved the 
Whale*Ship Sharon 


At the Risk of His Own Life 
Forty Years Ago. 


A N arrative of R eal Events That is 
Stranger Than Fiction. 


"80 you want to bear about soma of my adren­ 
in re*," (aid a weather-beaten old sailor WD oui tbs 
reporter met In toe brat place at the foot of the 
stairs leading from the shipping commissioner’* 
office, and afterwords induced to adjourn to more 
congenial quarters. 
“ Well, I bare weathered 
some rough gales in tho course of my life; but if 
you want a story true in erery particular, wblcb, 
lf written out, not more than one-hulf who 
read it would believe, I think the exploit* of an 
old friend of rome, Captain Benjamin Clough, 
now of Vineyard Haven, would bo much more in­ 
teresting to you than anything I could relate 
from my own experience. 
It was about forty 
years ago, I believe, that the bark Sharon went 
out from New Bedford, bound on a whaling 
voyage. 
The Captain Clough of whom I apeak 
was no captain at that tim e, bnt sailed In tho 
capacity of second mate. Captain Howes Norris, 
the father of the present editor of the Vineyard 
Gazette, was master of the Sharon, and Nathan 
Smith first mate. 
“It was In the tall or the year 1 8 4 2 ,1 think, 
that th e vessel put into a port of one of the Caro­ 
line islands for supplier. 
Here eleven of the 
crew to o k th e opportunity to desert. It became 
n ec essary to supply their plaoes to some extent 
with -'K a n a c k a s," as they call them, 
N a tiv e * o f t h e S e n tk S e a I e ta a d a . 
They took tour of these men, intending to make 
np the complement o f the crew at Port Jackson, 
or some such place. 
Th* force, as they put to 
sea again, amounted to some seventeen men, 
among whom was a Portuguese boy, whose phe­ 
nomenal name was, I believe, Manuel Jose de* 
Bels. 
One Sunday morning as the vessel was 
cruising along a whale waa Bighted. Two boat* 
were immediately lowered. 
It was necessary, in 
order to properly man them, to take nearly all of 
the experienced crew. 
Captain Norris, three of 
the 
islanders and 
young Manuel only were 
left on board. 
The whale waa soon captnred, 
brought up to the side of the ship aud made 
fast. 
The 
boats 
then 
put 
off 
again 
after others. 
Along in the middle of the after­ 
noon several of those who were in the boat man­ 
aged by the fir.t mate, Mr. Smith, had their at­ 
tention attracted to the singular and unprece­ 
dented managem ent of the ship. This conduct 
was the subject ot general remark; and while 
they were talking about it the ship’s signal waa 
suddenly discovered at half-mast. The uneasy 
feeling which all bad began to experience waa 
now heightened into a dread of 


S o b c V i s o r a n d I n d e f in ite C a la m ity . 
The crew w ere ordered to pull for the ship a* 
rapidly a* possible. 
The intervening space of a 
m ile and a half, or the greater part of It, was 
tra v e rse d in a s h o rt tim e . 
When they got near 
eno u g h th e crew p e rc e iv e d Manual at the mast­ 
head. 
He cried out loudly for them to take 
care. 
P a rtly 
by 
hi* 
word* and partly 
by 
th e 
a p p e a ra n c e 
of 
things 
they began 
to 
u n d e rs ta n d 
th e situation. 
The islanders had 
m u rd e red the captain a n a taken possession of the 
sh ip . 
M anuel had saved him self by clim bing up 
am o n g the riggiug out of their reach. 
He had 
c u t tile main to p gallant halyard* and placed the 
sign* at half-mast. 
" I he m a te 's boat wa* stopped soon after get­ 
tin g in to s p e a k in g distance, and tho men held a 
co n fere n ce on the aspern, of affairs. 
That this 
w as a la n i,in t enough they soon realized- for one 
of the isli Deters, stripped of all clothing, his oiled 
body g le a m in g in the light, sprang npon the 
taffrail, aud, brandishing a sharp spade, used lor 
cutting the blubber of whale, 
Defied th* Crew Se C .e e na B eard. 
It soon became apparent that the islanders had 
collected together behind the bulwark* all the 
whaling craft and available m issies, even to be- 
laying-plns, that they could find. Two of th* 
natives had stationed them selves, one on each 
side of the ship, to be in position to repel any 
attack. 
‘‘Meanwhile the other boat,under the command 
of Captain Clough, bad come up. 
In It was one 
of the islanders. 
The man on the taffrail called 
out to him in hi* own language, asking him to 
come on board. The islander in the boat made 
som e reply which enraged the other. 
Tbs man 
•n the taffrail seized the cook’s axe and threw it 
with all his might. 
The axe came true to its 
mark. 
The native stooped, and the weapon 
passed through the air where hi* head had been 
an instant before, carrying away a part of the 
clothing from his back. 
Captain Clough used to 
say that he never saw such axe slinging 
in 
his lire sa that was. 
The crew were astonished at 
the skill of the mlssile-thrower, and made haste to 
get out of his reach. 
“A consultation now ensued between the two 
boat crews as to the best course to pursue. 
Various plan* were proposed and rejected. Cap­ 
tain Clough wanted to get near enough to 
H s r s io * she F ellow oa tho T a ffra il, 
bot the men refused to pull. He then proposed to 
board the vessel from two sides at once, but this 
plan was unanimously rejected. 
Ouly one mac 
volunteered to accompany bim when he proposed 
to hoard the ship at the bows. 
This plan also had 
to he rejected. 
Most of the men favored the 
plan 
of 
giving 
up 
the 
ship 
and 
row­ 
ing 
for 
the 
nearest 
land, 
distant 
several 
days’ sail. The only thing of importance that was 
actually done during the afternoon was performed 
by Manuel. The mate ordered him to cut the 
maintop gallant-sheet and main topsail halyards 
and go forward on the stays and cut the halyards 
of the head sails, all of which was faithfully done. 
T his reduced the motion of the vessel to a m ini­ 
mum. 
The plan for the retaking of the ship, 
which was finally adopted, owed its origin as well 
as its execution to the courage and coolheadedness 
of Captain Clough. 
It was this: That be should 
wait till nightfall, then swim to the ship, 
and entering at a cabin window, arm him self, 
and as bo o d a s it was daylight the boats’ crews 
could attack from the outside while he stirred up 
a hornet’s nest in the m idst of the natives. 
That 
tins plan was never fully carried out was not 
ow ing to the lack of pluck on the part of the 
courageous seconu mate. 
The boats drew ahead 
of the vessel, and shortly after nightfall Captain 
Clough divested him self of m ost of his clouting, 
amg 
T aking a Etaafe-Kalf* B etw een B l* T eeth , 
quietly dropped overboard. 
"The adventure which be had undertaken was 
a perilous one. About him the water was tull of 
sharks, which bad been attracted by the carcass 
of the whale killed in tue morning. 
On the deck 
were tne natives keeping watch. 
Any m ovem ent 
od the part of the swimmer, even the slightest 
disturbance of the surface which should cause a 
phosphorescent gleam oi the water m ight be fatal 
to him. He dared not strike out,but was obliged to 
Boat, or, as the sailors term it, to "walk water.’’ 
By this method scarcely any progress could be 
attained. 
F-uch alight motion as the vessel made 
was away from him. 
Two great shark? followed 
him on his long and dangerous journey of au 
hour and a half, but they made no attem pt to dis­ 
turb him. At last to his infinite relief he saw the 
hull of tne Sharon loom up above him. Drawing 
a long breath he dove beneath the vessel. He saw 
the great black mass pass slowly above him. 
ab 
he went under the stern, he caught boid of tne 
projecting heel of the rudder aud drew him self up. 
Getting his finger through the iron ring he wa* 
able to clim b upon the knee. As ne rested here 
be found that by exertion be was just able to 
touch with the tips of his two middle fingers the 
iron bar which held open the dead-light over tne 
starboard cabin window. 
It w as N ecessary ta M ake a •aria*, 
and he made it. 
He reached the bar in safety, 
swung 
him self 
into 
the window, 
and 
sat 
down on the transom to listen and to rest. All 
about was quiet, and so dark that nothing could 
be seep. A lteredttlng still and listening intently 
for a few minutes he arose and took off the rest 
of bis clothes. The boat knife which he had 
carried in his teeth he deposited on the transom. 
He knew the 
cabin well. 
He was able to 
put his hands lm m ediatelv upon two cutlasses 
and as many m uskets. These last be leaded, and 
placed them all against the foot of the cabin 
stairs. 
He was engaged in loading a fowling- 
piece when he was startled by bearing a step 
upon the stairs. One of the natives was coming 
down. As be ueared the bottom b u fool struck 
against the stack of weapons, and knocked them 
to the Hoer. Captain Clough imm ediately started 
forward, 


S e iz e d a C u tla s s , M a d e a L n a g s 
at what he thought was the native, and ran bim 
through tne body. Then he clinched him, and a 
hand-to-hand conflict began, the details of which 
were horrible to relate. The islander succeeded 
in giving Mr. Clough a few cuts, and then lay 
quiet. Thinking that he was dead, Mr. Clougu 
arose, when the native sprang up, seized a cutlass 
and began to lay about him in a most furious 
manner, drawing blood from the mate at almost 
every blow. Thia horrible battle in the dark 
teased only when the savage fainted frow loss of 
blood. 
"The other wo islanders had been attracted by 
the noise of Pie conflict, but, not knowing how 
many of the bjat’s crew m ight be concerned in it, 
did not dare to venture down. 
As the brat native 
subsided into tuietnes* Mr. Clough caught sight 
ol two dark fat** peering down into toe cabiu. 
He hastened to the foot of m e stairs and caught 
up a musket, whlcu he fired. 
Almost sim ultane­ 
ously one of the savages threw a cutting spade 
down into the darkness. 


Th* B u llet Brouarkt tho Ma vac e ta the 
Beak 
and the spade cut a great gash in Clough's arm. 
The other 
native had disappeared. 
Captain 
(MpugJi WM wounded seriuueiy and be feared fa­ 


tally. 
Hit blood WM flowing profusely. 
He 
road* hit way to th* cabin window and called out 
to bia companions. 
They answered him: but they 
were afraid to venture on board. 
So the brave 
mate w h e lk e d hie life for theirs was left for an 
bour to ait alone in the darkness listenin g to the 
groans of the native whom he had nearly killed. 
His own right hand was numb and helpless and 
be was unable to use It to bandage his wounds. 
"At last the boats, hearing nothing more I rom 
the vessel,ventured cautiously to approach. Meet­ 
ing with co resistance they were encouraged to 
come alongside. They found one native at the 
bead of the cabin atalrs, lying on his face, shot 
through the heart. 
A light was struck and 
brought Into the cabin. The room presented a hor­ 
rible eight. 
It was 
completely covered with 
blood. 
The native was reclining upon the tran­ 
som, still grasping the cutlass, one of his eyes 
hanging out upon his cheek and terribly wounded. 
He was killed and thrown overboard. 
Captain 
Clough was well eared for and recovered atter 
thirty days. 
M a a a el T old th e S ta rr o f th o M a rd er 
of the captain. 
It seems that the Islanders had 
approached bim from behind, as he was standing 
upon the deck, and with one blow pushed a cut­ 
ting spade through his neck, completely severing 
bis head from his Cody. The deck where the 
murder had taken place presented a shocking 
•pectacle. 
The remaining 
native, 
who 
baa 
secreted 
him self 
in 
the hold, wee 
finally 
obliged by starvation to give himself up. 
He was 
taken toSydnev and delivered over to the authori­ 
ties. Captain Clough was rewarded for hi* brav­ 
ery by the owners of tbe Sharon, who, on his re­ 
turn, made bim master or a fine ship. 
He is alive 
and well at Vineyard Haven today. 
He Is the 
same old Ben Clough that he used to be. 
He has 
represented bis constituency in the Legislature 
for two years.’’ 


NASBY IN EUROPE. 


W h a t th * C h ief o f th e “ C o r a e fi” h as to 
• a y o f Irish I.asd lord lsa*—H o te l-B o e p - 
ors s a d th o B e lle s o f A n tiq u ity . 


When Petroleum V. Nasby was exiled from the 
Corners by his long-suffering creditors, who saw 
bankruptcy in Nasbtan guise staring them in tbe 
face, he went to Europe, reformed his quaint 
spelling and his n ew s on the Irish question, and 
wrote a book. 
Books of European travel are more 
plentiful than sands on tbe seashore, and about as 
easily distinguished, one from another, but occa­ 
sionally one appears which is really worth read­ 
ing, being the work of a man who sees what the 
guide-Dooks do not commend to the traveller as an 
object of interest—the life of the people. 
In the 
record! of Nasby’s exile, which appeared origin­ 
ally in the columns of tile Toledo Blade, Mr. Locke 
bas done more than give us a funny book, though 
there is plenty of bis quaint humor to amuse and 
delight the reader. 
He has seen the serious side 
of life in some of its saddest aspects, and he 
describes what he has seen with a depth of ear­ 
nestness, a power of pathos and a bitterness of 
irony that the true humorist aloi*e commands. 
It 
is tbe quick sympathy with human nature that 
makes the humorist, and it is this which makes 
bim feel so keenly tne wrougs of oppressed hu­ 
manity, and voice its protest with such passionate 
indignation. 
He says of 
I r i s h L a n d lo r d is m : 
“It is tbe coldest-blooded, cruelist infam y that 
tbe world has ever seen, and that any race of 
people was ever fated to groan under. Irish land­ 
lordism is legal brigandage—it is an organized 
hell.................... You hear a great deal in America 
about shooting landlords. 
How many landlords 
have been shot? It is much to the discredit of 
the Irish race that more have not been; but the 
melancholy fact is, ouly a very few have been put 
out or the way by buckshot. 
When I look over 
tbe meagre list I blush for the Irish. 
It is some­ 
thing in the way of an offset to know that they 
are not permitted to have arms, and it may be 
pleaded in extenuation that the police and sol­ 
diery are all-pervading; but, nevertheless, it does 
seem as though a few more might he picked off. 
if they cannot have firearms, there are at least 
pitchforks sod stones. Clearly, the Irish are not 
so public-spirited as they should be.’’ 
In lighter vein, but yet with some show of dis­ 
gust, if not of indignation, Nasby pays his re­ 
specta to that other guild of robber*, 
T h o B o t e l L a n d lo r d s o f E u ro p e . 
“I have been giving the matter of piracy most 
serlons consideration—it* rise, decline and fall. 
Formerly piracy was everywhere on tbe high 
sea*. 
Adventurous spirits manned vessels, which 
were built, armed and sent out by wealthy cor­ 
porations, their business being to capture mer­ 
chant vessels, cut tile throats or the male pas­ 
sengers and crew and confiscate the property. In 
those halcyon days money was gold and silver, 
and tbe pirates, after capturing a rich prize, 
sailed their vessels to some point on the Spanish 
main where there was a convenient cove, cap­ 
tured a Spanish village, murdered the men aud 
made such love to the women that they very soon 
preferred the picturesque villains to their virtu­ 
ous but commonplace and insipid (because hon­ 
est) husbands. 
And there they lived, gayly danc­ 
ing fandangos and boleros, under tbe shade of 
the palms, to the soft pleastngs of the lute, till the 
money was all spent (by the way I never could see 
how they spent money in such places after they 
bad killed all the shop-keepers and saloon men) 
and then they sailed sweetly out to be a scourge 
of the seas once more. 
It was a pleasant thing to 
be a pirate in those days. 
The first blow this industry received was the in­ 
vention of tbe sight draft, by which money could 
be transmitted. 
The pirate who seized' drat ta 
couldn’t forge tbe names necessary to their col­ 
lection, to say nothing of the risk of presenting 
himself at a bank in London to collect them. The 
second and severest blow was the introduction 
and general use of dollar jewelry. 
Dollar jewelry 
has done more for the suppression of piracy than 
the Christian religion. 
Who would cut a throat 
for trid* gold with im itation stones? Drafts and 
dollar jewelry have tamed the adventurous spirit 
of the buccaneer, and dnveu them all into keep­ 
ing hotels in Switzerland, the captains as proprie­ 
tors, the second officers as head porters, and the 
crew as waiters, chambermaids, etc. 
They are 
doing a* well, probably, as before, and by similar 
methods, though piracy bas lost its picturesque­ 
ness. 
T h e B a b b l e o f T e a e r s t l o s P r i c k e d . 
And again be laughingly pricks with his pen 
tbe bubble of veneration for all that is not new, 
which tourists Invariably feel called upon to blow 
and declare to he solid. 
Tibbetts, the young man 
from Oshkosh, standing before tne cathedral of 
Kouen, interrupts an ecstatic speech with, "Look 
here, professor, don’t give us auy more rot about 
this being old. 
We are just as old iu Oshkosh aa 
tney are In Rouen. 
Wnen the old Norman war­ 
riors were cruising about, loaded down with pot 
metal, killing each other, the indians of America 
were doing tne same thing among them selves, 
only they were clothed wore sensibly. 
A breech­ 
clout was a thundering sight more comfortable in 
the summer than steel armor, and I don’t know that 
killing a man with a lauce was any more desei viug 
of adoration than killing one with a how and 
arrow. 
Tbe point to it all is killing the man. 
Antiquity! 
What do you know about it? n e r eis 
a lot of atone that has been piled up a thousand 
years or more. 
How do you know but what the 
Indians are older than the Gauls? I hold that 
they are. The Gauls built a cathedral that is 
standing yet. I defy you to go anywhere In 
W isconsin and find such a cathedral standing. 
What does that prove? Whv! that the Indians 
built their cathedral* so much farther back than 
the Gauls that they have all disappeared. 
Noth­ 
ing eau resist the tooth of tim e.’’ 
But the hook is so lull of good things that it is 
difficult to decide what not to select, and there­ 
fore every one should read it for himself. “Nasby 
In Exile” is solu only by subscription.
